The  President  then  rose  and  addressed  the  Senate  as  folloTirs 

Senators :  It  becomes  my  pleasant  duty  at  the  opening*  of  ov 
to  bid  you  welcome. 

We  stand  at  the  threshold  of  duties,  upon  the  jnst  discharge 
the  welfare  alike  of  oor  State  and  Nation  largely  depends, 
the  harvests  of  last  aatumn  were  abundant,  although  no  pestil 
visited  onr  land  and  no  organized  armed  resistance  to  the  la 
within  oar  borders,  still  we  must  aU  realize  that  general  an:s 
distrust  pervade  commercial  circles,  paralvzing  business  acti^ 
industrial  enterprise,  and  that  all  our  people  await  the  future  \ 
citude. 

It  is  your  privilege  as  well  as  your  duty  to  do  much  towards 
this  alarm.     You  can  labor  for  the  restoration  of  an  absolute  an 
economy  in  the  public  expenditures,  an  economy  which  shall  be 
the  next  tax  levy,  and  thus  be  appreciated  by  the  people. 

You  can  largely  insist  upon  a  rigid  accountability  of  all  pul 
vants.  You  can  arrest  hasty  legislation  ;  prevent  ihe  enacti 
needless  and  cumbersome  laws;  initiate  wise  and  considerate  r< 
and  resolutely  maintain  the  existing  safeguards  of  public  order  a 
sonal  security. 

I  know  that  these  are  threadbare  axioms  and  seem  but  idle  plai 
And  yet  unless  we  make  them  actual  verities  in  our  official  act] 
shall  not  only  fail  in  our  duty,  but  the  State  will  suffer  hurt. 

Not  only  are  our  people  apprehensive  in  regard  to  our  State  in 
and  legislation,  but  there  is  much  in  our  National  affairs  to  a 
patriotic  solicitude. 

Partial  disorder  and  an  unnatural,  deplorable  but  still  necessai 
ordination  of  the  civil  to  the  military  law  prevail  in  the  States  la 
rebellion.  The  restoration  of  those  States  to  their  just  and  Co 
tional  relations  with  the  Federal  Oovemmeht,  and  to  their  norm( 
dition  of  self-rule,  is  delayed  by  an  unfortunate  collision  betwe< 
President  and  Congress.  As  Senators  of  New  York,  you  may  r 
called  upon  to  act  directly  upon  these  questions;  and  yet,  shoul 
cumstances  arise  requinng  action,  we  may  remember  that  the  voic 
influence  of  this  State  are  always  powerful  in  the  councils  of  oar  N 

May  our  old  State  plead  moderation,  mercy  and  reconciliation, 
in  his  loving  providence  gave  us  the  victory  and  stayed  from  ot 
lages  and  hearthstones  the  red  tide  of  battle.  May  we  in  our  h( 
triumph  be  generous  and  forgiving  to  our  vanquished  foemen,  re 
bering  that  even  for  the  crime  of  rebellion  large  excnse  is  due, 
because  of  the  early  education  and  political  training  of  Southern 
and  because  of  our  own  long  continued  complicity  at  the  North  i 
sin  of  Slavery.  But  while  we  are  thus  forgiving,  and  seek  to  bury 
our  sight  the  sad  relics  of  our  unhappy  strife,  let  us  also  rememb 
be  resolutely  true  in  the  hour  of  the  -Mation's  triumph  to  all  who 
true  to  our  flag  in  the  time  of  ouF^Nation's  danger.  Let  us  see  to  it, 
the  repentant  foeman  obtains  no  right,  as  an  act  of  mercy,  which  ii 
at  the  same  time  firmly  assured  to  the  constant  loyalist,  as  an  a< 
justice.  Thus,  upon  the  sure  foundations  of  mercy,  loyalty  and  jus 
shall  we  rebuild  the  shattered  temple  of  our  Union,  making  it  stroi 
and  fairer  for  the  days  to  come. 

And  now,  invoking  upon  all  our  deliberations  the  spirit  of  unity, 
trusting  that  as  dur  session  passes  all  our  hearts  may  but  become  n 
and  more  closely  knit  together  in  frieudship,  I  ^^^i:J|^q^tVz|^^|Pl5jf^OQl^ 
welcome.

A  message  from  His  Excelleticy  the  Governor  wae  received  and  read 
by  the  Clerk,  in  the  words  following  :

2b  the  Legidalure: 

Through  the  favor  of  Almig:bty  God,  the  year  which  has  jnst  drawn 
to  a  close  has  been  crowned  with  the  blessings  of  peace  and  prosperity. 

The  great  and  diversified  interests  of  our  State  impose  duties  of  the 
utmost  delicacy  and  responsibiUty  npon  the  legislative  department  of  the 
Government  The  condition  of  our  finances  naturally  presents  itself  as 
a  leading  subject  of  consideratioD,  intimately  connected  as  it  is  with  our 
general  affairs,  and  engrosaiug,  as  it  should,  a  largo  measure  of  public 
attention. 

The  report  of  the  Comptroller,  which  I  commend  to  careful  attention 
as  an  interesting  and  comprehensive  document,  shows  the  debt  of  the 
State,  September  30th,  lb6T,  after  deducting  the  balance  of  sinking 
funds  unapplied,  to  be  forty-four  millions,  ono  hundred  and  fourteen 
thousand,  five  hundred  and  ninety- two  dollars  and  thirty-five  cents. 

There  is  a  natural  and  just  solicitude  as  to  the  ability  of  the  State  to 
sustain  the  burdens  resting  upon  it,  and  in  regard  to  the  continued  ease 
with  which  taxation  has  so  far  been  borne.  It  is  apprehended  in  some 
quarters  that  there  are  financial  trials  impending  which  will  prove  far 
more  severe  than  any  in  the  past  It  seems  to  me  that  there  is  only 
required  a  prudent  economy  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  administra- 
tion of  Government  and  a  thorough  revision  of  the  whole  tai  and  assess- 
ment system  to  vindicate  a  reasonable  expectation  of  our  continued 
proaperity.  Our  wealth  and  our  resources  are  so  vast  that  no  reasoning 
founded  upon  our  past  condition  during  periods  of  great  public  indebt- 
edneSj  is  directly  applicable  now.  Material  wealth  in  every  form  has 
immensely  increased.  This  is  conspicuously  true  of  New  York,  as  it  is 
of  a  great  area  over  which  new  States  are  forming.  As  a  fair  m^asnre 
of  this  advance,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  New  York  city  banks  in  Novem- 
ber, 1860,  as  represented  by  their  loans,  conducted  a  business  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty-two  millions  of  dollars,  and  at  the  same  date  la 
1861,  the  volume  of  their  loans  was  nearly  two  hundred  and  forty- eight 
millions  of  dollars,  or  more  than  double  the  business  of  1860.  Hardly 
less  significant,  if  not  in  so  great  a  ratio,  is  the  advance  in  most  depart^ 
ments  of  business  and  enterprise,  as  will  be  found  by  reference  to  the 
tables  of  commerce  and  tonnagej  railroad  and  insurance  capital;  mer- 
cantile, manufacturing  and  mecbanioal  employmeuts,  and  tiie  value  of 
real  and  personal  estate. 

The  amount  to  each  person  of  our  tax  for  1866,  paid  to  tlie  General 
Government  upon  an  approximate  estimate,  was,  from  internal  revenue 
Bonroes,  $3.80;  upon  custom  duties,  $5,15;  making  a  total  of  |13J5. 
Placing  our  population  at  four  millions  it  would  amount  to  the  sum  of 
fifty-Eve  millionseigbt  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  aggregate  of  State, 
county,  town  and  city  taxes,  can  hardly  exceed  this  sum  by  ten  miUiona 
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of  dollars.  If  the  assessed  valnation  of  taxable  property  was  the  true 
index  of  its  real  value,  the  burdens  imposed  might  be  regarded  with 
great  uneasiness,  if  not  with  just  alarm.  But  no  such  disquietude  has 
been  felt  at  the  centers  of  business;  real  property  has  maintained  its 
prices ;  manufactures  have  prospered,  and  trade  has  been  remunerative. 
According  to  the  census  of  1865,  in  an  area  of  28,297,142  acres  of  land 
embraced  in  th^  State,  abouf  16,000,000  of  acres  are  improved,  and  the 
value  of  the  farms  is  placed  at  nine  hundred  and  twenty  millions,  three  j 

hundred  and  forty-nine  thousand,  three  hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars; 
an  increase  of  thirteen  ten-hundredths  per  cent,  in  five  years;  and  the 
valuation  of  farm  stock,  agricultural  implements,  furniture,  and  invest- 
ments in  manufactures,  swells  the  amount  to  twenty-four  hundred  and 
seventy-three  millions,  three  hundred  and  ninety-eight  thousand,  five 
hundred  and  forty-nine  dollars.  This  enumeration  does  not  include  the 
amount  invested  in  commerce,  articles  of  personal  adornment,  and  many 
other  items  of  personal  property;  it  is  probable,  however,  they  fully 
equal  the  value  of  those  I  have  named.  1  think  it  is  safe  to  assume  that 
the  aggregate  valuation  of  the  whole  real  and  personal  property  of  the 
State  will  not  fall  below  forty-five  hundred  millions  of  dollars,  as  against 
sixteen  hundred  and  sixty-four  millions,  one  hundred  and  seven  thou* 
sand,  seven  hundred  and  twtnty-five  dollars  returned  to  the  State  Asses- 
sors, and  upon  which  their  equalization  was  based.  Upon  this  state- 
ment of  value,  the  whole  aggregate  of  Federal,  State  and  local  taxes 
would  be  less  than  three  per  cent. 

May  we  not  take  another  view  of  the  case  and  inquire  whether  that 
part  of  our  population  belonging  to  the  productive  class  are  able^  from 
the  annual  profits  of  labor  and  enterprise,  to  sustain  the  estimate  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty  millions  of  dollars  taxation.  The  aggregate  of  our 
population,  according  to  the  census  of  1865,  referred  to,  was  3,831,777. 
Excluding  from  this  number  females,  and  males  under  twenty-five  and 
over  sixty  years  of  age,  as  non-producers,  we  have  left  742,166  persons. 
It  is  obvious,  upon  this  theory,  that  these  sustain  the  great  burden  of 
taxation,  and  that  the  average  paid  by  each  is  about  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars;  full  one-half  of  which  sum  is  for  purposes  within  our  own 
State.  When  it  is  understood  that  a  largo  number  of  these  seven 
hundred  and  forty-two  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-six  persons 
from  their  wealth,  pay  many  times  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  it 
follows  that  the  remainder  pay  less,  and  so  little,  that  the  burden  ad- 
justed upon  a  real  knowledge  of  the  true  value  of  the  property  each 
and  all  possessed,  would  be  indeed  light.  It  will  be  borne  in  mind  also, 
that  the  amount  will  annually  be  diminished  both  from  the  extinguish- 
ment of  debt  and  the  increase  of  population  and  wealth. 

It  is  an  error,  however,  to  suppose  that  females  and  minors  contribute 
nothing  to  our  practical  resources  as  elements  of  productive  wealth.  It 
is  to  be  remembered  that  all  invested  capital  is  productive  to  the  com- 
munity as  well  as  to  the  party  making  tiie  investment,  and  that  a  very 
large  proportion  of  the  wealth  of  the  State  is  owned  by  females,  by 
minors,  and  by  citizens  who  have  passed  the  limit  of  three  score  years. 
These,  though  not  for  the  most  part  active  laborers,  are,  through  the 
investment  of  their  property  in  the  various  departments  of  corporate 
enterprise,  including  railway  and  navigation  companies,  banking  and 
manufacturing,  and  all  other  similar  corporations,  availing  themselves 
constantly  of  the  agency  of  others  to  advance  our  general  interests  and 
prosperity,  and  augment  the  wealth  of  the  State.  They  pay  a  propor- 
tion  of  our  State  and  National  taxes  upon  the  property  t*H^fjtiJf,7S^|g^OOQlC 
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besides  sharing  the  burdens  common  to  as  all,  incident  to  the  operation 
of  the  revenne  laws. 

The  convergence  of  vast  interests  in  New  York,  as  the  great  commer- 
cial and  financial  center  of  the  nation;  oar  extensive  operations,  delicate 
as  they  are  important,  and  the  large  share  we  are  called  npon  to  con- 
tribnte  to  the  support  of  the  General  Government,  seem  to  justify  more 
extended  discussion. 

In  further  considering  the  subject,  it  may  not  be  printable  to  discuss, 
or  important  to  settle  the  question  whether  the  rebellion  could  have  been 
suppressed  with  less  sacrifice  than  it  has  cost  us.  With  a  united  North, 
none  will  doubt  that  it  could  have  been.  But  the  public  debt  is  upon 
us,  as  the  unavoidable  result  of  the  war;  and  notwithstanding  its  great 
burdens,  we  may  yet  congratulate  ourselves  that  they  are  far  short  of 
the  averted  ruin  of  a  divided  country  ;  and  if  we  are  called  upon  to  de- 
plore the  disasters  of  the  struggle,  we  may  also  rejoice  in  its  compensa- 
tions. Among  these  may  be  found  its  lessons  of  warning,  its  test  of 
parties  and  their  principles,  its  development  of  the  patriotic  endurance 
of  our  people,  and  the  assurance  it  brings  of  the  stability  of  our  insti- 
tutions. 

A  deb£  created  in  maintaining  the  perpetuity  of  our  government  and 
in  defense  of  invaluable  rights,  is  one  which  all  honest  men  will  agree 
must  be  paid.    It  is  one  for  the  payment  of  which  we  have  all  pledged 
our  faith.    It  is  our  common  interest  to  pay  it.     It  is  essential  to 
the  preservation  of  our  public  credit  no  less  than  to  the  maintenance  of 
our  personal,  our  State,  and  our  National  honor.     There  is  hardly  a 
man,  woman  or  child  that  has  not  an  interest  in  our  public  securities. 
There  are  three  hundred  and  ninety  millions  in  legal  tenders  and  frac- 
tional currency,  and  nearly  three  hundred  millions  of  bank  notes  secured 
by  Government  bonds.    There  are  sixteen  hundred  national  banks  with 
four  hundred  and  nineteen  millions  of  capital,  and  five  hundred  and 
sixty  millions  on  deposit,  with  their  officers,   stockholders  and  depo- 
sitors.    There  are  also  State  banks,  individual  bankers,  trust,  life,  fire 
sod  marine  insurance  companies,  with  their  numerous  parties  in  inte- 
rest, and  to  this  add  the  savings  banks,  whose  aggregate  deposits  in 
ikis  J&aie  alone  amount  to  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  millions  of  dollars, 
with  over  five  hundred  thousand  depositors.     All  these  institutions  not 
only  have  directly  more  or  less  of  Government  securities,  but  all  their 
debts  and   liabilities  are  payable  in  legal  tenders  of  Hhe  Government. 
Not  to  dTvell  on  this  vast  array  of  individual  and  corporate  interest  in 
our  public   securities,  it  is  enough  to  say  that  it  is  a  debt  due  from  the 
Government  which  was  saved,  to  the  people  who  saved  it.    It  is  just, 
however,  to  the  Government  and  the  people  alike,  that  this  obligation 
ihoald   be   discharged  in  such  a  manner  as  shall  most  conduce  to  the 
intereflts   and  honor  of  both.     The  public  should  not  be  subjected  to 
undue  burdens  by  forcing  the  premature  payment  of  the  principal  ;  nor 
•bould   we  fail  to  provide  for  the  prompt  payment  of  the  interests  and 
such  a  reduction  of  the  principal  as  will  not  impair  our  productive  ener- 
gks.    Such  a  forced  payment  is  uncalled  for  by  a  prudent  regard  to  the 
frablic  faith  or  the  public  good;  and  as  it  requires  continued  heavy  tax- 
^OD,  we  may  ^sely  forbear  to  apply  such  a  test  to  the  forbearance 
and  patience  of  the  people. 

Wc  have  been  thoroughly  educated  in  the  doctrine  that  every  genera^ 
tioQ,  so  far  as  possible,  should  pay  its  own  indebtedness.     There   are 
exoeptioDSy  however,  to  this  correct  rule ;  most  prominent  among  them 
is  the  case' before  as,  in  which  great  trials  have  been  endured  and  great^^^J^ 
_j  made,  not  only  to  protect  the  present  rights  of  the  people,  buV-'^^'^^

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to  perpetuate' the  blessings  of  good  government/  Weighed  dow 
tlie  derangements  and  devastations  of  the  most  formidable  war  ki 
to  history;  for  the  benefit  of  the  coming  generations,  as  well  as  foi 
safety  and  security  of  the  present,  we  require  time  for  the  reuew 
our  industry,  t^  replenish  our  means,  and  to  gather  strength  from  re 
struction  and  increased  population.  It  will  be  honor  enough — whe 
the  not  far  distant  future,  from  recuperated  energies  the  burden  wil 
lighter — to  illume  our  history  with  the  extinction  of  a  public 
created  in  defense  of  our  liberties.  We  are  called  upon,  therefore, 
every  consideration  of  interest  and  of  duty,  to  relieve  labor  froir 
oppressive  burdens,  and  as  most  of  the  evils  which  the  rebellion 
entailed  upon  us  center  in  taxation,  to  the  solution  oi  this  problem 
thoughtful  consideration  of  all  is  invited. 

Congress  can,  and  doubtless  will,  in  their  good  judgment,  strike  1 
dreds  of  items  from  the  tax  list  which  are  more  fruitful  of  annoya 
than  of  revenue  ;  and  it  should  reduce  and  re-adjust  the  taxes  so  ai 
have  them  fall  where  they  would  be  least  felt,  most  readily  paid, 
most  easily  collected.  With  a  judicious  reduction  and  adjustmeni 
taxes,  wise  retrenchment,  and  a  firm  and  impartial  enforcement  of 
revenue  laws,  witn  industry  relieved  and  enterprise  encouraged,  i 
the  vast  treasury  of  our  natui:al  resources  made  triburtay  to  our  j 
gress,  we  look  to  the  future  of  the  country  with  a  calm  and  assu 
confidence.  Our  national  production  has  doubled  in  thirteen  or  fourtc 
years,  and  may  reasonably  expect  with  taxes  so  reduced  as  not  to 
pede  national  development,  our  power  from  production  will  be  twice 
great  at  the  end  of  tbat  period  of  time.  At  least,  an  estimate  based 
past  conditions  of  growth,  can  hardly  fail  to  be  realized  in  the  futu 

The  re-adjustment  above  suggested  is  the  more  essential  fn  view 
the  high  price  of  commodities  and  the  low  price  of  gold,  which  tend 
stimulants  to  foreign  importations.  It  is  hardly  to  be  expected,  ho 
ever,  that  we  shall  ever  get  back  to  the  prices  which  prevailed  prior 
the  rebellion.  I  need  not  advert  to  the  causes  further  than  to  reraar 
that  gold  has  depreciated  or  lost  in  its  purchasing  power  from  its  great 
increased  production  within  the  last  few  years.  In  countries  where 
gold  currency  prevails,  prices  have  steadily  increased,  and  from  tl 
prospect  and  returns  of  the  mines,  this  cause  must  inevitably  contini 
to  affect  prices  in  a  greater  or  less  degree. 

In  regard  to  local  taxes,  I  am  convinced  that  our  method  of  asses 
meut  is  essentially  defective.  It  cannot  be  doubted  that  a  much  nean 
approximation  to  equal  assessment  could  be  attained  if  our  laws  pr 
vided  for  specific  returns  of  all  taxable  property.  No  one  can  questio 
that  the  personal  property  of  individuals  very  largely  escapes  taxatioi 
The  personal  property  of  this  State  in  1860,  after  deducting  corporal 
property,  left  the  amount  assessed  to  individuals  at  about  one  bundrc 
millions  of  dollars.  This  class  of  property  in  Georgia  was  assessed  tha 
year,  after  deducting  the  slave  property  at  the  estimated  average  valu 
of  four  hundred  dollars  a  slave,  at  two  hundred  and  ninety-two  mill  ions 
in  Mississippi,  at  three  hundred  and  thirty-three  millions;  and  in  SoutI 
Carolina,  at  two  hundred  and  sixty-two  millions  of  dollars.  In  Ohio,  fo 
the  year  1866,  the  amount  was  four  hundred  and  six  millions.  The8am< 
year  in  this  State  the  personal  property  indicated  was  about  two  bun 
dred  and  thirty  millions.  How  much  of  this  was  coi-porate  property,  ir 
the  States  referred  to  for  comparison,  I  am  not  informed,  but  it  could 
not  have  been  very  considerable.  Evidently  the  assessment  is  based 
on  different  principles,  designed  to  produce  a  more  just  distribution  of)Q[^

The  aggregate  balances  of  the  sinking  funds,  applicable  to  the  canal 
debt  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  were  $3,214,940.10.  None  of  the 
stocks  named  in  the  foregoing  table  matured  before  October  1st,  1868, 
and  then  only  $247,900.  The  department  has  purchased  $2,443,700  of 
five  and  six  per  cent,  unmatured  canal  stocks  at  a  discount  of  $75,187.50, 
and  redeemed  $53,300  of  stock  overdue  and  not  before  presented  for 
payment,  making  a  total  of  $2,497,000  purchased  and  cancelled  during 
the  year.  On  the  first  day  of  October,  1868,  the  actual  and  estimated 
balances  in  the  sinking  funds  will  exceed  $4,000,000,  applicable  to  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of  the  canal  debt.    At  the  close  of  the  fiscal

Should  the  surplus  of  $4,000,000  be  applied  in  October,  1868,  the  debt 
will  be  reduced  to  $11,722,900.  Upon  the  basis  of  the  average  revenues 
of  the  canals  during  the  last  seven  years,  the  whole  will  be  fully  extin- 
guished in  1874;  and  the  Canal  and  General  Fund  debt,  now  a  lien  upon 
the  canal  revenues,  will  be  discharged  in  1877.  ^  \ 

The  taxes  levied  and  money  appropriated  for  the  improvement  of  the 
Champlain  canal,  according  to  the  plan  prescribed  by  the  act  of  1864,    -w/-^T/> 
will  not  complete  the  work,  and  the  further  sum  of  $20,000,  is  required    ^^'^^ 
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for  that  pnrpoBe,  as  how  estimated.  The  enlargement  of  the  remaining 
locks  of  this  canal  to  the  dimensions  of  those  on  the  Erie,  seems  essen- 
tial to  its  full  measure  of  usefulness.  The  amount  needed  for  such  an 
improvement  ought  not  to  exceed  9250,000.  The  importance  and  value 
of  this  hranch  of  our  system  of  public  works  will  not  be  doubted;  nor 
that  the  completion  of  such  enlargement  would  more  than  meet  the  fair 
demands  of  production  and  enterprise,  and  ultimately  repay  the  invest- 
ment. 

The  Genesee  Valley  canal  is  one  of  the  State  works  finally  constructed 
under  the  present  Constitution,  and  still  retains  its  inalienable  character. 
The  revenues  of  this  canal  in  good  condition,  it  is  believed,  would  be 
fully  adequate  for  necessary  repairs  and  maintenance,  but  its  improve- 
ment will  become  a  charge  upon  the  public  treasury.  For  several  sea- 
sons, during  the  sununer  months,  the  deficiency  of  water  on  the  summit 
level  of  diis  canal  h^is  impeded,  and  latterly  wholly  interrupted  naviga- 
tion near  its  southern  terminus.  If  we  continue  to  refuse  the  amount 
necessary  to  restore  the  canal  to  a  navigable  condition,  it  is  equivalent 
to  a  declaration  that  the  southern  portion  of  the  line  may  be  abandoned. 
h  is  estimated  by  intelligent  authority  that  the  difference  of  tolls  arising 
from  a  judicious  expenditure  on  this  canal,  would  pay  six  per  cent,  on 
$250,000.  If  this  be  true,  our  pecuniary  interests  will  not  be  impaired, 
▼hile  oar  good  faith  will  be  maintained,  in  granting  the  aid  needed  to 
restore  to  use  this  public  work. 

Upon.the  extension  of  the  Chenango  canal,  the  sum  of  $842,146.00 
has  been  expended,  and  the  work  is  still  unfinished.  The  appropriation 
has  been  exhausted,  and  the  work  upon  it  has  been  stopped.  The  de- 
liberations of  the  Constitutional  Convention  do  not  warrant  the  belief 
that,  in  an  amended  Constitution,  the  creation  of  a  debt  for  canal  pur- 
poses will  be  authorized.  Our  experience  derived  from  the  history  of 
our  public  works,  is  adverse  to  the  economy,  to  say  the  least,  of  a  tem- 
porary suspension  in  their  prosecution.  Assuming  that  it  is  just  to 
public  expectation,  and  advantageous  to  the  public  interests  to  complete 
this  work  in  the  not  far  distant  future,  I  respectfully  invite  your  atten- 
tion to  tbe  consideration  of  the  question  whether  it  may  not  be  well  to 
proceed  with  the  work  without  further  delay. 

Tbe  other  canals  of  the  State  are  in  a  fair  and  prosperous  condition,  and 
by  tbeir  contributions  to  the  public  wealth  and  business,  justify  the  policy 
rhat  has  inaugurated,  maintained  and  extended  these  great  avenues  of 
inland  commerce.  The  constantly  augmenting  productions  of  the  great 
west;  the  iron,  coal  and  lumber  trade;  together  with  freight  from  other 
sources  of  development,  which  attain  with  each  returning*year  still 
greater  proportions,  give  increased  support  to  our  public  works,  and 
incite  to  yet  farther  advance  in  perfecting  the  facilities  for  internal 
transportation.  For  detailed  statements  as  to  tbeir  particular  condition 
and  needs,  I  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Canal  Commis- 
sioners  and  the  Canal  Auditor. 

CI«AIH8  AGAINST  THE   GENERAL   GOVERNMENT. 

The  settlement  of  the  unadjusted  accounts  between  the  State  and  the 
United  States,  has  been  urged  as  rapidly  as  their  complicated  nature 
woold  permit.  Of  that  portion  for  war  expenses,  amounting  to  91,529,- 
^5.18,  which  had  been  suspended,  and  which  was  unadjusted  at  the 
date  of  my  iBst  annual  message,  the  sum  of  9879,058.22  has  been 
allowed  and  passed  to  the  credit  of  the  State,  leaving  $650,286.96, 
whidi  is  BOW  In  the  course  of  settlement,  but  under  existing  regulations, 
whjeet  to  technical  objections  which  involves  some  d^^^J- Digitize J^y^J^OOQlC 
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caused  to  be  presented  the  claim  arising  under  chapters  three  hundred 
and  ninety-seven  and  four  hundred  and  twenty-one  of  the  Laws  of  1862, 
amounting  to  $281,845.86,  which,  with  the  preceding  sum,  will  nearly 
balance  the  amount  advanced  by  the  United  States,  including  the  direct 
tax;  the  difference  being  only  $2,842.72.  The  value  of  the  clothing  and 
equipage  retained  and  issued  to  the  National  Guard  of  the  State,  has  not 
been  ascertained,  but  under  the  present  orders  of  the  War  Department, 
there  can  be  no  doubt  of  an  early  adjustment  of  this  portion  of  our 
account  upon  an  equitable  basis.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  accounts, 
are  several  of  comparatively  small  amoants,  created  by  authority  of  acts 
of  the  Legislature  in  1862,  1864,  and  1865,  and  which,  as  soon  as  pre- 
pared, will  be  embarced  in  the  schedules  for  payment.  The  State  has 
taken  initiatory  measures  to  secure  a  final  and  complete  settlement,  by 
the  appointment  of  commissioners,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  three 
hundred  and  fifty-seven.  Laws  of  1867,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  Con- 
gress will  speedily  authorize  the  appointment  of  a  similar  commission, 
on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  clothed  with  full  power  to  allow  all 
equitable  claims.  •  Every  proper  effort  should  be  made  to  this  end,  and 
when  fully  accomplished,  there  will  be  cause  for  congratulation,  that 
the  State  has  emerged  from  the  great  conflict  with  so  little  direct  burden 
for  ordinary  military  expenses. 

ICILirART  DEPARTMENTS. 

The  National  Guard  of  the  State  has  improved  during  the  past  year 
in  organization,  discipline  and  practice.  It  has  been  my  pride,'  hardly 
less  than  my  duty,  to  promote  such  a  condition  of  our  military  force 
that,  in  ordinary  periods,  it  might  inspire  general  confidence,  and  in 
emergencies  to  which  a  great  State  is  subject,  its  power  could  be  dis- 
played with  advantage  and  honor. 

In  a  State  so  strong  in  its  varied  elements  of  power,  so  rich  in  means 
and  resources,  with  a  population  so  sensitive  to  social  and  commercial 
revulsions,  and  a  frontier  so  extended  and  exposed  to  inroads  and  inva- 
sions incident  to  war,  the  importance  of  maintaining  a  thorough  and 
sufficient  military  establishment  can  hardly  admit  of  debate.     It  assumes 
the  dignity  and  importance  of  a  co-ordinate  branch  of  the  civil  govern- 
ment, and  as  such,  is  entitled  to  liberal  recognition  and  support.     A  free 
government,  however  perfect  its  constitution  and  laws,  cannot  safely 
dispense  with  a  well  organized  militia.     It  is  a  safeguard  and  protec- 
tion from  those  extraordinary  outbreaks  which  occasionally  threaten  to 
disturb  the  peace  of  society,  and  the  security  of  property;  and  when 
occasion  requires,  it  may  always  be  relied  upon  to  aid  in  the   enforce- 
ment of  law  and  the  maintenance  of  order.    It  may  be  regarded  as  the 
power  in  reserve  for  the  preservation,  in  great  exigencies,  of  the  rights 
of  the  citizen  and  the  safety  of  the  State.     It  will  be  conceded  that  thero 
should  be  at  all  times  a  good  organization  of  volunteers,  well  armed 
equipped  and  uniformed  at  the  public  cost,  practiced  and  disciplined  to 
the  best  attainable  extent  in  peace,  and  ready  for  any  emergency  that 
shall  call  them  to  arms.    It  seems  to  me,  however,  that  we  should  un- 
dertake to  maintain  only  so  large  a  force  as  may  be  placed  on  a  complete 
war  footing  and  trust  for  its  increase,  from  time  to  time,  to  oar  advance 
in  population,  enterprise  and  prosperity.     I  therefore  respectfully  re- 
commend the  reduction  of  the  present  minimum  of  the  National  Guard 
to  a  number  that  can  be  fully  equipped,  thoroughly  disciplined   and 
qualified  for  active  duty. 

I  submit  for  your  consideration  also  the  propriety 
encampments  of  the  militia  in  various  sections 


ropriety  of  anthorizinff^alp 
of  the  State  during  the  ^ 
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coming  season.  Snch  a  measure  would  tend  to  incite  a  spirit  of  gener- 
ous emulation,  productive  of  improvement  in  the  drill  and  discipline  of 
our  arms-bearing  population.  Assembled  in  large  bodies;  subjected  to 
rigid  inspection;  and  schooled  in  the  routine  of  military  duty,  the  men 
become,  in  some  degree,  inured  to  the  exposures  and  hardships  of  the 
more  severe  service  of  the  field. 

The  present  numerical  strength  of  the  National  Guard  is  about  forty- 
five  thousand  officers  and  men.  For  a  detailed  account  of  the  condition 
of  the  military  forces  of  the  State,  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Adju- 
tant-General, which  will  soon  be  transmitted  for  your  consideration. 

The  other  military  departments  of  the  State  afford  evidence  of  the  pro- 
gress common  to  every  branch  of  our  militia  system.  The  duties  of  the 
officers  of  my  staff  have  been  performed  with  intelligence  and  fidelity; 
and  in  all  prefects  of  reform  within  the  province  of  their  respective 
departments,  they  have  uniformly  given  zealous  and  efficient  co-opera- 
tion. Their  several  reports  showing  the  business  of  the  bureaus  under 
their  supervision,  will  be  duly  submitted  for  your  information.

Incident  to  the  close  of  our  late  war,  are  certain  appeals  for  aid  which 
enlist  the  higher  sentiments  of  our  nature,  and  command  hearty  and 
general  appreciation.  Prominent  among  these  are  the  collection  and 
preservation  of  the  evidences  of  the  patriotism  of  our  State;  of  the 
endurance  and  valor  of  those  of  her  sons  who  participated  in  that  great 
struggle;,  and  of  the  leading  historical  incidents  of  this  memorable 
period  of  our  history.  To  extend  to  the  widows  and  orphans  of  those 
who  died  for  their  country  every  facility  in  the  preparation  and  prose- 
cution of  their  claims  on  the  General  Government,  and  the  prompt  and 
economical  collection  of  the  amounts  due  them,  is  a  duty  we  have  cheer- 
folly  recognized  and  faithfully  endeavored  to  discharge.  It  is,  however, 
a  continuing  obligation,  and  the  work  is  not  fully  performed.  Then 
there  are  those  with  wounds  received  amid  the  shock  of  arms,  who  still 
have  needs  that  our  sense  of  jrjstice  and  gratitude  will  neither  deny  nor 
ignore.  Many  are  incapacitated  from  competition  in  the  market  of 
unskilled  labor,  whose  years  and  previous  training  unfit  for  higher 
employments.  The  character  and  extent  of  the  provisions  yet  made  by 
the  General  Government  for  this  class  are  inadequate  to  their  condition 
and  wants;  and  I  feel  assured  that  it  is  only  necessary  to  refer  to  them, 
and  to  the  origin  and  extent  of  their  disabilities,  to  secure  the  most 
thoughtful  consideration  on  your  part,  and  the  most  ample  provision  for 
their  comfort. 

From  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Military  Statistics,  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  labor  of  preserving  and  arranging  the  memorials 
and  historical  narratives,  has  been  continued.  Very  much  of  interest 
and  value  has  been  added  during  the  year.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand, 
nine  hundred  and  seventeen  dollars  and  eighty-one  cents  has  been 
received  for  the  "Hall  qf  Military  Record"  since  the  last  report;  mak- 
ing the  whole  sum  for  that  purpose  up  to  the  present  time  thirty-six 
thousand,  two  hundred  and  eighty-eight  dollars  and  ninety-six  cents. 

The  work  has  already  been  commenced  on  the  new  capitol  under 
favorable  promise  of  early  completion,  and  I  venture  to  renew  the  sug- 
gestion made  in  my  last  annual  message  that  a  suitable  room,  both  as 
to  arrangement,  safety  and  location,  may  be  provided  in  that  building 
for  the  purpose  I  have  indicated,  without  increased  ptiblic  expenditure 
or  inconvenience  to  other  public  interests.  In  view  of  the  fact  ^^^^V^ocjIp 
hardly  one-half  of  the  amount  contemplated  by  law,  has  been  raised  for'         o

PUBLIC   CHARITIES.

It  no  sooner  became  apparen 
for  the  protection  and  treatment  of  the  insane  at  the 
inadequate,  ^an  measures  were  taken  to  provide  th< 
dations.  Two  other  institutions  were  projected  and  i 
of  construction ;  the  Willard  Asylum  at  Ovid,  and 
Asylum  at  Poughkeepsie.  The  central  portion  an< 
former  are  nearly  finished,  and  it  may  be  opened  fo 
patients  during  the  present  year.  The  commissionei

STATE  PRISONS. 

It  appears  from  the  report  of  the  inspectors,  that  there  were  twenty- 
nine  hundred  and  twenty  inmates  in  the  State  prisons  on  the  thirtieth 
of  September  last.  The  management  of  the  prisons  has  given  general 
satisfaction,  and  the  financial  results  are  more  favorable  than  I  had  at 
one  time  apprehended.  It  is  true  that  the  expenditures  have  been  about 
one  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  dollars  over  the  receipts;  but  the 
causes  which  have  produced  this  result  are  clearly  and  satisfactorily 
explained  in  the  annual  statement  of  the  inspectors.  While  it  is  desira- 
ble that  the  receipts  should  be  at  least  equal  to  the  expenses,  this  can- 
not properly  be  regarded  as  the  primary  object,  nor  even  as  one  of  the 
most  essential  requirements  of  these  institutions.  The  regulation  of  the 
mode  and  degree  of  punishment,  the  safe  keeping  of  the  convicts,  the 
maintenance  of  prison  discipline,  and  the  adaptation  of  the  means 
employed  for  the  reformation  of  the  criminals,  are  matters  of  even 
greater  importance  than  a  fiscal  balance  in  our  favor  on  the  prison 
ledger.  It  seems  possible,  however,  to  promote  this  end  without  draw- 
ing, under  ordinary  circumstances,  upon  the  public  treasury.  The  most 
favorable  results  from  the  industry  of  convicts  have  been  attained  at  the 
Dannemora  prison,  where  the  inmates  are  employed  directly  by  the 
agents  of  the  State.  It  is  the  judgment  of  inspectors,  in  which  I  am 
inclined  to  concur,  that  the  extension  of  this  system  to  our  other  prisons 
would  be  attended  with  advantage  to  the  convicts  and  profit  to  the 
State 

The  records  of  the  prisons  show  an  improved  state  of  discipline, 
resulting,  doubtless,  from  more  strict  administration,  and  the  incentives 
to  good  conduct  held  out  to  the  convicts  under  the  authority  of  a  recent 
act  of  the  Legislature,  allowing  them  to  earn  certain  deductions  from 
the  period  of  imprisonment,  by  the  careful  observance  of  prison  regula- 
tions. 

It  is  not  improbable  that  some  modification  of  our  prison  system  will 
be  recommended  by  the  Convention  for  the  revision  of  the  Constitution, 
and  hence  I  forbear  to  enter  more  largely  upon  the  discussion  of  this 
branch  of  the  public  interests.  The  whole  subject  of  our  prison  admin- 
istration; the  punishment  and  reformation  of  criminals;  and  the  exer- 
cise of  the  pardoning  pow«r,  is  worthy  of  grave  and  thoughtful  consid- 
eration. Much  has  already  been  accomplished,  but  much  more  remains 
to  be  done  in  perfecting  reforms  which  seem  to  be  attainable  through 
well  guarded  and  enlightened  legislation. 

QUARANTINE — PUBLIC  HEALTH — HARBOR  OF  NEW  YORK. 

The  number  of  alien  immigrants  who  arrived  at  the  port  of  New  York 
during  the  past  year  was  two  hundred  and  forty-two  thousand,  seven 
hundred  and  thirty-eight,  being  nine  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty 
in  excess  of  last  year.  Immigration  is  one  of  the  sources  of  the  wealth 
of  our  country,  and  an  essential  element  of  its  progress  and  power.  It 
is  estimated  that  during  the  last  twenty  years  about  four  millions  of 
immigrants  have  arrived  at  the  port  of  New  York  alone,  and  we  may 
safely  assume  that  these  accessions,  together  with  their  natural  increase, 
amount  at  present  to  eight  millions,  or  nearly  one-fourth  of  our  entire 
population.  While  it  is  true  that  our  cheap  and  fertile  lands,  our  pro- 
fitable pursuits,  and  our  free  institutions  invite  them  hither,  it  is  also 
true  that  commerce  and  industry  generally  follow  thgjm^^o^he  immi- 
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houses is  prenerally  conceded,  and  I  am  not  without  hope  that  Congress 
will  yet  take  measures  to  this  end. 

Provision  was  made  by  the  act  of  April  last,  for  the  temporary  occu- 
pation of  Barren  Island,  as  a  place  for  the  detention  of  well  passengers 
under  quarantine,  and  for  a  permanent  station  on  Coney  Island.  A  site 
for  the  latter  was  selected  by  a  board  of  officers  charged  with  that  duty, 
but  the  comissioners  have  been  restrained  by  injunction  from  taking 
possession.  The  law  authorizes  the  selection  of  a  suitable  site  on  the 
west  end  of  the  island.  It  was  deemed  proper  that  it  should  embrace  a 
sufficient  area  to  secure  complete  isolation,  and  thus  avoid  any  possible 
danger  from  its  use  for  quarantine  purposes,  but  I  am  advised  that  the 
court  has  decided  that  the  powers  of  the  board  were  limited,  and  that 
they  had  no  right  to  take  the  question  of  isolation  into  consideration. 
The  effect  of  the  decision  has  been  to  render  that  portion  of  the  act  in- 
operative, and  your  attention  is  respectfully  directed  to  the  question 
whether  there  should  be  further  legislation  to  promote  the  original 
object. 

The  Police,  Fire  and  Central  Park  Commissioners  have  continued  to 
discharge  their  important  functions  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  people  of 
the  State,  and  in  a  manner  especially  acceptable  to  the  communities 
more  immediately  affected  by  their  action. 

An  act  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  in  1865,  to  authorize  the  erec- 
tion of  warehouses  and  docks  in  the  port  of  New  York,  for  quarantine 
purposes.  These  docks  and  warehouses  were  designed  to  facilitate  the 
discharge  of  cargoes  from  vessels  not  infected  with  disease,  although 
subject  to  detention  by  reason  of  exposure  on  the  voyage,  or  in  ports 
from  which  they  sailed.  At  present  such  vessels  are  relieved  of  their 
cargoes  by  lighters,  at  some  point  in  the  bay  considerably  removed 
from  the  main  land.  It  was  supposed  that  the  projected  warehousef 
could  be  erected  in  the  bay,  not  less  than  one  and  a  half  miles  from 
shore,  and  a  restriction  to  that  effect  is  contained  in  the  act  referred  to. 

By  the  same  act  the  Governor  was  authorized  to  appoint  commission- 
e/rs  to  confer  with  the  authorities  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  relative 
to  the  insufficiency  of  the  quarantine  regulations  with  that  State,  appli- 
cable to  the  waters,  and  land  under  water,  within  her  jurisdiction.  It 
has  been  ascertained  that  a  suitable  site  cannot  be  found,  except  on 
lands  under  water,  the  proprietary  right  to  which  is  ceded  to  New  Jer- 
sey by  the  compact  made  with  that  State  in  1834.  The  commissioners 
appointed  have  endeavored  to  obtain  the  grant,  and  the  Legislature  of 
that  State,  by  joint  resolutions  passed  in  April  last,  designated  com- 
missioners to  confer  with  them  on  the  subject.  The  result  of  their  con- 
ference, I  am  assured,  will  be  communicated  to  the  Legislature  of  both 
States  in  time  for  action  during  the  present  winter. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  my  attention  has  also  been  called  to 
a  prosecution  instituted  by  the  late  Attorney-General,  in  the  name  of  the 
people,  against  the  New  Jersey  Central  Railroad  Company,  to  prevent 
the  construction  by  that  company,  of  docks  and  piers  projecting  from 
the  New  Jersey  shore  far  out  into  the  bay  of  New  York.  A  large  area 
of  the  bay,  comprising  many  hundreds  of  acres,  fs  included  within  these 
structures.  The  compact  betwen  the  States  expressly  secured  to  New- 
York  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  these  waters  to  low  water  mark  on  the 
New  Jersey  shore,  but  subject  to  the  right  of  the  latter  State  to  con- 
struct wharves  and  docks.  It  is  claimed  by  New  Jersey  that  the  pro- 
visions of  the  compact  authorizing  such  construction,  by  legal  implica- 
tion, permit  their  extension  and  filling  in  with  earth  beyond  low  water 
mark,  so  far  as  may  be  found  convenient  for  commercial  purposes.     I* 
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iSiBOtight  on  this  ground  to  justify  the  erection  by  the  New  Jersey  Cen- 
tral Railroad  Company,  of  structilres  extending  a  mile  into  the  bay, 
under  grants  obtained  from  that  State.  If  these  -encroachments  on  the 
bay  are  continued,  they  will  seriously  interfere  with  the  use  of  the  har- 
bor and  the  convenience  of  general  commerce;  and  if  they  are  in  viola- 
tion of  the  territorial  rights  of  New  York,  this  constitutes  an  additional 
and  conclusive  reason  for  restraining  them.  In  either  view,  it  is  obvious 
that  wharf  lines  on  both  shores  of  the  harbor  should  be  established,  be- 
yond which  docks  should  not  be  extended.  With  my  sanction,  the  com- 
missioners appointed  presented  the  subject  to  the  agents  on  the  part  of 
New  Jersey.  It  is  hoped  that  a  satisfactory  arrangement  will  be  agreed 
upon  and  submitted  to  you  at  an  early  day. 

Thh  questions  involved  are  of  the  greatest  importance.  The  foreign 
and  domestic  trade,  at  the  port  of  New  York,  is  of  immense  magnitude, 
and  that  city  is  already  the  rival  of  the  leading  seaports  of  the  old 
world.  In  the  hope  that  interests  so  vast  may  be  further  promoted,  I 
think  it  desirable  to  continue  the  commission. 

The  whole  subject,  relating  to  obstructions  of  the  harbor,  and  a  more 
commodious  and  complete  system  of  wharves  and  piers,  is  of  grave 
public  importance,  and  I  respectfully  commend  it  to  your  careful  con- 
sideration. 

SPBGIAL  LEGISLATION. 

In  my  last'  annual  message,  I  alluded  to  the  importance  of  strict 
adherence  to  the  policy  indicated  in  the  first  section  of  the  eighth  article 
of  the  Constitution,  which  provides  that  corporations  may  be  formed 
under  general  laws,  **  but  shall  not  be  created  by  special  act,  except 
for  municipal  purposes  and  in  cases  where,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Legis- 
lature, the  objects  of  the  corporation  cannot  be  attained  under  general 
ll^ws."  Acting  in  the  spirit  of  this  provision,  the  Legislature,  from  time 
to  time,  framed  laws  of  general  scope  and  application,  almost  wholly 
removing  the  necessity  for  special  charters.  It  seems  to  me  that  this 
regulation  should  be  strictly  observed;  and  that  exceptions  should  be 
admitted  only  in  cases  of  extreme  hardship,  and  when  the  public  good 
clearly  justifies  a  departure  from  the  general  rule.  The  pressure  of 
private  interests  has  led  to  its  disregard,  and  we  have  seen  individuals 
and  associations  obtain  by  inconsiderate  legislative  grants,  unnecessary 
and  extraordinary  special  privileges  and  powers.  In  a  period  of  vast 
transactions  and  great  commercial  activity,  competition  in  every  depart- 
ment of  enterprise  finds  increased  stimulus,  and  yon  doubtless  will  be 
frequently  invoked  to  advance  schemes  which  promise  individual  advan- 
tages and  the  promotion  of  objects  seemingly  meritorious. 

The  danger  lies  in  the  tendency  to  give  projects  for  private  advan- 
tage and  gain  an  undue  prominence,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  vast  public 
trusts  committed  to  your  special  and  immediate  supervision.  The  last 
Legislature  passed  more  than  one  thousand  bills,  of  which  nine  hundred 
and  seventy-four  received  my  approval,  covering  twenty-six  hundred 
printed  pages.  Of  this  number,  one  hundred  and  twelve  only  were  of  a 
general  public  character,  while  three  hundred  and  thirty-seven  related 
exclusively  to  private  interests,  and  five  hundred  and  twenty-five  had 
merely  a  local  bearing.  If  it  is  cousidered  that  the  the  work  of  prepar- 
ing, examining  and  maturing  these  measures  was  compressed  into  a 
period  of  less  than  four  months,  it  will  be  apparent  that  a  great  propor- 
tion of  the  bills  must  have  been  passed  without  careful  examination  aud 
a  deliberate  consideration  of  their  provisions  and  legal  effect 

More  than  one-half  of  these  bills  were  enacted  during  the  last  teu  t 

days  of  the  session,  and  notwithstanding  close  application  on  my  parljOOQlC 
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in  the  discharge  of  the  dntj  devolviDg  upon  me,  four  hundred  and 
ninety-four  did  not  receive  my  approval  until  after  the  adjournment  of 
the  Legislature.  This  is  not  wholly  an  exceptional  case.  With  my 
immediate  predecessor,  two  hundred  and  eighty-one  bills  the  first  year 
of  hts  term,  and  two  hundred  and  forty  the  second  year,  were  acted  upon 
after  the  close  of  the  session,  and  obviously  from  the  same  cause.  It  caup 
not  be  doubted  that  a  firm  adherence  to  the  policy  indicated  in  the  Con- 
stitution would  tend  to  more  careful  legislation,  and  a  great  reduction 
in  the  number  of  the  laws.  It  is  a  significant  fact,  that  the  French 
House  of  Deputies,  during  its  last  session,  of  more  than  five  months 
duration,  enacied  only  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  laws.  The  Parlia- 
ment of  Great  Britain,  during  the  years  1865  and  1866,  enacted  but 
three  hundred  and  ninety-six  ;  and  the  38th  and  39th  Congress  of  the 
United  States,  embracing  a  period  of  four  years,  enacted  only  three 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  laws,  including  those  of  a  private  and  public 
character.  This  comparison  gives  support  to  the  prevalent  opinion  that 
we  not  only  legislate  too  muc£,  but  that  a  portion  of  the  measures  over 
which  the  Legislature  exercises  jurisdiction  are  imperfectly  considered, 
uncalled  for,  and  lead  to  embarrassment  and  confusion. 

Entrusted  by  the  Constitution  with  the  authority  to  impose  taxes  for 
public  purposes,  and  charged  with  the  duty  of  restricting  the  powers  of 
municipal  corporations  to  contract  debts,  the  obligation  resting  upon 
you  m  alike  delicate,  arduous  and  responsible.  A  large  portion  of  the 
tax  borne  by  the  people  is  the  outgrowth  of  the  recent  war,  the  exigen- 
cies of  which  justified  the  assent  of  the  Legislature  to  the  large  burdens 
assumed  by  the  State  and  by  localities.  But  the  war  has  passed,  and 
every  consideration  of  policy,  patriotism  and  interest,  points  to  the 
necessity  of  a  prudent  husbandry  of  the  public  resources,  and  a  careful 
avoidance  of  all  experimental  legislation  for  mere  private  or  corporate 
ends. 

SDUOATIOK. 

There  are  probably  few  amoilg  us  who,  even  amid  the  pressure  of  the 
active  affairs  of  life,  fail  to  recognize  the  importance  and  magnitude  of 
our  system  of  popular  education.     Our  people  have  acted  upon  the  the- 
ory that   the  extension  to  every  class  and  condition  of  society,  of  the 
means  of  early  education  and  facilities  for  the  acquisition  of  knowledge 
in  after  life,  contributes  to  the  prevention  of  crime,  the  preservation  of 
social  order,  the  security  and  stability  of  the  government,  and  the  thrift 
and  prosperity  of  all  who  are  engaged  in  the  various  departments  of 
industry.      Onr  legislation  has  been  based  on  this  liberal  and  enlightened 
policy   aiad  the  practical  result  is  that  our  schools  are  open  to  the  chil- 
Jjlgjj    '^^en  of  the  poor  and  the  homeless.     We  have  been  steadily 
extending  the  facilities  for  instruction  in  the  higher  departments.    The 
State  has  g-enerously  and  wisely  given  aid,  from  time  to  time,  to  insti- 
tutions strug'gling  to  rise  under  the  disadvantge  of  a  feeble  endowment 
or  a  limited    patronage.    The  revenue  of  a  permanent  fund,   wisely 
established   for  the  development  of  the  sciences,  has  been  liberally  dis- 
pensed and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  our  system  of  education,  as 
a  whole,  is  meeting  the  just  expectations  of  the  people.

The  report  further  shows  that  the  number  of  children  and  youth  in 
daily  attendance  at  the  public  schools  is  30.62  per  cent,  of  the  entire 
number  between  five  and  twenty-one  years  of  age,  or  44.54  per  cent,  of 
the  whole  number  of  children  between  six  and  seventeen. 

In  my  last  annual  message,  I  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  proposi- 
tions for  the  location  of  normal  and  training  schools  in  the  villages  of 
Predonia,  Brockport,  Cortland  and  Potsdam,  would  be  carried  into  full 
effect  at  the  earliest  practicable  period.  That  opinion  has  been  con- 
firmed. The  erection  of  the  buildings  has  been  vigorously  prosecuted^ 
and  when  they  are  finished  and  furnished,  with  the  grounds  upon  which 
they  are  located,  the  value  cannot  be  less  than  four  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  The  schools  at  Fredonia  and  Cortland  will  be  open  for  the  re^ 
ception  of  pupils  during  the  ensuing  summer  or  early  autumn.  The 
main  part  of  the  building  at  Brockport  is  completed  and  occupied  for  a 
normal  school,  which  is  in  successful  operation.  The  Oswego  and  Alba- 
ny normal  schools  are  reported  to  be  in  a  prosperous  condition,  each 
numbering  as  many  pupil  teachers  as  can  well  be  provided  with  instruct 
tion. 

The  establishment  of  two  additional  normal  schools  has  been  author- 
ized by  law,  one  at  Buffalo  and  one  at  Geneseo.  The  liberality  and 
public  spirit  of  the  people  of  these  places  will  not  fail  to  consummate  an 
enterprise  of  so  much  local  and  general  importance.  I  am  informed  hy 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  that  the  law  of  last  winter, 
which  abolished  rate  bills  and  charges,  though  it  has  been  in  operation 
only  since  the  first  of  October  last,  is  producing  a  very  large  increase  oC^^^Tp 
the  aggregate  number  of  pupils  at  the  schools,  and  greater  regularitjM^^"^^ 
in  their  attendance.    It  is  believed  that  the  additional  tax  imposed  hy 
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that  law,  will  eqnal  the  amount  of  money  which  has  heretofore  been 
raised  by  rate  bills.  It  has  the  effect,  as  will  be  seen,  to  decrease  local 
or  school  district  taxation,  by  so  much  as  it  increases  the  general  State 
tax.  It  simply  transfers  the  burden  from  the  few  to  the  many  ;  from 
those  with  limited  means,  but  possibly  with  large  families  to  the  aggre- 
gate property  of  the  commonwealth.  An  examination  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  taxable  property  in  the  several  school  districts  of  the  State, 
will  show  that  even  for  the  support  of  inferior  schools  the  percentage  of 
taxation  in  certain  districts  often  largely  exceeds  that  in  neighboring 
districts  in  which  there  are  superior  schools,  and  the  same  or  a  greater 
number  of  children  of  school  age.  Conceding  that  the  education  of  the 
people  is  a  matter  of  common  concern,  to  which  each  one  should  con- 
tribute according  to  his  pecuniary  ability,  the  justice  of  reducing 
this  local  district  taxation  by  the  general  State  tax  for  the  support  of 
schools,  is  apparent.  Even  should  the  support  of  free  schools  require  an 
increase  of  this  tax,  I  should  still  concur  in  the  opinion  *'  that  in  pro- 
moting the  gr^at  interest  of  moral  and  intellectual  cultivation,  there  can 
be  no  prodigality  in  the  application  of  the  public  treasury." 

In  all  our  cities,  and  in  most  of  our  large  villages,  the  education  of 
youth  is  provided  for  by  special  acts,  giving  enlarged  powers  to  the 
local  authorities,  or  creating  boards  with  exclusive  «K>ntrol  of  the  schools. 
They  are  generally  well  managed,  and  it  is  believed  that  our  schools  in 
the  city,  as  well  as  in  the  country,  have  advanced  the  character  of  our 
population  above  that  of  any  other  people.  If  it  is  true,  however,  as 
asserted,  that  poverty,  crime  and  ignorance,  still  largely  prevail  in  our 
most  populous  cities,  the  result,  in  part  at  least,  of  neglect  to  educate 
all  the  young,  should  we  not  extend  and  improve  our  schools  and  bring 
every  child  within  their  influence  ?  In  some  of  our  cities,  and  especially 
in  New  York  and  Brooklyn,  the  school  accommodations  are  insufficient, 
and  thousands  of  children  are  unable  to  gain  admission.  The  provision 
for  higher  classes  and  more  advanced  pupils,  is  not  deficient,  but  the 
rooms  for  primary  scholars  are  overcrowded.  It  is  probable  that  the 
city  authorities  have  powep  to  correct  this  defect,  but  if  otherwise,  I 
feel  confident  that  the  Legislature  will  apply  the  appropriate  remedy. 

The  Cornell  University  has  been  developed  quietly  and  effectively 
during  the  past  year.  One  large  and  substantial  edifice  in  stone  has 
been  completed,  and  another  is  being  pushed  rapidly  forward.  A  large 
number  of  professors  have  been  chosen,  and  all  the  preparation  for  open- 
ing the  university  has  so  far  advanced  as  to  induce  the  trustees  to 
announce  that  students  will  be  received  in  September  next.  The  law 
granting  to  this  university  the  proceeds  of  the  land  grant  of  Congress, 
continued  in  force,  will  form  a  noble  endowment,  and  place  the  institu- 
tion upon  a  foundation  which  cannot  fail  to  give  it  prosperity  and  per- 
manence. It  can  hardly  be  doubted  that  the  original  intention  of  the 
act  to  promote  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts  will  receive,  in  the 
progress  of  this  university,  its  highest  fulfillment.  Combining  the 
grearest  scientific,  literary  and  practical  advantages,  with  a  large 
number  of  free  scholarships  open  to  competition  in  all  the  Assembly 
districts  of  the  State,  and  somewhat  connected  as  it  is  with  our  common 
school  system,  it  seems  well  worthy  of  the  fostering  care  of  the  Legis- 
lature, and  of  the  confidence  of  the  people  of  the  State. 

I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  State  Cabinet  of  Geology  and 
Natural  History,  and  the  importance  of  keeping  up  its  collections,  and 
of  completing  the  publications  connected  with  the  Natural  History  of  ><^ 

the  State,  which  have  proved  important  auxiliaries  in  the  progress  of  ized  by  vj( 
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geological  science.  Tliese  works  are  cited  as  standard  authority  in  all 
parts  of  the  civilized  world.  Our  collections  have  been  largely  increased 
during  the  past  year  in  many  of  the  departments,  and  perhaps  in  no 
other  State  are  the  results  of  scientific  research  more  diligently  soug'ht 
or  more  carefully  preserved.  Our  material  interests  are  so  intimately 
connected  with  the  advance  of  science  in  every  department  of  investi- 
gation, that  I  do  not  hesitate  to  commend  it  to  further  recognition  and 
support 

The  report  of  the  Regents  of  the  University  presents  the  condition  of 
the  colleges  and  academies  of  the  State  as  highly  prosperous.  Amon^ 
'the  interesting  suggestions  contained  in  the  statement,  is  that  which 
relates  to  the  growing  munificence  of  individual  citizens  in  the  perma- 
nent endowment  of  the  higher  institutions  of  learning.  It  is  stated, 
however,  that  instances  have  occurred  in  which  parties  wishing  to  set 
aside  funds  for  educational  purposes,  have  been  at  a  loss  how  to  secure 
their  permanent  application  to  the  end  in  view.  While  the  State  pro- 
vides free  instructions  for  all  in  the  elements  of  knowledge,  it  may 
properly  encourage  individual  liberality,  by  providing  whatever  is 
needed  in  legislation  for  the  protection  of  gilts  and  bequests  to  colleges 
and  academies  imcorporated  by  the  State,  and  subject  to  its  general 
supervision. 

STAJB  AND  NATIONAL  INTERESTS. 

The  predictions  of  disaster  to  the  country  from  the  emancipation  of 
four  millions  of  slaves,  have  been  most  signally  falsified  by  the  event. 
They  have  exercised  the  rights  of  freemen ;  and  as  they  before  proved 
themselves  brave  and  trusty  soldiers,  they  have  now  shown  themselves 
faithful  and  willing  laborers,  and  peaceful  and  law-abiding  citizens. 
They  have  diligently  tilled  the  fields  which  others  owned,  for  wages 
hardly  adequate  to  the  support  of  human  life,  and  they  have  submitted 
patiently  to  the  wrongs  which  others  were  too  ready  to  inflict.  Avail- 
ing themselves  of  the  means  of  education  whenever  the  efforts  of  hu- 
manity in  their  behalf  have  vindicated  the  wisdom  and  justice  of  Con- 
gress, in  admitting  them  to  share  with  their  late  masters,  in  the  exercise 
of  the  freedmen's  right  of  suffrage. 

The  propriety  of  this  measure,  like  that  of  enrolling  them  in  our  armies 
during  the  war,  became  in  the  public  mind  too  obvious  to  be  postponed; 
it  was,  however,  the  occasion  of  earnest  solicitude  to  many  good  and 
loyal  men.  It  is  no  doubt  desirable  that  those  who  exercise  the 
elective  franchise  under  a  democratic  form  of  government,  should 
be  educated  and  intelligent ;  but  if  the  right  of  suffrage  was  i*estricted 
by  such  a  standard,  it  would  not  tend  to  the  extension  of  these  advan- 
tages, or  to  the  elevation  of  the  humbler  orders  of  the  community.  It 
cannot  be  doubted  that  most  of  the  privileged  class  thus  created,  would 
be  content  to  retain  undiminished  the  power  deposited  in  their  hands  ; 
and  few  of  them  would  care  to  raise  those  below  them  to  equality  of 
political  rights.     One  of  the  leading  merits  of  our  system  of  representa-  i 

tion,  is  its  tendency  to  secure  the  benefit  of  just  and  equal  laws  ;  to  y 

interest  every  citizen  in  the  general  welfare  and  prosperity  ;  extend  to 
all  the  means  of  education,  and  to  hold  out  inducements  to  honorable 
exertion  and  the  prospect  of  advancement.  But  still  more  important 
than  the  qualification  of  intelligence  and  education  is  that  of  loyal  alle- 
giance to  the  government ;  and  a  condition  of  things  existed  at  the 
South  which  made  this  a  vital  consideration. 

It  is  conceded  that,  at  the  fall  of  the  Confederacy,  the  States  which 
composed  it  were  "deprived  of  all  civil  governments."     They  were  disiOOQlC  I 
organized  communities,  and  while  they  failed  to  escape  from  their  obli-         ^    -A 
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gations  by  destroying  the  Union,  they  succeeded  in  renouncing  their  • 
political  rights  under  the  Constitution,  and  in  destroying  their  local 
state  organizations.  The  President,  doubtless,  had  authority  to  hold 
them  under  military  rule  until  provision  could  be  made  for  their  reor- 
ganization under  the  authority  of  public  law  ;  but  he  had  no  right  to 
institute  civil  government  for  the  insurgent  Stated.  He  had  no  powe# 
to  enact  or  to  repeal  an  act  of  Congress.  Clearly  these  were  questions 
for  the  law-making  power  of  the  Government ;  and  to  be  determined, 
not  by  his  will,  but  by  the  will  of  the  Nation,  expressed  in  the  form 
prescribed  by  the  Constitution.  His  policy,  as  disclosed,  was  to  assume 
the  prerogatives  of  Congress,  and  to  exercise  in  those  states  the  powers 
relinquished  by  the  Confederate  leaders.  He  not  only  proposed  his  own 
terms  to  them,  but  also  to  the  Nation,  and  by  reinstating  the  rebel 
authority  with  increased  political  power,  to  confer  upon  the  vanquished 
the  fruits  of  victory.  His  plan  embraced  no  less  than  immediate  repre- 
sentation at  Washington;  the  Congress  at  Richmond  having  been  over- 
turned. It  was  proposed  by  him  to  restore  those  who  had  been  defeated 
in  war,  to  the  position  of  a  governing  class  ;  ruling  those  jvhom  they 
had  recently  held  in  bonds,  and  making  laws  for  the  nation  which  they 
had  tried  and  failed  to  destroy.  It  was  a  policy  revolting  to  the  general 
sense  of  national  justice  and  manhood,  and  acceptable  only  to  those  who 
loved  power,  hated  liberty,  or  sympathized  with  the  rebellion.  From 
the  west,  the  east  and  the  north  came  the  voice  of  dissatisfaction,  and 
the  work  of  reconstruction  was  entered  upon  by  the  law-making  power 
to  which  it  belonged. 

The  desire  for  an  early  restoration  of  the  insurgent  States  to  their 
practical  relations  in  the  Union,  led  the  people  to  hope  that  the  expecta- 
tions held  out  to  the  rebels,  had  not  checked  the  returning  spirit  of  loy- 
alty, which  was  gaining  ground  in  each  of  the  Southeni  States  after  the 
close  of  the  war.  Then  it  was  that  Congress  at  the  first  opportunity, 
in  a  noble  spirit  of  conciliation  and  forbearance  towards  those  who  had 
risen  in  arms  against  the  Republic,  proposed,  in  the  form  of  constitu- 
tional amendments,  conditions  of  restoration  both  generous  and  just.  I 
did  not  doubt,  as  expressed  in  my  last  annual  message,  their  prompt 
acceptance,  if  the  communities  lately  in  rebellion  were  ready  to  accept 
the  results  of  war,  and  return  to  the  support  of  a  government  framed  by 
our/common  fathers.  This  peace  offering,  which  was  promptly  ratified 
by  most  of  the  loyal  States,  was  rejected  with  scorn  by  the  rebels. 

They  thus  put  it  beyond  all  question  that  they  were  yet  animated  by 
the  spirit  of  the  rebellion.  It  is  equally  clear  that  there  could  be  no 
restoration,  so  far  as  the  issue  depended  on  their  voice,  except  on  terms 
involving  the  abandonment  of  the  unprotected  Southern  Unionists,  and 
the  abject  surrender  by  Congress  of  increased  political  power  in  the 
government,  to  disloyal  persons,  as  a  reward  for  their  attempts  to  over- 
throw it.  This  spirit  was  inflamed  by  encouragement  received  from 
official  quarters,  until  the  last,  the  scenes  at  Fort  Pillow  were  re-en- 
acted at  Memphis  and  New  Orleans,  in  the  butchery  of  unarmed  Union 
men,  under  the  shadow  of  the  federal  flag.  This  method  of  reconstruc- 
tion being  thus  closed.  Congress  availed  itself  of  the  only  remaining 
opening  to  an  early  and  peaceful  re-establishment  of  these  States. 

It  is  well  known  that  there  was  a  large  body  of  Union  electors  distri- 
buted throughout  the  South,  consisting  of  those  who  were  never  in 
sympathy  with  the  rebellion,  and  of  those  who,  though  numbered  with 
the  insurgents,  were  ready  to  accept  the  results  of  war  and  to  return  to 
their  old  allegiance.  These  were,  however,  mainly  powerless,  because  ^  ^m 
they  were  largely  outnumbered  by  those  with  whom  they  shared  tfedbyVjOi 
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•privilege  of  access  to  the  polls.  There  was  also  a  large  body  of  men, 
composing  two-fifths  of  the  whole  population,  born  on  the  same  soil, 
equally  tnJe  to  the  Government,  and  equally  powerless,  because  they 
were  disfranchised.  If  these  two  classes  were  allowed  to  act  together 
in  the  use  of  the  rights  of  our  common  manhood,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
only  obstacle  was  peaeeably  removed;  as  together,  they  outnumbered 
the  rebel  electors  who  prevented  the  work  of  reconstruction.  Therefore 
the  question  to  be  determined  by  Congress  was  not  one  of  abstract 
theory,  as  to  the  highest  qualifications  for  a  wise  exercise  of  political 
rights.  The  question  in  this  case,  was  one  of  practical  statesmanship, 
in  view  of  the  actual  condition  of  the  country,  and  the  importance  of 
early  and  complete  reunion.  The  end  to  be  accomplished  involved  the 
peace,  the  honor,  and  the  interests  of  the  republic.  It  was  essen- 
tial to  tho  return  of  order,  the  removal  of  military  authority,  and  the 
renewal  of  commercial  prosperity  to  the  States  which  had  been  the  thea- 
tre of  war.  It  promised  to  secure  our  future  unity  and  repose  ;  settle 
our  public  credit  on  firm  and  just  foundations,  and  enable  the  insurgents 
to  repair  the  waste  of  war,  and  to  bear  their  share  of  the  common  bur- 
den, which  their  crime  had  brought  upon  the  country.  Under  their 
pretended  State  organizations,  the  local  oflBces  were  filled  by  those  who 
defied  the  authority  of  the  Nation,  and  who  had  refused  to  take  the  oath 
of  allegiance  required  of  every  legislative,  executive  and  judicial  officer 
in  all  the  States  of  the  Union,  by  the  sixth  article  of  the  Federal  Con- 
stitution. 

The  loyal  portion  of  the  population  was  for  reunion  on  any  acceptable 
basis,  and  giving  assurance  of  the  future  security  and  repose.  On  the 
other  side,  the  disloyal,  emboldened  by  new  hopes,  were  arrayed  in 
hostility  to  the  people  of  the  Union.  Would  it  have  been  wise,  let  me 
ask,  on  the  part  of  Congress,  to  make  these  men  the  arbiters  of  recon- 
struction ?  Should  we  have  reconstructed  the  insurgents  into  a  privi- 
leged class,  and  disfranchised  the  loyal  population,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
rebel  minority  f  Should  we  have  delivered  over  the  white  Unionists  to 
the  mercy  of  the  enemies,  by  whom  they  were  pursued  and  oppressed  ? 
Should  we  have  remanded  to  a  condition  of  serfdom  the  whole  body  of 
the  colored  race,  who  became,  by  the  terms  of  the  amended  Consti- 
tution, entitled  like  ourselves  to  the  immunities  of  free  citizens  f  In  a 
word,  should  we  have  rejected  the  aid  of  those  who  had  proved  their 
loyalty  and  love  of  liberty,  by  befriending  our  armies  at  the  peril  of 
their  lives,  and  by  fighting  in  our  ranks  when  victory  brought  no  pro- 
motion to  them,  and  when  the  captive  could  look  only  for  slavery  or 
death  ?  To  questions  like  these  there  could  be  but  one  response  from 
the  representatives  of  the  loyal  people. 

The  work  of  reconstruction  has  progressed,  though  for  a  time  slowly. 
Constitutions  have  been  framed,  so  liberal  and  just  in  their  provisions 
as  to  extort  commendation  even  from  rebel  generals.    Those  who  wero 
arrayed  against  the  government  are  coming  over  to  its  support.     Tho 
return  of  liberal  institutions,  it  is  gratifying  to  note,  is  welcomed  in 
States  exhausted  by  war  ;  and  unless  new  obstacles  are  interposed  to 
delay  it,  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  work  of  restoration  is 
on  the  eve  of  final  success.    While,  then,  we  deeply  deplore  the  loss  of 
life  and  the  desolations  of  this  sad  war,  let  us  rejoice,  in  that  it  has 
resulted  in  the  recognition  of  civil  liberty  as  the  common  heritage  of 
humanity,  and  in  the  establishment  of  equality  of  right  before  the  law, 
as  a  fundai^ntal  principk  of  free  government.     I  do  not  overstate  the        T 
patriotism  of  the  people  in  the  remark,  that  they  were  never  more  united  -^3 
than  now,  in  the  purpose  to  hold  what  has  thus  been  achieved,  as  the 
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tiDlooked  for  results  of  a  causeless  and  bloody  rebellion  for  the  establish* 
ment  of  slave  empire  and  the  destruction  of  the  American  Union. 

I  am  aware  that  the  obstacles  interposed  in  the  way  of  reconstruction , 
have  naturally  tended  to  withdraw  the  attention  of  the  people  and  their 
representatives  from  other  matters  of  vital  and  general  interest  to  us 
all.  Questions  affecting  the  condition  of  the  currency,  the  volume  of 
debt,  the  measure  of  taxation,'  and  the  rigid  and  systematic  retrench- 
ment of  all  our  expenditures,  come  home  to  every  household. 

I  appreciate  the  responsible  duties  which  devolve  upon  you  individu- 
ally and  collectively,  as  well  in  council  as  in  legislatiop,  and  I  need  not 
assure  you  of  my  hearty  co-operation  in  all  that  may  tend  to  the  honor 
and  interest  of  the  States,  and  to  our  common  prosperity  as  a  people.

Mr.  Nicks  gave  notice  that  he^ would,  on  some  future  day,  ask  leave 
to  introduce  a  bill  to  provide  for  the  protection  of  property  navigating 
the  canal  at  the  head  and  foot  of  Seneca  lake,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Mr.  Murphy,  gave  notice  that  he  woiild,  on  some  future  day,  ask  leave 
too  introduce  a  bill  to  lay  out,  open,  and  grade  Second  and  Fourth  ave- 
nues, in  the  town  of  New  Utrecht. 

Mr.  Stanford  gave  notice  that  he  would,  on  some  future  day,  ask  leave 
to  introduce  a  bill  to  rescind  and  declare  void  all  repair  contracts  of  the 
canals  of  this  State,  and  work,  repairs  or  dredging  of  the  Albany  basin, 
for  which  proposals  were  received  by  the  Canal  Contracting  Board, 
December  28th,  1866,  on  which  contracts  were  subsequently  let,  and  to 
provide  for  the  collection  of  all  sums  of  mouey  paid  thereon  beyond  a 
fair  compensation  for  the  work  actually  performed  under  said  contracts. 

Also,  an  act  for  the  preservation  of  the  canals  of  this  State,  and  the 
abolition  of  the  contract  system  for  repairs. 

Mr.  Genet  gave  notice  that  he  would,  on  some  future  day,  €wk  leave 
to  introduce  a  bill  to  create  a  harbor  district  and  a  board  of  wharves 
and  piers  thereon. 

Mr.  Norton  gave  notice  that  he  would,  on  some  future  day,  ask  leave 
to  introduce  a  bill  in  relation  to  tbe  powers  of  the  recorder  and  city 
judge  of  New  York. 

Mr.  Nichols  gave  notice  that  he  would,  on  some  future  day,  ask  leave 
to  introduce  a  bill  to  authorize  "  The  Wolstenbolm  File  Manufacturing 
company,"  to  change  its  name. 

Mr.  Kennedy  gave  notice  that  he  would,  on  some  future  day,  ask  leave 
to  introduce  a  bill  to  construct  a  bridge  across  the  outlet,  constructed  by 
the  State,  of  the  OnoDdaga  lake. 

Mr.  Folger  offered  the  following  resolution: 

JResolved,  That  the  use  of  the  Senate  chamber  be  granted  to  the  organi- 
zation known  as  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  for  this  evening. 

The  President  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate  would  agree  to 
said  resolution,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Stanford  presented  a  petition  of  the  Shipman  Spring  and  Axle 
company,  for  authority  to  mortgage  their  real  and  personal  estate; 
which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary.  / 

By  unanimous  consent,  Mr.  Stanford  asked  and  obtained  leave  to 
introduce  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  *  The  Shipman  Spring  and 
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Axl6  company/  to  mortgage  its  property;"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  nnaaimoas  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Messrs.  Clark  and  Pitts,  a  committee  from  the  Assembly,  appeared  in 
the  Senate  and  announced  that  the  Assembly  was  organized  and  ready 
to  proceed  to  business. 

Mr.  Tweed  presented  the  annual  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public 
Charities  and  Corrections,  of  the  city  of  New  York,  for  the  year  1867; 
which  was  laid  on  the  table  and  ordered  printed.

WEDNESDAY,  JANUARY  8,  1868. 

The  Senate  met  pursuant  to  adjournment, 

Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Selkirk. 

The  journal  of  yesterday  was  read  and  approved.

Whereas,  By  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  passed  July  1st, 
1851,  the  Northern  Railroad  Company  was  authorized  to  extend  its  pier 
at  Rouse's  Point,  on  Lake  Champlain,  on  condition  that  a  space  of  at 
least  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  should  be  left  free  for  the  passage  of 
vessels  between  said  pier  and  the  pier  upon  the  opposite  side  of  the 
channel,  in  the  State  of  Vermont. 

And  whereas,  In  May,  1867,  a  law  was  approved,  which  had  been 
enacted  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  making  the  bridge  and 
piers  across  Lake  Champlain,  at  Rouse's  Point,  a  post  route,  and  grant- 
ing special  privileges  to  the  railroads  owning  the  said  bridge  and  piers, 
and  permitting  them  to  maintain  piers  and  a  draw-bridge,  leaving  an 
opening  of  only  about  ninety  feet  on  one  side,  and  only  about  sixty  feet 
on  the  other. 
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And  whereas,  The  said  piers  and  bridge,  as  now  constructed  and 
maintained  under  the  authority  of  said  act  of  Congress,  greatly  obstruct, 
delay,  and  otherwise  injure  commerce  and  navigation  between  the  St. 
Lawrence  and  Hudson  rivers,  by  way  of  Lake  Ghamplain  and  the  rivers 
and  canals  connecting  therewith. 

Therefore,  resolved,  (if  the  Assembly  concur,)  That  our  Senators  in 
Congress  be  instructed,  and  the  Representatives  of  the  State  in  Congress 
be  requested  to  use  their  influence  to  procure  a  repeal  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress above  mentioned,  or  such  a  modification  of  said  act  as  will  secure 
K)r  the  purposes  of  lake  navigation,  an  open  space  of  at  least  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  feet  between  the  ends  of  the  piers  constructed  on  the 
opposite  side  of  Lake  Champlain,  at  or  near  Rouse's  Point. 

Ordered,  That  said  resolution  be  laid  on  the  table.

and  permitting  them  to  maintain  piers  and  a  draw-bridge,  leavmg  ai^ 
opening  of  only  about  ninety  feet  on  one  side,  and  only  about  sixty  fe^t 
on  the  other.  ^.^.^.^^^  ^^  GoOglc" 
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And  whereas,  The  said  piers  and  bridges,  as  now  constrncted  and 
maintained  under  the  authority  of  said  act  of  Congress,  greatly  obstruct, 
delay,  and  otherwise  injure  commerce  and  navigation  between  the  St. 
Lawrence  and  Hudson  rivers,  by  way  of  Lake  Champlain  and  the  rivers 
and  canals  connecting  therewith. 

Therefore,  resolved,  (if  the  Assembly  concur,)  That  our  Senators  in 
Congress  be  instructed,  and  that  our  Representatives  of  the  State  in 
Congress  be  requested  to  use  their  influence  to  procure  a  repeal  of  the 
act  of  Congress  above  mentioned,  or  such  a  modification  of  said  act  as 
will  secure  for  the  purposes  of  lake  navigation,  an  open  space  of  at  least 
two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  between  the  ends  of  the  piers  constructed  on 
the  opposite  sides  of  Lake  Champlain,  at  or  near  Rouse's  Point. 

Mr.  Parker  moved  that  said  resolution  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
commerce  and  navigation. 

Mr.  Williams  moved  to  lay  upon  the  table. 

The  j^resident  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate  would  agree  to 
said  motion,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

The  President  then  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate  would  agree 
to  said  motion  of  Mr.  Parker,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Mattoon  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Besolved,  That  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  supply  the  new  Senators 
one  copy  each  of  the  Red  Book  of  1867.

Mr.  Van  Petten,  from  the  committee  on  internal  affairs  of  towns  andl^Ql^ 
counties,  to  which  was  referred  the  Assembly  bill  entitled  **An  act  to 
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amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  amend  and  consolidate  the  several  acts 
relating  to  the  preservation  of  moose,  wild  deer,  birds  and  fresh  water 
fish/  passed  May  13,  1867/'  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same, 
and  said  bill  was  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Creamer  gave  notice  that  he  would,  on  some  future  day,  ask  leave 
to  introduce  a  bill  to  authorize  the  transportation  of  passengers  in  the 
city  of  New  York,  by  means  of  street  railways  to  be  constructed  through 
certain  streets  and  avenues  therein. 

Also,  an  act  to  authorize  the  Mariposa  Company  to  issue  a  first  pre- 
ferred stock. 

Mr.-  Genet  gave  notice  that  he  would,  on  some  future  day,  ask  leave 
to  introduce  a  bill  in  relation  to  the  New  York  Mutual  Gas  Light  Com- 
pany, incorporated  by  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  New 
York  Mutual  Gas  Light  Company,  passed  April  17,  1866."

1,  in  the  towns  of  Little  Falls  and  Manheim,  in  the  county  of  Herkimer," 
reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  and  said  bill  was  commit- 
ted to  the  committee  of  the  whole.

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  transmit  a  copy  of  the  above  resolution  to 
each  House  of  Congress. 

Mr.  Folger  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out  all  after  the  words  **  if  the 
Senate  <x>ncur,"  in  both  of  the  foregoing  resolutions,  and  to  insert  the 
following: 

"That  our  (Government,  recognizing  no  distinction  between  native 
bom  and  adopted  citizens,  should  demand  of  other  nations  the  immediate 
and  nnconditional  release  of  all  citizens  of  the  United  States,  illegally 
held  in  military  service,  or  in  custody  for  pretended  political  offenses 
not  committed  on  their  soil ;  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Ghovemment 
to  enforce  that  demand,  if  necessary,  with  all  the  power  of  the  Nation," 
The  President  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate  would  agpree  to 
said  motion  to  amend,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative.

of  the  jail  of  Broome  county,  and  by  the  members  of  the  board  of  city 
auditors,  in  the  same  manner,  and  at  the  time  similar  accounts  are 
audited  by  the  respective  town  boards  in  the  several  towns  in  the  county 
of  Broome.  The  compensation  of  each  member  of  said  board  of  city 
auditors  shall  be  two  dollars  per  day  for  each  day's  actual  and  neces- 
sary service.  All  charges  and  accounts  against  said  county  for  services 
rendered,  acts  done,  or  means  furnished,  by  any  of  the  oflBcers  mentioned 
in  this  section,  shall  be  audited  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Broome 
county.

ing of  the  Albany  basin,  for  which  proposals  were  received  by  the  Canal 
Contracting  Board,  December  28th,  1866,  on  which  proposals  contracts 
were  afterwards  let  and  entered  into,  are  fraudulent  and  void,  and  to 
provide  for  legal  proceedings  to  establish  the  fact  thereof,  and  to  declare 
the  same  void,  and  to  recover  all  sums  of  money  paid  on  said  contracts 
beyond  a  reasonable  compensation  for  the  work  done  thereunder,"  and 
as  amended,  recommend  its  passage;  said  bill  was  committed  to  the 
committee  of  the  whole.

the  average  annual  percentage  of  such  earnings  to  capital  for  the  same 
period,  and  the  amount  at  which  the  corporate  property  was  assessed 
in  1867,  for  towu,  county  and  State  purposes;  with  power  under  this 
resolution  to  propound  questions  to  the  officers  of  said  corporations  or  to 
boards  of  supervisors  or  local  officers,  on  any  of  the  foregoing  heads,  and 
to  require  answers  thereto  verified  by  affidavit,  and  in  such  form  as  he 
shall  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the  object  of  this  resolution;  and  each 
corporation  or  company  doing  business  under  the  laws  of  this  State  are 
hereby  required  to  report  to  the  Comptroller  by  the  first  day  of  March, 
1868,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  resolution.

striking  down  the  rich  and  poor,  the  exalted  and  lowly,  admonishes  us 
of  God's  infinite  power,  inscrutable  wisdom,  and  divine  mercy. 

Besolved,  That  in  the  death  of  James  Reed,  the  people  of  this  State 
have  lost  the  services  of  an  able,  impartial  and  fearless  servant,  the 
members  of  the  Legislature  a  kind,  worthy  and  courteous  associate,  his 
constituents  a  faithful,  energetic  and  honest  representative. 

Besolved,  That  as  a  mark  of  respect  to  his  memory,  the  Senate  do  now 
adjourn.

No  person  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  the  Presi- 
dent stated  there  had  been  no  choice.

Mr.  Humphrey  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  the  resolution 
of  Mr.  Creamer  was  adopted.

A  quorum  having  voted,  and  a  majority  having  named  Ira  Buck- 
man,  jr.,  as  their  choice,  the  President  announced  that  Ira  Buckman,  jr., 
of  the  county  of  Kings,  had  been  nominated  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  as 
the  candidate  for  the  office  of  Commissioner  of  Metropolitan  Police,  to 
serve  for  eight  years  from  the  first  day  of  March,  1868. 

Mr.  Kennedv  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  the 
Hon.  the  Assembly,  and  inform  that  body  that  the  Senate  have  made  a 
nomination  for  Commissioner  of  Metropolitan  Police,  and  are  ready  to 
meet  the  Assembly  and  compare  nominations. 

The  President  put  the  question  whether  tlie  Senate  would  agree  to 
said  resolution,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

Messrs.  Kennedy  and  Bradley  were  apppinted  as  such  committee; 
who  afterwards  reported  that  they  had  performed  that  duty. 

The  President  having  resumed  the  chair,  stated  that  the  Senate  would 
now  proceed  in  a  body  to  the  Assembly  chamber  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
ceeding to  a  joint  ballot  for  the  election  of  a  Police  Commissioner  for  the 
Metropolitan  Police  District. 

Mr.  Nichols  stated  that  the  President  having  at  a  previous  stage  of 
proceedings  requested  to  be  excused  from  accompanying  the  Senate  to 
the  Assembly  chamber,  for  the  purpose  of  going  into  joint  ballot,  and 
the  Senator  from  the  17th  having  been  appointed  President  jpro  tern.,  he 
desired  to  know  who  was  to  act  as  President  of  the  Senate,  while  pro- 
ceeding to  joint  ballot. 

The  President  stated  that  as  the  Senate  had  reconsidered  its  action 
and  nominated  a  Police  Commissioner,  the  legal  reason  for  his  former 
announcement  and  request  had  passed,  and  that  it  was  accordi^ly  his 
duty  under  the  law  to  preside  at  the  joint  convention  of  the  two  Houses. 

The  President  accordingly  left  the  chair  and  with  the  Senate  pro- 
ceeded to  the  Assembly  chamber,  and  on  comparing  nominations  for 
Commissioner  of  Metropolitan  Police,  to  serve  for  eight  years  from  ^^  ^^T^ 
first  day  of  March,  1868,  they  were  found  not  to  agree,  the  Senate  haiJU^ie 
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ing  nominated  on  their  part,  Ira  Backman,  jr.,  and  the  Assembly,  Mat- 
thew T.  Brennan. 

Thereupon,  the  Senate  and  Assembly  proceeded  in  joint  meeting, 
pursuant  to  statute,  to  ballot  for  a  Commissioner  of  Metropolitan  Police, 
to  serve  for  eight  years  from  the  first  day  of  March,  1868,  and  the  ballots 
haying  been  taken  and  counted,  it  appeared  from  the  report  of  the  tellers 
that  the  whole  number  of  votes  cast  was  one  hundred  and  forty,  of  which 
Matthew  T.  Brennan  received  eighty-four,  and  Ira  Bnckman,  jr.  received 
sixty. 

The  President  of  the  Senate  thereupon  announced  and  declared  that 
MatUiew  T.  Brennan,  of  New  York,  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the 
votes  cast,  was  duly  elected  Commissioner  of  Metropolitan  Police,  to 
serve  for  eight  years  from  the  first  day  of  March,  1868. 

The  President  also  announced  that  the  business  for  which  the  joint 
convention  was  held,  having  been  concluded,  it  was  now  dissolved. 

The  Senate  having  returned  to  the  Senate  chamber,  the  President 
announced  the  foregoing  proceedings  to  have  taken  place. 

The  Senate  then  went  into  executive  session,  and  after  some  time 
spent  therein,  the  doors  were  opened,  and  the  Senate  again  resolved 
itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole,  and  resumed  the  consideration  of 
the  bills  entitled  as  follows:

"An  act  authorizing  any  life  insurance  company,  or  any  trust  company, 
to  invest  their  funds  in  bonds  issued  by  any  county,  town  or  village  of 
this  State,  pursuant  to  any  law  of  this  State,"  and  as  amended,  recom- 
mend its  passage;  which  report  was  agreed  to  and  said  bill  ordered  en- 
grossed for  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Norton,  from  the  same  committee,  reported  progress  on  the  two 
last  named  bills,  and  asked  leave  to  sit  again. 

Mr.  Bradley  moved  to  disagree  with  the  report  of  the  committee  of 
ihe  whole  upon  the  second  entitled  bill,  and  that  the  same  be  ordered 
engrossed  for  a  third  reading. 

The  President  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate  would  agree  to 
said  motion,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

The  President  then  put  the  -question  whether  the  Senate  would  agree 
to  the  report  of  the  committee  of  the  whole,  on  granting  leave,  on  the 
last  entitled  bill,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

Mi*.  Mattoon  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Besolved,  (if  the  Assembly  concur,)  That  when  the  Legislature  adjourn 
on  Fridav,  the  14th  instant,  it  adjourn  to  Tuesday,  the  25th  instant,  at 
11  o'clock  A.  M.

The  Senate  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.

whereas,  honorable  positions  of  trust  and  profit  exist  at  the  disposal  of 
the  government  that  said  disabled  soldiers  and  sailors  are  competent 
and  qualified  to  fill ;  therefore, 

Besolved  (if  the  Senate  concur).  That  our  Senators  and  Representatives 
in  Congress  be  requested  to  pass  some  law  providing  for  the  employ- 
ment of  said  disabled  soldiers  and  sailors,  or  their  appointment  to  posi- 
tions in  the  several  custom  houses,  light  houses,  arsenals  and  dock  yards 
of  the  United  States,  at  such  pay  as  Congress  may  by  law  direct.

Ordered,  That  said  resolution  be  laid  on  the  table.

By  unanimous  consent,  Mr.  Tweed  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  intro- 
duce a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  found  a  Presbyterian  hospital,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  charitable  and  religious 
societies.

Are  to  perform  said  contracts,  or  by  reason  of  any  partial  performance 
thereof,  or  by  reason  of  any  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  said  contractors; 
and  such  damages,' if  proved  and  established,  shall  be  deducted  from 
the  value  of  the  work  done  and  materials  furnished;  and  the  balance 
remaining  after  such  deduction  shall  be  deducted  from  the  moneys  paid 
by  the  State  on  said  contracts;  and  the  State  shall  only  recover  in  said 
actions  the  moneys  paid  by  it  on  said  contracts,  after  deducting  there- 
from the  last  named  balance.  Costs  shall  be  awarded  in  said  actions  as 
the  court  shall  deem  just  and  equitable.

engrossed  for  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Banks,  from  the  same  committee,  reported  progress  on  the  last 
named  bill,  and  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  sit  again.

I  cannot  forbear  commending  Col.  Norton  to  the 
favoraUe  consideration  of  the  Legislature  for  his  fidelity  to  the  interests 
of  American  enterprise,  and  his  constant  regard  for  the  comfort  c^  our 
eltiseBs  who  attended  the  exhibition.

Mr.  O'Donnell,  from  the  committee  on  finance,  to  which  was  referred 
the  petition  of  the  ChUdren's  Aid  Society  for  relief,  reported  by  bill  enti- 
tied  "An  act  in  aid  of  the  construction  cf  the  Newsboys'  Lodging  House 
of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  of  the  city  of  New  York,  aa^i^tfzed  by'^X)Ogle 
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thereof/'  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  QDanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole.

elector  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  two  ballots  which  shall  be  deposited  in 
separate  boxes;  one  ballot  shall  be  endorsed  "Constitution,''  and  con- 
tain on  the  inside  when  folded,  the  words  '*  For  the  amended  Constitu- 
tion," or  * 'Against  the  amended  Constitution."  The  other  ballot  shall 
be  endorsed  "  Constitution — Property  qualification,"  to  contain  on  the 
inside  when  folded,  the  words  "  For  the  property  qualification  of  men  of 
colof,"  or  "Against  the  property  qualification  for  men  of  color,"  and  no 
vote  cast  endorsed  '*  Constitution,"  shall  affect  the  question  of  property 
qualification  for  men  of  color. 

If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  endorsed  "  Constitution,"  shall  contain 
on  the  inside  the  words  "  For  the  amended  Constitution,"  then  the  pro- 
posed Constitution  shall  be  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
except  as  the  same  may  be  modified  by  the  result  of  the  vote  on  the 
property  qualification  as  hereinafter  provided;  but  if  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  so  endorsed  shall  contain  on  the  inside  the  words  "Against 
the  amended  Constitution,"  then  the  proposed  Constitution  shall  be 
declared  rejected,  and  the  present  Constitution,  except  the  provision 
relating  to  persons  of  color,  shall  remain  in  full  force.

Mr.  Creamer  called  for  the  consideration  of  the  resolution  offered  by 
him  yesterday,  in  the  words  following: 

Whereas,  The  Legislature  of  1865  appointed  a  commission  to  super- 
vise and  contract  for  the  cleaning  of  the  streets  and  avenues  of  the  city 
of  New  York;  and  whereas,  the  present  condition  of  the  streets  of  said 
city,  together  with  the  universal  complaints  of  the  citizens  thereof,  is 
sufficient  evidence  to  show  that  the  contract  system  for  cleaning'streets 
is  a  failure,  and  is  detrimental  and  injurious  to  the  business  interests  of 
the  Metropolis  and  the  convenience  of  her  citizens;  therefore,

On  the  15th  day  of  December,  1866,  the  petitioner  purchased  of  the 
State  161  No.  TO,  in  the  old  survey  of  township  No.  6  of  the  Old  Military 
Tract  in  the  county  of  Clinton,  and  paid  therefor  the  sum  of  $343,  as  ap- 
pears by  the  receipt  of  the  treasurer  annexed  to  the  petition.  The  peti- 
tioner never  took  possession  of  the  lot. 

On  the  1st  day  of  May,  1867,  the  sale  was  cancelled  by  virtue  of^  an 
order  of  the  Supreme  Court,  made  long  prior  to  the  sale,  directing  the 
^assessors  to  assess  this  township  by  the  old  survey  only. 

The  petitioner's  title  having  been  taken  away  by  the  act  of  the  State, 
your  committee  can  see  no  reason  why  his  money,  with  interest  thereon, 
should  not  be  refunded.

corporators,  proceeding  under  the  provisions  of  those  general  laws; 
that  the  committee  have  suggested  this  to  the  promoters  of  them,  but 
are  met  in  most  if  not  all  the  cases  with  the  objection  that  the  persons 
named  in  them  are  not  citizens  and  so  are  not  within  the  permission  of 
the  statutes  referred  to,  which  give  the  right  to  incorporate  to  citizens 
only. 

Your  committee  have  therefore  concluded  for  the  sake  of  disposing  of 
the  many  bills  of  this  kind  which  have  no  color  for  justification  save  in 
the  objection  above  stated,  to  report  a  general  bill  which  will  allow  per- 
sons not  citizens  to  act  under  the  general  laws  above  referred  to  when 
they  are  actually  domiciled  in  this  State,  and  shall  have  filed  in  the  Sec- 
retary of  State's  office  the  declaration  required  from  an  alien  by  the  15th 
section,  first  title,  first  chapter,  second  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

This  declaration  is  to  the  efiect  that  he  is  a  resident  of  and  intends 
always  to  reside  in  the  United  States,  and  that  he  has  taken  such  incipi- 
ent measures  as  the  laws  of  the  United  States  requure,  to  enable  him  to 
obtain  naturalization. 

In  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  it  is  not  too  much  to  ask  of  per- 
sons seeking  favors  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  of  the  nature  contem- 
plated by  the  proposed  bills,  that  they  be  actually  domiciled  in  the  State, 
and  that  they  have  an  intention  to  become  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

If  it  be  said  that  by  such  a  law  the  right  to  hold  a  title  to  real  estate 
is  conferred  upon  persons  not  citizens,  it  is  answered  that  so  it  would  be 
if  the  special  bills  were  passed  into  laws,  while  in  the  latter  case  there 
would  not  even  be  the  restraint  and  safeguard  of  the  requirement  of 
actual  domicil  and  of  the  filing  of  declaration  of  intention  to  become  a 
citizen. 

It  is  submitted  that  these  requirements,  while  they  are  mild  upon  the 
postulants  for  legislative  favor,  do  in  a  degree  hedge  about  the  policy  of 
the  State  not  to  allow  the  lands  in  the  State  to  be  owned  by  those  alien 
to  its  government. 

Your  committee  do  therefore  report  adversely  upon  the  several  bills, 
the  titles  of  which  have  been  given  above,  and  do  report  a  general  bill 
entitled  "Ah  act  amendatory  of  the  act  entited  *An  act  for  the  incorpo- 
ration of  benevolent,  charitable,  scientific  and  missionary  societies,' 
passed  April  12,  1848;  and  of  the  acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supple- 
mentary thereto." 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Board,'  passed  Mardi  14,  1857;  and  to  repeal  the  act  entitled  'An  aot 
to  amend  the  act  entitled  'An  act  to  enlarge  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  Contracting  Board,'  passed  March  14,  1857 :  passed  April  23,  1867,', 
and  to  define  the  method  in  which  the  repairs  of  the  canals  shall  be  here-,  QO  QIC 
after  conducted,"  and  as  amended,  recommend  its  passage.  O 
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Mr.  Murphy  renewed  the  amendment  offered  in  committee  of  the  whole,  . 
by  substituting  the  following  in  lieu  thereof: 

"An  act  in  relation  to  the  Canal  Department,  and  to  abolish  the  Con- 
tracting Board." 

The  People  of  the  Stateo/New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly , 
do  enact  as  follows : 

Sec.  1.  The  boards  known  as  the  Contracting  Board,  consisting  of  the 
Canal  Commissioners,  the  Auditor  of  the  Canal  Department  and  the  State 
Engineer  and  Surveyor,  is  hereby  abolished,  and  all  laws  and  parts  of 
laws,  devolving  any  duties  or  conferring  any  powers  upon  said  board, 
and  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  requiring  or  authorizing  the  making  of 
contracts  for  the  repairs  of  the  completed  sections  of  the  canals  of  this 
State,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  2.  The  superintendent  of  repairs  shall  not  receive  or  disburse  any 
moneys  for  or  in  behalf  of  the  State,  in  the  payment  for  labor  or  mate- 
rials, or  any  other  matter,  but  shall  prepare  monthly  estimates  of  the 
cost  of  ordinary  and  extraordinary  repairs  upon  the  respective  sections, 
in  such  form  as  the  Canal  Board  shall  prescribe,  and  shall  receive  for 
these  services  such  monthly  compensation  as  the  Canal  Board  shall 
determine.  The  Canal  Board  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  the  duties 
of  superintendents  of  repairs,  and  generally  to  govern  and  control  them 
in  the  performance  of  such  duties. 

§  3.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the  commissioners  of  the 
canal  fund,  three  paymasters,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  commissioners  of  the  canal  fund,  and  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  they  shall  prescribe,  to  make  all  payments,  advances  and  dis- 
bursements of  moneys,  for  such  ordinary  and  extraordinary  repairs  as 
shall  be  made  or  done  by  or  under  the  direction  of  the  said  superinten- 
dents, and  for  all  other  expenditures  for  work  done  or  materials  furnished 
under  such  direction. 

§  4.  The  said  paymasters  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  their 
services  as  the  commissioners  of  the  canal  fund  shall  determine,  together 
with  such  allowance  for  traveling  expenses  as  said  commissioners  shall 
deem  reasonable,  and  each  of  said  paymasters,  before  entering  upon  the 
performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  enter  into  a  bond  to  the  peo- 
ple of  the  State,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  com- 
missioners of  the  canal  fund,  in  the  penalty  of  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
conditioned  fdr  tiie  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office  and 
the  accounting  for  all  moneys  which  shall  come  to  his  bands  as  such 
payment 

§  5.  The  commissioners  of  the  canal  fund  shall  have  power,  by  general 
rules,  to  prescribe  the  terms  upon  which,  and  the  times  at  which 
advances  shall  be  made  of  moneys  from  the  treasury  to  said  paymasters, 
for  payment  and  disbursement  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to 
prescribe  the  times  and  manner  of  accounting  for  the  same,  and  make  all 
necessary  rules  and  regulations  for  the  payments  and  disbursements 
authorized  to  be  made  by  them,  the  form  of  the  vouchers  and  receipts 
to  be  taken  therefor,  and  generally  to  assign  to  said  paymasters  their 
duties  from  time  to  time,  and  control  and  direct  them  in  the  performance 
thereof. 

§  6.  The  commissioners  of  the  canal  fund  shall  appoint  a  chief  clerk 
and  such  other  clerks  as  may  be  necessary.    The  chief  clerk  shall  also 
be  clerk  of  the  Canal  Board,  and  shall  receive  a  compensation  of  two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per  annutn,  payable  quarter-yearly,  and        ^ 
may  perform  any  and  all  of  the  duties  of  the  Auditor  of  the  Canal  Depart-  3QIC 
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mcnt  in  relation  to  the  canals,  as  now  provided  by  law,  and  the  said 
ofiSce  of  Auditor  of  the  Canal  Department  is  hereby  abolished. 

§  7.  All  books  and  papers  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  the  commission* 
ers  of  the  canal  fund  and  of  the  Oanal  Board  shall  be  deposited  in  the  , 
Canal  Department,  and  be  safely  and  securely  kept  there.  Copies  of 
said  books  and  papers,  and  transcripts  from  the  minutes  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  commissioners  of  the  canal  fund  and  of  the  Canal  Board,  cer- 
tified by  the  Comptroller  under  his  official  seal,  shall  be  evidence  equally 
and  in  like  manner  as  the  original. 

§  8.  The  statement  of  the  tolls  collected  upon  the  canals  of  the  State 
during  the  season  of  navigation,  required  by  law  to  be  prepared  and 
laid  before  the  Legislature,  and  all  reports  and  communications  now 
required  by  law  to  be  made  to  the  Legislature  by  the  Auditor  of  the 
Canal  Department,  shall  be  made  by  the  commissioners  of  the  canal 
fund. 

§  9.  All  warrants  for  the  payment  of  money  by  the  treasurer  now 
required  by  law  to  be  drawn  by  the  Auditor,  shall  hereafter  be  drawn 
by  the  Comptroller;  and  all  checks  drawn  by  the  Treasurer  in  payment 
of  such  warrants,  all  drafts  for  the  transfer  of  canal  fund  moneys,  and 
all  receipts  for  canal  moneys  paid  to  the  Treasurer,  shall  be  counter- 
signed by  the  Comptroller. 

§  10.  The  accounts  of  receipts  and  payments  on  account  of  the  canals 
and  the  canal  fund  and  debt  shall  be  kept  by  the  commissioners  of  the 
canal  fund. 

§  11.  All  certificates  of  stock  hereafter  issued  by  or  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  commissioners  of  the  canal  fund,  and  purporting  to  be  issued 
from  the  Canal  Department,  shall  be  signed  by  the  Comptroller,  and 
sealed  vrith  his  official  seal,  and  all  the  duties  and  powers  now  vested 
by  law  in  the  Auditor  of  the  Canal  Department  in  relation  to  the  stocks 
and  debts  of  the  State,  and  the  canal  funds  and  moneys,  including  the 
canal  repair  trust  fund — the  receipt,  care,  custody  and  payment  or  dis- 
bursement thereof — the  audit  .of  accounts  and  claims  and  the  registry  of 
boats  are  hereby  devolved  upon  and  vested  in  the  Comptroller,  who  shall 
hereafter  perform  and  exercise  the  same  in  the  same  manner  and  subject 
to  the  same  limitations  as  the  said  Auditor  can  now  do. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Mr.  Tweed  moved  that  when  the  Senate  <adjourn  to-morrow,  it  adjourn 
to  meet  on  Monday  evening,  at  74  o'clock. 

The  President  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate  would  agree  to 
said  motion,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

By  unanimous  consent,  Mr.  Kennedy  asked  and  obtained  leave  to 
introduce  a  bill  entitled  *'An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Syra- 
cuse," which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  municipal 
affairs.  j 

By  unanimous  consent,  Mr.  Creamer  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  intro- 
duce a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  an  addi- 
tional number  of  notaries  public  in  the  city  and  county  of  New  York," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary.  - 

Mr.  Crowley,  from  the  committee  on  municipal  affairs,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  approving  lines  and  grades  established 
under  authority  of  chapter  697  of  Laws  of  1867,''  reported  in  favor  of  the 
passage  of  the  same,  with  amendments,  and  said  bill  was  committed  to 
the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Crowley,  from  the  committee  on  municipal  affairs,  to  which  was 
referred  the  Assembly  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Exempt 
Firemen's  Association,  of  the  city  of  Albany,  and  in  relation  to  the  fund 
of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  city  of  Albany,"  reported  in  favor  of  the 
passage  of  the  same,  and  said  bill  was  committed  to  the  committee  of 
the  whole. 

Mr.  Palmer  moved  that  the  committee  on  banks  be  discharged  from 
the  further  consideration  of  the  Assembly  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend 
section  1  of  chapter  761  of  the  Laws  of  1866,  entitled  'An  act  authorise 
ing  the  taxation  of  stockholders  of  banks,  and  the  surplus  funds  of  sav- 
ings banks,'  passed  April  23, 1866,"  and  tha(  thejsame  be  referred  to  Hie 
committee  on  finance.

The  joarnal  of  yesterday  was  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  Ohapman  presented  a  petition  for  a  bridge  over  the  Snsqnehanna 
river  at  Binghamton,  at  Ezdiange  street,  which  was  read  and  referred 
to  ^e  committee  on  roads 'and  bridges. 

Mr.  Williams  presented  a  remonstrance  of  citizens  of  Wayne  connty, 
in  regard  to  amendo^nt  of  game  laws,  which  allows  fish  to  be  ta^en  by 
net  in  Sodus  bay,  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the 
judiciary. 

Also,  a  petition  of  trustees  of  the  Lockville  Baptist  Society,  to  change 
their  name,  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  coomiHtee  on  diaritable 
and  religious  societies. 

Mr.  Hale,  from  Uie  committee  on  claims,  to  which  wjas  referred  the 
petition  of  John  Edwards  for  relief,  reported  in  writing,  and  by  bill  enti- 
tled "An  act  for  the  relief  of  John  Edwards,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  nnanimons  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole.

Mr.  O'Donnell,  from  a  majority  of  the  committee  on  finance,  to  which 
was  referred  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  renew  appropriation  for  the 
payment  of  certain  bonds  issued  by  the  Comptroller  for  temporary  loans 
payable  on  demand,''  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  and 
said  bill  was  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  O'Donnell,  from  a  majority  of  the  committee  on  finance,  to  which 
was  referred  the  petition  of  tax-payers  of  Steuben  county,  for  the  repeal 
of  the  law  exempting  members  of  the  National  Guard  from  taxation, 
reported  by  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to 
provide  for  the  enrolment  of  the  militia,  the  organization  and  discipline 
of  the  National  Ouard  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  for  the  public 
defence,' passed  April  23,  1862,  designated  as  the  '  Military  Code  of  the 
State  of  New  York,'  passed  April  22,  1867,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimons  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  com- 
mitted to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  O'Donnell,  from  a  majority  of  the  committee  on  finance,  to  which 
was  referred  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  enable  the  treasurer  of  Dela- 
ware county,  to  make  return  of  the  non-resident  taxes  of  the  town  of 
Colchester,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  and  said  bill 
was  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  O'Donnell,  from  a  majority  of  the  committee  on  finance,  to  which

Mr.  Stanford,  from  the  committee  on  canals,  to  which  was  referred  the 
bills  entitled  severally  "An  act  to  authorize  the  construction  of  a  draw 
or  swing-bridge  over  the  Chenango  canal,  at  the  city  of  Binghamton,  at 
the  intersection  with  Henry  street;  also,  "An  act  to  authorize  the  con- 
struction of  a  draw  or  swing-bridge  over  the  Chenango  canal,  at  the  city 
of  Binghamton,  at  its  intersection  with  Hawley  street,"  reported  that 
they  have  made  some  amendments  thereto,  and  amended  the  title  so  as 
to  read  as  follows:  "An  act  to  authorize  the  construction  of  swing- 
bridges  over  the  Chenango  canal,  in  the  city  of  Binghamton,  at  its  inter- 
section with  Henry  and  Hawley  streets,"  and  as  amended  recommend  its 
passage;  said  bill  was  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Humphrey  moved  that  the  committee  on  commerce  aiM  navigation 
be  discharged  h-om  the  further  consideration  of  the  remonstrance  from 
inhabitants  of  Jefferson  county,  against  altering  the  channel  of  Perch 
river,  in  Jefferson  county,  and  that  the  same  be  referred  to  the  commit- 
tee on  internal  affairs  of  towns  and  counties.

Mr.  Palmer,  from  the  committee  on  banks,  to  which  was  referred  thfl30Qlc 
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bill  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  organization  of  savings  banks, 
for  their  more  thorough  supervision,  and  for  a  more  safe  and  efficient 
administration  of  their  affairs,*'  reported  that  they  have  made  some 
amendments  thereto,  and  amended  the  title  so  as  to  read  "An  act  to 
consolidate  the  several  acts  relating  to  savings  banks,  and  to  provide 
for  a  uniform  administration  of  their  affairs,"  and  as  amended,  recom- 
mend its  passage;  said  bill  was  committed  to  the  committee  of  the 
whole. 

By  unanimous  consent,  Mr.  Folger  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  intro- 
duce a  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  chapter  417  of  the  Laws  of  1864, 
entitled  *An  act  to  provide  for  the  sale  and  conveyance  of  any  interest 
in  real  estate  belonging  to  lunatics,  and  to  apply  the  provisions  thereof 
to  the  estates  of  idiots,  and  persons  of  unsound  mind,"  which  was  read 
the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time, 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

By  unanimous  consent,  Mr.  Humphrey  asked  and  obtained  leave  to 
introduce  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  town  of  Almond,  in  the 
county  of  Allegany,  to  raise  money  by  tax  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
an  academy  and  town  hall  in  said  town,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  internal  affairs  of  towns  and  counties. 

By  unanimous  consent,  Mr.  Chapman  asked  and  obtained  leave  to 
introduce  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  authorizing  the  construction  of  a  free 
bridge  over  the  Susquehanna  river,  at  Binghamton,"  which  was  read 
the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time, 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  roads  and  bridges. 

By  unanimous  consent,  Mr.  Murphy  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  intro- 
duce a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Brooklyn  Eye  and  Ear 
Hospital,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  charitable 
and  religious  societies. 

By  unanimous  consent,  Mr.  Bradley  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  intro- 
duce a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Marsh  Land  Company," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

The  Assembly  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Na- 
tional Travelers'  Insurance  Company,  and  also  to  amend  an  act  entitled 
'An  act  to  authorize  the  National  Travelers' Insurance  Company  to  effect 
insurance  upon  the  lives  of  individuals/  passed  April  9, 1867/'  was  read 
a  third  time.

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  return  said  bill  to  the  Assembly,  with  a  mes- 
sage  informing  that  the  Senate  have  concurred  in  the  passage  of  the 
same,  without  amendment. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Kennedy  and  by  unanimous  consent,  the  rules  were 
suspended,  and  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  enable  the  electors  of  the  j 
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town  of  Onondaga,  Onondaga  county,  to  hold  their  town  elections  in  the 
separate  election  districts  thereof,''  was  recommitted  to  the  committee 
on  internal  affairs  of  towns  and  counties,^  with  power  to  report  complete. 

Mr  O'Donnell  moved  that  fifty  copies  of  th«  bill  entitled  "An  act  ta 
provide  for  taxing  corporations  and  joint  stock  associations  chartered  or 
doing  business  ander  special  or  general  laws,"  be  printed  for  the  use  of 
the  Senate. 

Ordered^  That  said  resolution  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  public 
printing. 

Mr.  Banks  moved  that  the  Assembly  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  incorpo- 
rate the  Exempt  Firemen's  Association  of  the  city  of  Albany,  and  in  rela- 
tion to  the  fond  of  the  fire  department  of  the  city  of  Albany,^  be  recom- 
mitted to  the  committee  on  municipal  affairs,  retaining  its  place  upon 
general  orders. 

The  President  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate  would  agree  to  said 
motion,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Murphy  moved  that  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  releasing  the  interest 
of  the  State  in  certain  lands  and  premises  owned  by  Anthony  Bollerman, 
Oarl  Bollerman,  or  Joseph  Bollerman,  and  authorizing  their  heirs-at-law 
to  hold  and  convey  the  same,**  be  referred  to  the  first  committee  of  the 
whole,  not  full.

Mr.  Nicks,  from  the  committee  on  roads  and  bridges,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  rebuilding  of  a  bridge 
over  the  Oswego  river,  between  the  town  of  Lysander,  in  the  county 
of  Onondaga,  and  Schroeppel,  in  the  county  of  Oswego,"  reported  in 
favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  and  said  bill  was  committed  to  the 
committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Nicks,  from  the  committee  on  roads  and  bridges,  to  which  was

Mr.  Williams,  from  the  committee  on  State  prisons,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  purchasing  and  apply- 
ing disinfectants  for  use  in  prisons,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of 
the  same,  with  amendments,  and  said  bill  was  committed  to  the  commit- 
tee of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Van  Petten,  from  the  committee  on  internal  affairs  of  towns  and 
counties,  to  which  was  recommitted  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  enable 
the  electors  of  the  town  of  Onondaga,  Onondaga  county,  to  hold  their 
town  elections  in  the  separate  election  district  thereof,"  with  power  to 
report  complete,  reported  the  same  complete,  which  report  was  agreed 
to  and  said  bill  ordered  engrossed  for  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Van  Petten,  from  the  committee  on  internal  affairs  of  towns  and 
counties,  to  which  was  referred  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the 
town  of  Almond,  Allegany  county,  to  raise  money  by  tax  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  an  academy  and  town  hall  in  said  town,"  reported  in  favor 
of  the  passai^e  of  the  same,  and  said  bill  was  committed  to  the  coronjittee  T 
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Mr.  Van  Petten,  from  the  committee  on  literatore,  to  which  was  refer- 
red the  Assembly  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act 
to  enconrage  and  promote  edocation  in  the  village  of  Coming/  passed 
April  13,  1859,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  with 
amendments,  and  said  bill  was  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Nicks,  from  the  committee  on  roads  and  bridges,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  enable  the  commissioners  of  high- 
ways of  the  town  of  Lowville,  to  borrow  monej,"  reported  in  favor  of 
the  passage  of  the  same,  and  said  bill  was  committed  to  the  committee 
ol  the  whole. 

The  Senate  again  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole,  and 
proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  general  orders,  being  the  bill  entitled 
as  follows: 

"An  act  to  amend  the  acts  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  religions 
societies,  so  far  as  the  same  relate  to  churches  in  connection  with  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Chnrch." 

After  some  time  spent  therein,  the  President  resumed  the  chair,  and 
Mr.  Palmer,  from  said  committee,  reported  progress  on  said  bill  and 
asked  and  obtained  leave  to  sit  again. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Crowley,  the  Senate  adjourned. 


MONDAY,  MARCH  23,  1868. 

The  Senate  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Halley. 

The  journal  of  Saturday  was  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  Cauldwell  presented  a  petition  of  John  Olmsted,  and  other  citizens 
of  Yonkers,  that  the  directors  of  the  Hudson  and  Harlem  railroad  be 
ineligible  as  directors  of  the  New  York  Central,  or  Erie  railroad,  which 
was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  railroads. 

Mr.  Campbell  presented  a  remonstrance  of  266  citizens  of  the  Fourth 
ward,  in  Utica,  protesting  against  any  division  of  said  ward,  which  was 
read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  municipal  affairs. 

Mr.  Humphrey  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  Allegany,  for  the 
passage  of  an  act  making  directors  of  the  Hudson  River  and  New  York 
Central  railroad,  ineligible  to  same  office  in  the  Erie  railroad,  which  was 
read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  railroads. 

Mr.  Morgan  presented  a  memorial  of  citizens  of  Western  New  York, 
asking  the  passage  of  a  resolution  asking  Congress  to  pass  a  law  pen- 
sioning surviving  soldiers,  and  widows  of  soldiers  of  the  war  of  1812, 
which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  militia. 

Mr.  Morgan  presented  a  remonstrance  of  Seneca  Indians,  against  the 
passage  of  Senate  bill  giving  property  rights  of  half-^blood  children,  con- 
trary to  the  usage  and  custom  of  the  Seneca  nation,  which  was  read  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  Indian  affairs. 

The  Assembly  sent  for  concurrence  the  bills  entitled  as  follows:

Mr.  Stanford,  from  the  same  committee,  reported  in  favor  of  the  pas- 
sage of  the  last  named  bill,  without  amendment,  which  report  was  agreed 
to  and  said  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

The  Senate  again  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole,  and 
proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  general  orders,  being  the  bills  entitled 
as  follows:

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  deliver  said  bills  to  the  Governor. 

Mr.  Palmer,  from  the  committee  on  banks,  to  which  was  referred  the 
Assembly  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Rondout  Savings  Bank," 
with  power  to  report  complete,  reported  the  same  complete,  with  amend- 
ments, which  report  was  agreed  to  and  said  bill  ordered  to  a  third  read* 
mg. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Beach  and  by  unanimous  consent,  said  bill  was  read 
a  third  time.

Mr.  Mattoon,  from  the  committee  on  public  printing,  to  which  was 
referred  the  resolution  to  print  extra  copies  of  the  bill  to  provide  for  tax- 
ing corporations,  reported  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Uie  following  reso- 
lution:.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Crowley,  the  Senate  took  a  recess  until  7  J  o'clock  p.  m. 

HALF-PAST  SEVEN  O'CLOCK,  P.  M. 

The  Senate  again  met. 

Mr.  Folger,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  recom- 
mitted the  Assembly  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  release  to  Catherine  D.  A. 
Wacker  the  title  of  this  State,  acquired  by  escheat  in  and  to  certain 
land,"  with  power  to  report  complete,  reported  the  same  complete,  which 
report  was  agreed  to  and  said  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Folger,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  recom- 
mitted the  Assembly  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  confirm  the  official  acts  of 
certain  town  officers  in  the  county  of  Westchester,''  with  power  to  report 
complete,  reported  the  same  complete,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and 
said  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading.

"Ad  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  amendatory  of  and  supple- 
mentary to  chapter  740  of  the  Laws  of  1865,  entitled  *An  act  to  ascer- 
tain by  proper  proofs  the  citizens  who  shall  be  entitled  to  the  right  of 
Boffrage,'  passed  May  18th,  1865;  passed  April  25,  1866,'"  which  was 
road  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

"An  act  to  repeal  chapter  484  of  the  Laws  of  1865,  and  chapter  232  of 
the  Laws  of  1867,  entitled  *Ad  act  in  relation  to  the  Niagara  Frontier 
Police  district,'  passed  April  1st,  1867;  and  to  provide  a  police  force 
for  the  city  of  Buffalo,  the  government  and  discipline  thereof,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  municipal  affairs. 

"An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  relating  to  the  Lutheran 
Cemetery  in  the  town  and  county  of  Schoharie,  belonging  to  the  corpo- 
ration of  St.  Paul's  Lutheran  Church,  in  said  town,'  passed  March  26, 
1861,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  charitable 
and  religious  societies. 

"An  act  for  the  better  regulation  of  the  Fire  Department  in  the  city  of 
Brooklyn,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
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was  also  mad  the^ecQud  time,  uud  re  furred  to  ilic  committee  on  muni'* 
cipal  affuirs. 

'*An  act  to  provide  for  the  completion  of  the  Albany  aiid  auBquehanna 
railroad,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
niso  read  the  soeond  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  finance, 

'*An  act  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  Buffalo  and  Washington  rail- 
way," which  waa  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consenl  was  also 
read  the  second  time^  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  finance. 

By  unaiiimuua  consent,  Mr,  Kennedy  asked  and  obtaijied  leave  to 
introduce  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  authorising  the  city  of  Syracuse  to  loan 
Its  credit  in  aid  of  the  Syracuse  and  Chenango  Valley  Railroad  Com- 
pany," which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
al8o  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  municipal 
aflairs.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Morgan  and  by  unanimous  cousenti  the  rules  were 
suspended,  and  the  Asacmbly  bill  entitled  '*An  act  to  amend  an  act  enti^ 
ilcd  *Ati  act  to  enable  the  trustees  of  the  Mcndon  Central  Congregational 
Society,  of  Mendon,  Monroe  county,  New  York,  to  sell  their  church  pro* 
perty,*  passed  April  23d,  1S6T,"  wiis  recommitted  to  the  committee  ou 
charitable  and  relig^ious  societies,  with  power  to  report  complete. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Edwards  and  by  unanimous  consent^  the  rules  were 
eui*pcnded,  and  the  Assembly  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  inctirporate  the 
village  of  Greenport|  Suffolk  connty,'*  was  recommitted  to  the  committee 
OD  municipal  affaira,  with  power  to  report  complete. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Folger  and  by  unanimous  consent,  the  rules  were 
Bn«pended,  and  the  Assembly  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  enti* 
tied  'An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  incorporate  the  Port 
Morris  Land  and  Improvement  Company,'  "  was  recommitted  to  the  com- 
mittee  on  the  judiciary,  with  power  to  report  complete. 

On  motion  of  Mr,  Cauldwell  and  by  unanimous  consent,  the  rides  were 
suspended,  and  the  bill  entitled  '^An  act  to  incorporate  the  German  Sav- 
ings Bank  of  the  town  of  Morrisania,'^  was  recommitted  to  the  committee 
on  baiiks^  with  power  to  report  complete. 

The  President  put  the  question  pending-  at  the  hour  of  recess,  being 
the  motion  of  Mr.  Creamer  to  recommit  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  cre- 
ate a  harbor  district  aud  a  board  of  wharves  and  picra  therein,"  to  the 
committee  on  commerce  and  navigation,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affir- 
mative.

Mr.  Parker,  from  the  same  committee,  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage 
of  the  second  named  bill,  without  amendment,  which  report  was  agreed 
to  and  said  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Parker,  from  the  same  committee,  reported  progress  on  the  last 
named  bill,  and  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  sit  again. 

Mr.  Folger,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was  recom- 
mitted the  Assembly  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An 
act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  incorporate  the  Port  Morris  Land 
and  Improvement  Company,' "  with  power  to  report  complete,  reported 
the  same  complete,  which  report  was  agreed  to  and  said  bill  ordered  to 
a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Humphrey,  from  the  committee  on  banks,  to  which  was  recommit- 
ted the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  German  Savings  Bank  of 
the  town  of  Morrisania,"  with  power  to  report  complete,  reported  the 
same  complete,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  ordered  en- 
grossed for  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Genet  and  by  unanimous  consent,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended and  the  Assembly  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  chapter  510  of 
the  Laws  of  1867,  and  to  change  the  title  of  the  New  York  flomoBopathic 
Medical  College  Hospital  in  the  city  of  New  York,"  was  recommitted  to 
the  committee  on  public  health  and  medical  societies,  with  power  to 
report  complete. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thayer  and  by  unanimous  consent,  the  rules  were 
suspended  and  the  Assembly  bill  entitled  "An  act  authorizing  the  sale 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Brainerd's  Bridge,  Rensselaer 
county,"  was  recommitted  to  the  committee  on  charitable  and  religious 
societies,  with  power  to  report  complete. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Kennedy  and  by  unanimous  consent,  the  rules  were 
suspended  and  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  authorizing  the  Cortland  academy 
to  convey  certain  real  estate,  and  to  remove  academy  buildings  and 
appurtenances,"  was  recommitted  to  the  committee  on  literature,  with 
power  to  report  complete. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Campbell  and  by  unanimous  consent,  the  rules  were 
suspended  and  the  Assembly  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  and  em- 
power the  Society  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Boonville,  to  sell  and 
convey  certain  real  estate,"  was  recomftiitted  to  the  committee  on  chari- 
table and  religious  societies,  with  power  to  report  complete. 
.  By  unanimous  consent,  Mr.  Norton  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  intro- 
duce a  bill  entitled  "An  act  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of 
certain  piers  from  the  southerly  side  of  West  13th  street  to  the  northerly

By  unanimous  consent,  Mr.  Norton  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  intro- 
duce a  bill  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  storage  and  the  keeping  of 
combustible  materials  in  the  city  of  New  York,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  municipal  affairs. 

Mr.  Williams,  from  the  committee  on  State  prisons,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  in 
relation  to  the  punishment  of  crimes  in  certain  cases,'  passed  April  11, 
1856,''  reported  adversely  thereto. 

Mr.  Folger  moved  to  lay  said  report  upon  the  table. 
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The  President  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate  would  agree  to  said 
motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Palmer,  from  the  committee  on  charitable  and  religious  societies, 
to  which  was  recommitted  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  Marcus 
N.  Preston  and  Heman  D.  Fulton  to  sell  and  convey,  as  trustees,  the 
church  property  of  the  first  religious  society  of  Borodino,  in  the  ct^unty 
of  Onondaga,"  with  power  to  report  complete,  reported  the  same  cxim- 
plete,  which  report  was  agreed  to  and  said  bill  ordered  engrossed  tur  a 
third  reading. 

Mr.  Campbell  moved  that  the  committee  on  railroads  be  discharg-cd 
from  the  further  consideration  of  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  aid  in  the 
construction  of  the  Dunkirk,  Warren  and  Pittsburgh  Railroad  Compauy/' 
and  that  the  same  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  finance. 

The  President  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate  would  agree  to  said 
motion,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  Affirmative. 

Mr.  Palmer,  from  the  committee  on  charitable  and  religious  societiea, 
to  which  was  recommitted  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  enli* 
tied  *An  act  to  incorporate  the  Poughkeepsie  Female  Guardian  Society,' 
passed  April  16th,  1852,"  with  power  to  report  complete,  reported  the 
same  complete,  which  report  was  agreed  to  and  said  bill  ordered  en- 
grossed for  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Van  Petten,  from  the  committee  on  internal  affairs  of  towns  and 
counties,  to  which  was  referred  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  ft>r

Mr.  Van  Petten,  from  the  committee  ou  internal  affairs  of  towns  and 
counties,  to  which  was  referred  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  authorizf.^  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Chautauqua  to  levy  an  additional 
highway  tax  on  the  taxable  property  of  the  town  of  Charlotte,  in  said 
county,  and  to  authorize  the  highway  commissioners  of  said  town  to

Mr.  Parker,  from  the  committee  on  medical  colleges  and  societies,  to 
which  was  recommitted  the  Assembly  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  aniend 
chapter  510  of  the  Laws  of  1867,  and  to  change  the  title  of  the  New 
York  HomcBopathic  Medical  College  Hospital,  in  the  city  of  ^ew  York," 
with  power  to  report  complete,  reported  the  same  complete,  with  an 
amendment,  which  report  was  agreed  to  and  said  bill  ordered  to  a  ihivd 
reading.

3.  All  provisions  of  the  said  act  authorizing  the  arrest  of  persons 
without  warrant  duly  issued  by  a  magistrate,  except  for  drunkenness, 
or  authorizing  the  closing  of  places  licensed  against  the  ingress  or  egress 
of  the  inmates  thereof,  or  other  persons,  at  any  time,  shall  be  repealed.

Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Wyckoff. 

A  message  from  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  was  received  and  read, 
in  the  words  following: 

State  of  ETbw  Yobk — Executive  Department,  ) 
Albany,  April  6,  1868.         ) 

To  the  Senate:  I  deeply  regret  the  necessity  Which  compels  me  to 
return,  without  my  approval,  Senate  bill  No.  166,  entitled  an  *'Act  to  aid 
the  construction  of  the  Whitehall  and  Plattsburgh  Railroad." 
'  The  bill  reouires  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  to  pay  $250,000,  whenever 
the  Whitehall  and  Plattsburg  Railroad  Company  shall  prove  to  the 
Comptroller  of  the  State,  that  the  road  of  said  company  has  been  graded 
from  Whitehall  in  the  county  of  Washington,  to  Plattsburg  in  the  county, 
of  Clinton,  and  the  iron  laid  on  one  half  thereof. 

The  work  the  bill  seeks  to  aid  is  highly  meritorious.  Its  completion 
would  open  up  a  region  of  the  State  abounding  in  mineral  resources, 
lumber,  and  many  of  the  staples  of  wealth,  and  which  is  now  nearly 
inaccessible  a  portion  of  the  yjear.  I  cannot,  however,  resist  the  con- 
viction that  a  just  regard  for  the  public  judgment,  and  the  interests  of 
a  people  largely  involved  in  debt  and  heavily  taxed,  forbid  my  sanc- 
tion of  this  appropriation.  It  is  not  essential  to  the  consideration  of 
the  case  to  discuss  the  abstract  right  to  take  the  money  of  the  whole 
people  to  aid  a  corporation  in  the  prosecution  of  a  work  of  this  charac- 
ter in  a  portion  of  the  State.  Whatever  may  have  been  urged  or  could 
now  be  said  against  it,  in  practice  it  has  obtained,  and  the  question  pre* 
sented  must  be  decided  mainly  upon  other  grounds.  It  may  be  conceded 
that,  under  favoring  circumstances,  whatever  tends  to  develope  our  re- 
sources and  add  to  our  commercial  facilities  and  wealth  in  one  district, 
must  result  in  some  benefit  to  all. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  I  gave  my  assent  to  the  bill  to 
facilitate  the  construction  of  &e  Whitehall  and  Plattsburgh  railroad, 
and  of  the  Albany  and  Susquehanna,  making  an  appropriation  of  |250,- 
000  to  each  road.  They  were  the  only  companies  engaged  in  liie  con- 
Btruction  of  railroads,  that  sought  successfully,  from  the  Senate  anc^gl^ 
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Assembly,  State  aid  npon  a  definite  presentation  of  their  condition,  that 
came  to  me  for  approval.  The  amount  of  appropriations,  for  general  pur- 
poses, was  not  lar^e,  when  compared  with  the  two  previous  years,  and 
it  was  hoped  that  tnis  sum  would  enable  the  projectors  of  these  worthy 
enterprises  ta  secure  their  final  completion;  at  least,  that  no  further  call 
for  assistance  from  the  State  would  be  made  until  a  more  auspicious 
period  as  to  our  public  debt. . 

The  Whitehall  and  Plattsburgh  bill  provided  that,  on  doe  proof  to  the 
Comptroller,  that  the  Company  had  built  ten  miles  of  its  road  or  more,  to 
pay  $5,000,  and  at  the  same  rate,  from  time  to  time,  for  each  and  every 
mile  of  such  road  so  built  and  ready  for  equipment  and  operation  for  the 
distance  of  fifty  miles.  Twenty  miles  from  Plattsburgh,  south,  and  about 
twenty  miles  between  Ticonderoga  and  Port  Henry,  have  been  placed 
under  contract;  but  the  work  is  not  so  far  advanced  as  to  permit  any 
part  of  the  appropriation  to  be  paid  from  the  State  Treasury,  and  it  is 
not  claimed  that  the  progress  of  the  undertaking  will  warrant  such  pay- 
ment for  some  time  to  come.  It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  there  is  no 
immediate  need  of  the  funds  provided  in  this  bill,  and,  it  may  well  be 
supposed,  both  from  the  condition  of  the  work  and  the  terms  of  the  pres- 
ent bill,  that  an  appropriation,  if  expedient  at  any  time,* would  be  in 
ample  season  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Legislature.  It  is  not  wholly 
improbable  that  the  expectation  which  many  were  led  to  indulge,  may  . 
hereafter  prove  well  founded,  and  that  individual  enterprise  will  be 
entirely  adequate  to  the  successful  prosecution  and  completion  of  this 
important  line  of  improvement.  If  otherwise,  when  the  need  of  aid  shall 
be  pressing  and  immediate,  and  under  a  favorable  state  of  the  finances, 
it  is  presumed  a  future  Legislature  will  be  equally  mindful  of  the  public 
interests  and  the  just  discrimination  towards  improvements  in  sections 
of  the  State  which  have  participated  but  little  in  the  benefits  of  our  pub- 
lic works,  while  they  have  patiently  borne  their  share  of  the  public  bur- 
dens and  contributed  a  fair  quota  to  the  common  treasury. 

It  may  be  observed  that  an  evil  of  this  kind  of  legislation,  is  that  its 
facility  tends  to  invite  and  encourage  renewed  rpplications  when  com- 
mensurate appeals  would  enlist  private  capital.  It  will  be  seen  also, 
that  almost  every  district  of  the  State  puts  in  a  claim  for  aid  from  the 
public  Treasury,  and  with  the  same  arguments  and  apparent  earnest- 
ness. For  example,  at  the  present  session,  there  is  before  one  or  the 
other  branches  of  the  Legislature  in  more  or  less  advanced  stage,  bills 
for  the 

Albany  and  Susquehanna  railroad,  granting '•  •  •  •  .1250,000

The  vast  sums  given  by  these  appropriations  to  such  objects,  might 
well  excite  gprave  attention  and  uneasiness,  in  periods  of  entire  freedom 
from  debt  and  of  great  prosperity,  but  in  our  present  condition,  it  cannot 
fail  to  create  profound  distrust  and  alarm.  I  can  understand  hoje  the 
attention  of  legislators,  amid  the  pressing  and  arduous  duties  of  a  brief 
session,  has  necessarily  been  limited  to  the  consideration  of  particulafOOQlC 
measures  with  reference  to  their  general  merits,  but  I  have  observed        o 
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with  miidi  conc^n  the  aggregate  involved  in  the  various  propositions 
referred  to. 

It  most  have  come  to  the  attention  of  all,  that  during  the  past  year 
the  people  have  been  more  restive  under  the  burdens  of  taxation,  than 
at  any  previous  period  since  the  close  of  the  war.  Business  has  been 
unsettled,  trade  has  been  depressed,  industry  partially  paralyzed,  and 
values  have  become  more  irregular  and  less  reliable.  Profits  have 
diminished,  and  until  the  great  financial  questions  are  firmly  decided, 
and  a  permanent  policy  established,  the  horoscope  of  the  future  cannot 
be  surely  and  confidently  cast.  This  condition,,  which  the  repeated  les- 
sons of  history,  and  our  own  past  experience  as  a  people,  might  have 
taught  us  to  expect  would  mai'k  the  period  immediately  following  a 
great  war,  duty  and  prudence  alike  demand  shall  not  be  disregarded. 
The  State  can  no  more  be  prosperous  without  economy  in  the  conduct 
of  affairs  than  individuals.  A  continued  large  debt  is  dangerous  to  oar 
social  and  republican  institutions.  Our  first  care,  therefore,  should  be 
to  ascertain  how  the  volume  of  debt  can  be  diminished,  and  guard 
against  its  extension ;  how  the  measture  of  taxation  can  be  reduced,  and 
retrenchment  made  more  rigid  and  systematic. 

These  questions  come  home  to  every  household. 

It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  our  plain  duty  to  go  no  further  in  expenditure, 
than  is  required  for  the  economical  administration  of  Government,  and 
the  protection  of  those  interests  which  are  inseparably  connected  with 
the  general  welfare  and  security.  The  public  works  of  the  State  moat 
be  maintained  at  all  times,  and  but  few  will  be  found  to  oppose  mode- 
rate aid  to  meritorious  corporate  enterprises  when  the  public  conditloa 
will  permit. 

I  entertain  a  firm  conviction  that  if  the  case  could  be  submitted  to  tbe 
people  of  the  State,  the  views  I  have  advanced,  as  touching  the  case 
before  us,  would  meet  very  general  approval.    Trusting  that  they  will 
receive  the  concurrence  of  the  Legislature,  I  respectfully  return  the  bill 
i|  for  your  further  consideration.

To  the  Legis^Mitre :  1  deem  H  my  duty  to  call  the  attentian  of  tbe  Legia- 
lature  to  the  amiual  Tax  lievy  of  tbe  city  of  New  York. 

It  18  well  ktKJwii  tljAt  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  New  York  anna^ 
ally  apply  to  the  Legigl alum  for  the  requisite  authority  to  levy  and 
collect  by  law  such  flums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  maintain  and 
support  tbe  city  goTerDment.  The  amounts  thus  called  for  and  autho- 
rized have  been  constantly  increased,  until  the  total  last  year  was  about 
118,000,000,  A  eum  bo  targe  for  city  government,  in  addition  to  other 
burdens  lai posed  by  the  State;  and  General  Government,  m*y  well  chal- 
lenge the  oloseHt  inqairy.  It  is,  moreover,  said  that  the  application  in 
this  behalf,  the  proeent  year,  will  rattier  exceed  than  fall  below  the 
extraortlinarj  figures  of  last  session. 

This  money  is  collected  from  the  tax  payers  of  New  York  city  by 
virtue  of  an  act  of  the  E/cgislature,  and  it  will  be  admitted,  that  the 
provisionB  of  a  bill  involving  so  many  millions  of  expenditure,  and  such 
vasts  ialeresti^,  should  receive  the  most  careful  scrutiny  and  rigid  exam- 
ination. 

The  time  and  the  circamstances  under  which  this  most  important 
n^easure  has  been  heretofore  presented  to  me  for  my  consideration  and 
action,  were  Guch  that  I  was  uuQible  to  examine  its  various  provisions 
with  the  care  and  the  time  for  reflection  which  the  magnitude  and  im- . 
portance  of  the  subject  demand.  Indeed,  it  has  reached  the  Executive 
Chamber  so  late  that  no  opportunity  has  been  afforded  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Legislature  to  any  extraordinary  appropriation  or  obnoxious 
provisions  it  might  contain,  and  it  has  been  found  utterly  impracticable 
to  give  to  the  subject  any  investigation  until  after  the  adjournment.  In 
this  emergency,  it  will  be  seen  that,  if  I  had  withheld  my  signature, 
tbe  city  would  have  been  subjected  to  the  great  and  hazardous  incon- 
venience of  haviug  no  means  to  meet  its  expenditures  for  the  coming 
year,  and  tlie  city  government  must  submit  to  abrubt  suspension  or  be 
compelled  to  resort  to  the  uncertain  and  most  expensive  expedient  of 
borrowing  money  to  meet  its  daily  and  pressing  obligations.  In  view 
of  the  embarrassments  resulting  from  such  a  state  of  affairs,  I  have  been 
Impelled  heretofore,  to  afBx  my  signature  to  the  bill,  entertaining  grave 
doubts  of  the  conHtilutitinaliiy  of  some  of  its  provisions,  and  conscious 
that  it  coj!tuin(>d  many  itemed  which  the  Legislature,  on  further  conside- 
ration, would  Uikve  imiittefi.  It  has,  likewise,  been  presented  to  me  in 
a  very  imperfect  state,  sometimes  not  even  engrossed,  portions  of  it 
annexed  in  the  form  of  ridersj  easily  detached,  or  others  substituted  in 
the  place  of  those  acted  on  by  the  Legislature,  and  still  other  portions 
written  in  pencil,  easily  altered  and  erased, 

My  object  in  this  communication  is  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Legis-

said  company  now  before  this  Senate;  and  whereas,  reports  are  current 
that  said  parties,  or  some  of  them,  haye  been  or  are  now  attempting  to 
influence  Senators  by  corrupt  and  unlawful  ipeans;  and  whereas,  such 
reports,  whether  (me  or  false,  tend  to  bring  this  body  and  the  whole 
Legislature  into  discredit  and  public  contempt;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Senate  ought,  in  justice  to  its  own  reputation,  and 
in  order  that  corruption  and  bribery,  if  they  exist,  may  be  exposed  and 
punished,  and  that  calumny  and  slander,  if  such  charges  and  reports  are 
false,  may  be  refuted  and  silenced,  before  acting  upon  measures  in  rela- 
tion to  which  such  influences  are  said  to  be  exerted,  to  inyestigate  as  to 
the  truth  or  falsehood  of  such  charges  and  reports. 

Resolved  further,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  this  body,  with  power  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  to  inquire 
and  ascertain  whether  the  directors  or  any  of  the  oflicers  of  the  Erie  Rail- 
way Company,  or  any  person  acting  or  claiming  to  act  on  their  behalf, 
or  any  stockholders  of  said  company,  or  any  person  acting  or  claiming  to 
act  on  their  behalf,  haye  directly  or  indirectly  paid  or  offered  to  pay  to 
any  member  or  members  of  the  Legislature,  during  the  present  session, 
any  money  or  other  yaluable  thing,  to  influence  his  or  their  yote  or 
action,  in  the  Assembly  or  Senate. 

The  President  stated  the  question  to  be  on  the  amendment  of  Mr. 
O'Donnell,  in  the  words  following: 

And  tohereas,  The  treasurer  of  the  N.  T.  Central  railroad  did  testify 
before  a  committee  in  the  Constitutional  Conyention,  that  $305,000  was 
paid  in  1807,  to  procure  the  passage  of  the  bill  known  as  the  "Central 
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fare  bill;"  and  whereas,  the  President  of  another  corporation  of  New  York 
city  did  testify  that  he  paid  $20,000  to  procure  legislation;  therefore, 
*  Be9olvedf  That  this  committee  do  farther  inyestigate  and  report  to  the 
Senate  on  the  first  day  of  its  session  in  1869,  all  of  the  facts  pertaining* 
to  the  use  of  money  by  any,  or  either  of  these  corporations,  to  procure 
legislation  in  the  year  1867,  and  that  for  this  purpose  the  committee 
have  power  to  send  for  persons  and  papers.

that  said  parties,  or  some  of  them,  have  been  or  are  now  attempting  to 
influence  Senators  by  corrupt  and  unlawful  means;  and  whereas,  such 
reports,  whether  true  or  false,  tend  to  bring  this  body  and  the  whole 
Legislature  into  discredit  and  public  contempt;  therefore, 

Beaolved,  That  this  Senate  ought,  in  justice  to  its  own  reputation,  and 
in  order  that  corruption  and  bribery,  if  they  exist,  may  be  exposed  and 
punished,  and  that  calumny  and  slander,  if  such  charges  and  reports  are 
false,  may  be  refuted  and  silenced,  before  acting  upon  measures  in  rela- 
tion to  which  such  influences  are  said  to  be  exerted,  to  investigate  as  to 
the  truth  or  falsehood  of  such  charges  and  reports. 

Resolved  further^  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  this  body,  with  power  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  to  inquire 
and  ascertain  whether  the  directors  or  any  of  the  officers  of  the  Erie  Rail- 
way Company,  or  any  person  acting  or  claiming  to  act  on  their  behalf,, 
or  any  stockholders  of  said  company,  or  any  person  acting  or  claiming  to 
act  on  their  behalf,  have  directly  or  indirectly  paid  or  offered  to  pay  ta 
any  member  or  members  of  the  Legislature,  during  the  present  session,, 
any  money  or  other  valuable  thing,  to  influence  his  or  their  vote  or 
action,  in  the  Assembly  or  Senate. 

Mr.  Hale  offered  the  following  as  a  substitute  therefor;

The  Senate  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Wyckoff.

Mr.  Campbell  dissented  from  said  report,  and  debired  his  dissent 
entered  upon  the  journal,  in  the  words  following: 

Probably  I  owe  it  as  a  duty  to  the  Senate,  and  it  may  be  to  myself, 
to  state  briefly  some  reason  for  dissenting  from  a  favorable  report,  on  a 
measure  that  has  taken  so  much  of  our  time  in  committee,  and  that  has 
been  pressed  with  so  much  assiduity  by  its  friends. 

During  the  time  the  Arcade  bill  was  before  the  committee  it  was 
advocated  by  its  friends  with  pertinacity  and  earnestness,  exhibiting  a 
faith  so  strong  in  the  adaptability  and  practicability  of  the  enterprise, 
that  could  hardly  fail  to  beg^t  a  returning  sympathy. 

The  plan,  as  a  work  of  magnitude  merely,  is  probably  less  a  ques- 
tion of  moment  than  the  consequent  danger  and  damage  to  property, 
and  the  interruption  to  the  business  public,  that  must  attend  such  an 
undertaking,  involving  as  the  plan  proposes  the  excavation  of  Broadway  { 

from  wall  to  wall  to  s  depth  of  twenty  feet  or  more,  changing  the  water 
mains,  sewers,  gas  pipes,  vaults,  and  undermining  the  foundations  of  { 

valuable  buildings;  altogether  portending  snch  formidable  obstacles  and 
if  undertaken,  an  interference  that  must  necessarily  produce  great  diffi- 
culty and  inconvenience,  for  many  years  not  only,  but  a  confusion  and 
immense  sacrifice  in  many  ways  bewildering  to  contemplate. 

I  doubt  not,  if  an  opportunity  could  be  afforded,  such  a  structure 
could  be  built,  but  on  the  plan  and  with  the  material  proposed,  I  am 
apprehensive  that  it  would  not  be  of  a  permanent  character,  much  less 
indestructible.  The  street  to  be  erected  on  columns  and  girders  of  iron 
work,  bolted  together,  the  spaces  between  the  girders  to  be  filled  in 
with  arches  of  brick  work,  twelve  inches  in  thickness,  the  cavities 
smoothed  over  into  street  form  with  concrete,  and  covered  with  two 
thickness  of  four  inch  plank  '  well  spiked  together,'  no  doubt  an  essen- 
tial part  of  the  structure,  but  in  such  a  place  oxidation  of  the  spikes 
roust  soon  follow,  losing  their  hold  and  breaking  the  combination;  on 
the  plank  there  is  to  be  twelve  inches  of  sand  'on  which  is  laid  ^^^  oOCjIp 
pavement,'  together  making  only  a  few  feet  in  thickness  at  the  crown  of*        o 
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'  tbe  arches  tfaroagh  which  to  distribute  or  withstand  the  concussion  of 
rapid  and  heavy  vehicles  passing  over  its  surface;  vibration,  expansion 
and  contraction  of  the  iron  work,  are  to  some  extent  probable,  indeed 
certain,  and  so  far  become  disturbing  forces,  the  decay  of  the  planking 
at  no  distant  day  producing  displacement  and  admitting  water  into  the 
etmcture,  together  with  the  severe  frosts  of  winter,  would,  I  fear  prove 
destructive,  long  before  a  failure  took  place  from  the  corrosion  of  the 
iron,  which  I  was  led  to  infer  was  only  a  question  of  time. 

Mr.  McAlpine  said  he  knew  of  nothing  that  would  prevent  the  corro- 
sion of  the  iron,  that  its  durability  depended  upon  its  quality;  with  some 
hesitancy  he  said  it  might  last  a  century. 

The  difficulties  to  be  overcome  and  the  obvious  hazard  to  valuable 
property  in  constructing  such  a  work  in  Broadway  and  the  fearful  an- 
noyanoe  thereupon,  present  to  my  mind  objections  that  are  insuperable.

The  Senate  again  met.

{  4.  The  commissioBerB  of  the  Central  park  may,  if  they  deem  it  neces- 
sary for  the  pnblic  interests,  alter  and  amend  any  part  or  parts  of  the 
bulkhead  lines  in  Spnyten  Dayvil  creek,  and  the  Harlem  river,  and  npon 
their  filing  in  <he  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  a  map  or  maps  show- 
ing any  alterations  or  amendments  that  they  have  made,  the  bulkhead 
lines  so  shown  on  sudi  map,  shall  become  and  be  the  established  lines, 
and  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  applicable  Ih^eto.

possess,  with  respect  to  the  improvement  of  the  Sixth  and  Seventh  ave- 
nues in  said  city,  north  of  the  Central  park. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  immediately.

Mr.  Palmer,  from  the  committee  on  banks,  to  which  was  referred  the 
Asseiflbly  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  '  Clyde  Savings  Bank,' 
at  Clyde,  Wayne  county,''  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Williams  and  by  unanimous  consent,  the  rules  were 
suspended,  and  said  bill  recommitted  to  the  committee,  with  power  to 
report  complete. 

Mr.  Van  Petten,  from  the  committee  on  militia  and  public  defence,  to 
which  was  referred  the  petition  of  ofiBcers  of  the  Second  Regiment  N.  G.,

Allen,  John  Stanton  Gould  and  Gaylord  B.  Hubbell,  members  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Prison  Association  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
be  a  committee  (with  power  to  fill  their  own  vacancies,)  to  inquire  ioto 
the  general  administration  of  the  State  Prisons,  which  inquiry  however 
shall  have  special  reference  to  their  financial  management,  with  a  view 
to  the  question  whether  the  prisons  cannot  be  made  self-supporting  and 
BO  cease  to  be  a  burden  upon  the  public  treasury,  and  with  a  view  of 
examining  into  the  reformatory  influences  and  practices  as  existing 
under  our  present  prison  system,  and  that  said  commission  be  autho- 
rized to  summon  before  them  and  examine  on  oath  or  affirmation,  any 
and  all  persons  whose  testimony  they  may  deem  important  to  the  fur- 
therance of  their  investigation;  provided,  however,  that  the  said  com- 
mission shall  be  no  expense  to  the  State,  but  that  the  proposed  investi- 
gation shall  be  wholly  at  the  expense  of  the  Prison  Association. 

Ordered,  That  said  resolution  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Assembly  sent  for  concurrence  the  bills  entitled  as  follows: 

"An  act  empowering  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Monroe  county  to 
require  bail  from  the  superintendent  of  the  Monroe  county  penitentiary,'' 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  internal  affairs  of 
towns  and  counties. 

"An  act  to  provide  for  the  safety  of  life  on  city  railroads  in  the  city  of 
New  York,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  rail* 
roads. 

"An  act  to  incorporate  the  Eound  Lake  Camp  Meeting  Association  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Troy  Conference,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  charitable  and  religious  societies. 

"An  act  to  authorize  the  construction  of  an  iron  bridge  over  the  Black 
river  canal,  in  the  village  of  Port  Leyden,  in  the  county  of  Lewis,''  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  canals. 

"An  act  in  relation  to  the  Law  Library  in  the  city  of  New  York," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

"An  act  to  authorize  the  borrowing  of  money  and  the  issue  of  town 
bonds  by  the  board  of  town  auditors  of  the  town  of  Varick,  in  the  county 
of  Seneca,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  inter- 
nal affairs  of  towns  and  counties. 

The  Assembly  returned  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
city  of  Ogdensburgh,"  with  a  message  that  they  had  passed  the  same, 
with  the  following  amendments: 

Title  2,  section  6,  engrossed  bill,  strike  out  all  of  said  section  and 
insert  the  following: 

.  §  6.  Chief  of  police,  policemen,  assessors,  chief  engineer  of  the  fire 
department  and  assistants,  treasurer,  clerk  and  street  commissioners, 
shall  be  elected  by  the  common  council,  and  hold  office  during  its  plea- 
sure. The  recorder  shall  be  elected  at  elections  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, and  hold  office  for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  January  nextjQip 
succeeding  the  election,  and  until  another  is  elected  and  qualified,  but  o    ^ 
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may  be  removed  for  cause  in  the  same  manner  as  justices  of  the  peace; 
and  when  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy,  shall  hold  only  until  the  expiration  of 
the  term;  provided,  however,  that  the  term  of  oflSce  of  the  recorder 
elected  at  the  first  election  held  under  this  act  shall  expire  on  the  31st 
day  of  December,  1868.  The  other  officers  shall  be  elected  at  elections 
to  be  held  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  from  the 
first  day  of  January  next  succeeding  the  election,  and  until  others  are 
elected  and  qualify,  except  that  the  terms  of  office  of  all  officers  elected 
at  the  first  election  held  under  this  act  shall  terminate  on  the  31st  day 
of  December,  1868.  The  concurrence  of  five  votes  shall  be  necessary  to 
elect  or  remove  an  officer  by  the  common  council.  The  assessors  shall 
hold  for  three  years,  one  to  be  elected  each  year.  At  the  first  election 
held  under  this  ^ct,  three  assessors  shall  be  elected,  one  of  whom  shall 
reside  in  each  ward,  and  whose  several  terms  of  office  shall  terminate 
December  31,  1868.  At  the  first  annual  election  under  this  act  three 
assessors  shall  be  elected,  one  of  whom  shall  reside  in  each  ward;  and 
the  common  council  shall  determine  their  respective  terms  of  service, 
and  thereafter  supply  the  vacancies  as  they  occur. 

Same  tide,  section  7,  strike  out  all  of  said  section,  and  insert  the  fol- 
lowing: 

§  1.  An  annual  election  shall  be  held  in  said  city  on  the  second  Tues- 
day of  December,  in  each  year,  at  such  places  in  each  ward,  as  the  com- 
mon council  shall  appoint,  and  the  terms  of  office  of  the  several  officers 
elected  at  such  elections  shall  commence  on  the  Ist  day  of  January  there- 
after. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  publish  notices  of  the  elections 
in  two  newspapers  printed  in  the  city  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  elec- 
tion. If  no  place  should  be  appointed  for  the  elections  they  shall  be  held 
as  in  the  previous  year;  provided,  however,  that  the  first  election  under 
this  act  shall  be  held  in  said  city  on  the  2d  Wednesday  of  May,  1868,  at 
such  places  in  each  ward  as  shall  be  appropriated  by  the  board  of  trustees 
of  the  village  of  Ogdensburgh,  who  shall  submit  resolutions  for  raising 
money  by  taxation  to  be  voted  upon  at  such  first  election  pursuant  to 
this  act,  and  provided  further  that  the  term  of  office  of  all  officers  elected 
on  the  said  second  Wednesday  of  May,  1868,  shall  expire  on  the  81st 
day  of  December,  1868.

Sec.  2.  Section  3  of  title  4  of  tiaid  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows: 

§  3.  Every  ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  common  council  (excepting 
those  prescribing  rules  for  their  own  government,  and  appointing  officers 
or  calling  for  information  from  the  officers  of  the  city),  shall  before  it 
takes  effect  be  presented,  duly  certified,  to  the  mayor;  if  he  approve  of  it 
he  shall  sign  it,  in  which  case  it  shall  take  effect  immediately  thereafter, 
unless  otherwise  ordered;  if  he  do  not  approve  it  he  shall  return  it  with 
his  objections  to  the  city  clerk  within  one  week  after  he  receives  it.

§  11.  All  propositions  involving  the  raising  or  expenditure  of  money, 
or  for  the  payment  of  any  claim,  or  for  the  making  of  local  improye- 
ments  or  repairs,  or  affecting  any  rights  of  person  or  property,  shall  be 
presented  to  the  common  council  in  writing,  and  in  the  form  of  an 
ordinance  or  resolution;  no  ordinance^ or  resolution,  containing  any  of 
the  propositions  above  specified,  shall  be  passed  unless  by  the  assent  of 
a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  common  council;  and  on  the 
question  upon  the  passage  of  any  such  ordinance  or  resolution,  the  yeas 
and  nays  shall  be  called  and  entered  upon  the  record.

Copies  of  the  records,  ordinances,  resolutions  and  regulations  of  the 
board  of  health,  certified  by  the  city  clerk,  under  the  corporate  seal, 
shall  be  presumptive  evidence  in  all  courts  and  places  of  the  facts  Uierein 
stated.  Every  practicing  physician  in  said  city,  who  shall  have  a 
patient  laboring  under  any  infectious  or  pestilential  disease,  shall  forth- 
with make  report  thereof  in  writing  to  the  clerk  of  said  board,  and  for 
neglecting  so  to  do  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  clerk  to  bid  in,  at  such  sale,  for  the  use  of 
the  city,  any  lot  of  land  or  premises  put  up,  for  which  no  person  will 
cfier  to  bid,  and,  if  previously  authorized  by  tlie  common  council,  any  lot 
of  land  or  premises  upon  which  the  city  may  have  any  lien  or  claim,  and 
he  shall  thereupon  place  upon  file,  for  the  use  of  the  city,  a  certificate  of 
such  sale.

from  all  other  sources,  in  items,  so  far  as  practicable;  also,  the  dis- 
bursements in  items,  and  from  what  fund  made,  with  the  name  of  every 
person  who  shall  have  presented  any  claim  against  the  city,  which  shall 
have  been  allowed  by  the  common  council,  with  the  amount  claimed  and 
allowed;  aiid  the  balance  in  the  treasury  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year 
against  which  warrants  have  not  been  drawn,  and  to  what  funds  belong- 
ing; which  statement  shall  be  verified  by  the  clerk  of  the  city,  as  true 
and  correct  in  every  respect.

§  9.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  by  ordinance  to  prescribe  ^        o^

given  only  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  thereto,

The  aggregate  of  all  sums  of  money  Authorized  to  be  raised  by  a 
special  tax,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  title,  in  any  one  year, 
shall  not  exceed  five  thousand  dollars  expept  for  the  repairs  or  rebuild- 
ing of  the  bridge  over  the  Chenango  river.  The  treasurer  shall  keep  a 
separate  account  with  all  sums  raised  by  any  special  tax,  and  the  com- 
Tnon  council  shall  appropriate  the  same  exclusively  to  the  object  or 
objects  mentioned  in  the  published  statement. 

§  17.  Section  six  of  title  fourteen  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows. 

The  city  of  Binghamton  shall  not  be  liable  to  any  person  or  corpora- 
tion for  the  malfeasance,  misfeasance  or  negligence  of  any  ofiScer  or 
officers,  agent,  servant  or  employee,  who  may  be  elected,  appointed  or 
employed  pursuant  to  any  of  tbe  provisions  of  this  act.  But  any  such 
officer  or  officers  may  be  compelled  by  mandamus  to  perform  any  or  all 
of  the  duties  prescribed  for  him  or  them  by  law,  or  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  shall,  together  with  any  agent,  servant  or  employee  aforesaid, 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  for  any  willful  neglect  or  inteo- 
tional  violation  of  duty  under  this  act;  and  in  addition  thereto  be  liable 
for  all  damages  sustained  by  reason  of  such  willful  negligence  or  inten- 
tional violation  of  duty,  and  may  be  sued  therefor  by  the  aggrieved 
party.  Every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  under  this  act, 
who  shall  be  sued  for  any  act  done,  or  omitted  to  be  done,  in  virtue  of 
his  office,  and  who  shall  have  final  judgment  rendered  in  his  favor, 
whereby  he  shall  be  entitled  to  costs,  shall  recover  twice  the  amount  of 
his  taxed  costs. 

§  18.  Section  twenty  of  title  fourteen  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows:  • 

§  20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  jailor  of  Broome  county  to  receive 
and  safely  keep  any  person  committed,  with  or  without  warrant,  to 
the  county  jail,  for  any  offence  committed  within  the  city,  the  expenses 
on  account  of  which  are  chargeable  to  the  city,  and  he  shall  be  entitled 
in  every  such  case  to  receive  from  the  city  the  following,  and  no  greater 
fees  in  the  following  cases:  For  every  person  committed  to  jail,  twenty 
cents;  for  every  person  discharged  fron  jail,  twenty  cents;  and  for 
every  meal  actually  furnished,  twenty-five  cents.  The  expenses  of 
apprehending,  examining,  trying  and  committing  offenders  against  any 
law  of  the  State,  in  said  city,  and  of  their  confinement,  properly  charge- 
able against  the  county  of  Broome,  shall  be  audited,  allowed  and  paid 
by  the  supervisors  of  said  county  in  the  same  manner  as  if  such  expense 
had  been  incurred  in  any  town  of  said  county  of  Broome.

search  for,  seize  and  take  possession  of  such  obscene  and  indecent  books, 
papers,  articles  and  things;  and  said  magistrate  shall  transmit,  enclosed 
and  under  seal,  specimens  thereof  to  the  district  attorney  of  his  county, 
and  shall  deposit  within  the  county  jail  of  his  county,  or  such  other 
secure  place  as  to  him  shall  seem  meet,  enclosed  and  under  seal,  the 
remainder  thereof,  and  shall  upon  the  conviction  of  the  person  or  per- 
sons offending,  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  forthwith  destroy 
or  cause  to  be  destroyed  the  remainder  thereof,  so  seized  as  aforesaid, 
and  shall  cause  to  be  entered  upon  the  records  of  his  court  the  fact  of 
each  destruction.

**An  act  empowering  judges  and  justices  of  courts  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  to  take  acknowledgments  of  deeds  and  other  instruments,  for 
records,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the 
judiciary. 

"An  act  authorizing  the  village  of  Douglas,  in  the  counties  of  Dela- 
ware and  Sullivan,  to  subscribe  for  and  take  capital  stock  in  certain 
stock  companies  in  said  village,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  municipal  affairs. 

"An  act  authorizing  a  special  town  meeting  in  the  town  of  Salina, 
Onondaga  county,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  an  increased  amount  of 
money  for  the  support  of  roads  in  said  town,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  roads  and  bridges. 

**An  act  to  alter  the  map  or  plan  of  the  city  of  New  York,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  municipal  affairs. 

Mr.  Morris,  from  a  majority  of  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which 
was  referred  the  Assembly  bill  entitled  "An  act  authorizing  the  execu- 
tor of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Peter  Ten  Broeck,  deceased,  to  pay 
to  the  trustees  of  the  Ten  Broeck  Free  Academy  the  legacy  becjtieathed 
by  said  will  for  the  use  of  said  academy,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  pas- 
sage of  the  same,  with  amendments. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Morris  and  by  unanimous  consent,  the  rules  were 
saspended,  and  said  bill  recommitted  to  the  committee,  with  power  to 
report  complete.

Sbotion  1.  The  act  entitled  "An  act  for  letting  certain  canal  repairs 
by  contract,"  passed  April  16,  1854,  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  enlarge 
the  powers  and  define  the  duties  of  the  Contracting  Board,"  passed 
March  14,  1857,  and  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  act  entiUed 
'An  act  to  enlarge  the  powers  and  define  the  duty  of  tiie  Contracting 
Board,'  passed  March  14,  1857,"  passed  April  23,  1867,  are  hereby 
repealed,  except  so  far  as  hereinafter  provided. 

i  2.  All  contracts  entered  into  by  the  Contracting  Board  for  the 
repairs  of  the  canals,  and  dated  before  the  first  day  of  December,  1866, 
shall  not  be  affected  by  this  act,  ejccept  as  herein  provided,  and  d^lH^^I^ 
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expire  by  their  own  limitation,  and  shall  not  thereafter  be  renewed  or 
continued  under  any  pretence  whatever;  and  the  repeal  of  the  acts  in 
the  first  section  mentioned  shall  in  no  respects  be  held  to  invalidate  the 
said  contracts,  or  discharge  any  of  the  contractors  from  the  duties  and 
obligations  imposed  by  the  said  contracts  or  the  said  acts,  or  any  other 
law  of  this  State,  and  the  right  of  the  said  contractors  to  receive  from 
the  State  any  pecuniary  compensation,  or  other  relief  under  said  con- 
tracts, shall  not  be  affected  hereby. 

§  8.  Any  person  or  persons  who  may  hold  any  of  said  unexpired  con- 
tracts at  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  who  shall  have  faith- 
fully performed  the  terms  and  conditions  thereof  up  to  that  time,  may 
surrender  said  contract  or  contracts  to  the  Canal  Board  with  the  same 
legal  effect  in  all  respects  as  if  said  contract  or  contracts  had  expired 
by  their  own  limitation. 

§  4.  Any  contractor  or  contractors  who  shall  have  or  hold  any  con- 
tract for  the  repairs  of  the  canals  of  this  State,  made  and  entered  into 
with  the  Contracting  Board,  and  dated  since  the  first  day  of  December, 
1866,  shall,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions,  and  the  terms,  and  con- 
ditions of  such  contracts,  surrender  and  deliver  up  the  same,  to  be  can- 
celled without  any  claim  for  prospective  damages,  or  any  other  damages 
and  compensation,  except  to  be  paid  for  labor  and  services  performed 
under  such  contracts  up  to  the  time  of  its  surrender  and  cancelation, 
and  also  a  full  and  fair  compensation  for  the  tools,  materials  and  imple- 
ments necessarily  procured  for  the  purpose  of  fulfilling  such  contracts 
by  such  contractors,  and  on  hand  when  said  contract  is  cancelled,  which 
shall  be  contained  and  provided  for  in  said  contracts.  But  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  held  or  construed  to  affect  any  legal  proceech 
ings  which  may  have  been  or  sha^  be  taken  by  the  Attorney  General  * 

against  any  of  said  contractors. 

§  5.  In  all  cases  where  the  contracts  for  the  repairs  and  maintenance 
of  the  canals  shall  expire,  be  abandoned,  or  be  delivered  up  and  can- 
celled, according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  in  any  other  manner, 
the  Canal  Commissioner  shall  take  charge  of  the  section  embraced  in 
such  contract,  and  make  the  repairs  necessary  to  maintain  navigation, 
in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 

^  6.  The  superintendents  of  repairs  shall  not  make  any  payments  for 
labor,  materials,  tools  and  implements,  or  any  other  matter  or  thing  had 
or  used  for  the  repairs  of  the  canals,  but  shall  make  up  their  vouchers 
therefor  at  the  close  of  each  month,  and  notify  the  Auditor  of  the  Canal 
Department  of  the  amount  thereof  by  items:  and  no  payment  shall  be 
made  for  any  charge  or  expense  incurred  for  repairs,  except  such  as 
shall  be  embraced  in  the  detailed  estimate  approved  by  the  Canal  Com- 
missioner in  charge  of  the  division ;  but  in  case  of  breaks,  leaks,  wrecks,  * 
or  any  unforseen  occurrence  calculated  to  obstruct  or  delay  navigation, 
the  superintendent  in  charge,  in  the  absence  of  the  Commissioner,  shall 
have  power,  without  delay,  to  repair  or  remove  such  obstruction. 

§7.  The  Commissioners  of  the  Canal  Fund  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
designate  and  appoint  some  suitable  person  paymaster  on  each  division 
of  the  canals,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  once  in  each 'month,  to  visit  his 
division,  and  pay  all  claims,  accounts,  and  vouchers  for  repairs  that  shall 
have  been  duly  sworn  to  by  the  foreman,  certified  by  the  superintendent, 
-  approved  by  the  Canal  Commissioner,  and  audited  by  the  Auditor  of  the 
Canal  Department,  and  the  said  vouchers  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  Auditor  of  the  Canal  Department,  there  to  remain  of  record;  and  the  t 
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paper,  the  amonnt  of  material  and  the  cost  price  thereof,  purchased  the 
preceding  month  for  use  upon  the  canals. 

§  8.  Each  of  the  said  paymasters  shall  execute  and  file  in  the  Canal 
Department  a  bond  to  the  people  of  this  State,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
peribrmauce  of  his  duty,  and  al^o  for  the  faithfal  expenditure  and  pay- 
ment of  the  moneys  which  shall  be  entrusted  to  him,  in  such  penalty  as 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Canal  Fund  shall  direct,  and  with  such  sureties 
as  the  Auditor  may  approve.  The  Commissioners  of  the  Canal  Fund 
shall  have  power  to  fix  the  salary  and  compensation  of  each  of  the  said 
paymasters,  which  shall  not  exceed  two  thousand  dollars  per  annnm. 

i  9.  So  much  of  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  as  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  or  authorize  the  letting  of  the  repairs  of  the  canals 
by  contract,  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  but  the  repeal 
of  any  former  law,  which  in  terms  abolished  any  then  existing  office, 
whose  appointment  was  vested  in  the  Canal  Board  or  the  Contracting 
Board,  shall  not  be  deemed  and  taken  to  revive  such  o£5ce,  or  the  power 
to  make  any  appointments  thereto,  except  superintendents  of  repairs. 

MO.  Whenever  any  contractor  shall  deliver  up  and  surrender  his 
contract  to  be  cancelled  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  same 
shall  be  accepted  by  the  Canal  Board,  after  the  full  performance  of  the 
condititions  thereof,  such  contractor  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the 
Canal  Commissioner  in  charge  a  draft  upon  the  Auditor  for  the  amount 
of  the  money  deposited  as  security  for  the  perfoi^mance  thereof,  together 
with  the  interest  thereon,  and  also  a  draft  for  the  sum  or  sums  that 
would  be  due  to  the  contractor  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed,  and  the 
said  contract  had  not  been  cancelled. 

Ml.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be  held  or  construed  to 
affect  any  action  now  pending,  or  any  right  of  action  now  existing,  nor 
any  power  conferred  upon  the  Attoi;ney  General,  to  bring  actions  upon 
or  concerning  any  contract  for  canal  repairs,  nor  any  action  brought  by 
him  and  now  pending. 

M2.  Any  superintendent,  engineer,  foreman,  contractor,  or  other 
person,  who  shall  make  any  receipt,  voucher,  estimate  or  statement 
false  in  fact  with  respect  to  the  quantity,  kind  or  quality  of  any  mate- 
rials bought  or  sold,  or  of  work  done,  or  of  labor  performed,  in  and 
about  the  business  of  repairing  or  maintaining  any  of  the  canals  of  this 
State,  with  the  intent  thereby  to  defraud  the  State,  who,  except  in  pay- 
ment of  his  legal  salary,  fees  or  perquisites,  receives  or  consents  to 
receive,  directly  or  indirectly,  anything  of  value,  or  of  personal  advan- 
tage, or  the  promise  thereof,  for  performing  or  omitting  to  perform  any 
official  act,  or  with  the  express  of  implied  understanding  that  his  official 
action  or  omission  to  act  is  to  be  in  any  degree  inflnenced  thereby,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  on  conviction  shall  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  in  a  State  prison  for  a  term  not  exceeding  five  years,  or 
by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  or  both,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court. 

§  13.  Whenever  any  Canal  Commissioner  shall  be  suspended  or  dis- 
abled from  executing  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  remaining  Commis- 
sioners shall,  for  ^e  time  being,  take  charge  of  the  division  in  charge 
of  said  Commissioner  at  the  time  said  suspension  or  disability  occured, 
and  perform  all  the  duties  of  said  suspended  or  disabled  Commissioner.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Palmer  and  by  unanimous  consent,  the  rules  were 
suspended,  and  the  Assembly  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Rhinebeck  and  Rondout  Ice  Bridge  and  Passenger  Company,"  was 
recommitted  to  the  committee  on  rotuis  and  bridges,  with  power  to  report 
complete.

Mr.  O'Donnell,  from  the  committee  on  finance,  to  which  was  referred 
the  Assembly  bill  entitled  "An  act  making  appropriation!!  for  the  sup- 
port of  government,''  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same, 
with  amendments,  and  said  bill  was  committed  to  the  committee  of  the 
whole. 

I  dissent  from  that  part  of  the  report  which  appoints  another  commis- 
sioner residing  in  the  city  of  Albany,  for  the  reason  that  Hamilton  Harris 
and^ohn  Y.  L.  Pruyn,  members  of  tike  commission,  reside  in  the  city  of 
Albany.  The  new  capitol  being  for  tike  whole  State,  as  well  as  for  the 
city  of  Albany,  it  seems  to  me  proper  and  necessary  that  the  additional  j, 
commissioners  should  be  located  in  other  parts  of  the  State;  particularly,  3^  Lv 
I  claim  that  one  commissioner  ought  to  be  located  in  the  central  part  of 
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the  State  and  another  in  the  northern  part,  both  sections  now  being 
unrepresented  in  the  commission,  as  it  is  constituted. 

It  will  take  a  number  of  years,  if  annual  appropriations  are  made  by 
the  Legislature,  to  complete  the  building.  In  my  judgment,  the  present 
plan  of  building  by  sections,  so  as  to  retain  the  old  capitol  for  the  use  of 
the  Legislature  while  the  new  capitol  is  building,  is  unworthy  of  serious 
consideration.  Such  a  plan  after  being  entered  on,  would  be  abandoned, 
and  the  Legislature  would  have  to  provide  for  some  other  place.  The 
extra  expense  would  in  my  opinion  more  than  pay  for  the  additional  land 
in  the  rear  of  the  present  capitol.  Another  very  important  consideration 
is  that,  if  the  present  capitol  is  allowed  to  remain,  the  Legislature  will 
not  be  compelled  to  appropriate  money  annually  for  the  new  capitol,  on 
acconnt  of  an  immediate  and  urgent  necessity  to  furnish  accommodations 
for  the  Legislature. 

I  dissent  from  that  part  of  the  report  which  appropriates  $260,000.  I 
estimate  that  there  is  money  enough  now  in  the  hands  of  the  commis- 
flioners  to  purchase  the  additional  lands.  The  people  of  the  State  are, 
in  my  opinion,  unwilling  at  present,  to  pay  the  necessary  additional  taxes 
which  will  have  to  be  levied  for  the  building  of  the  capitol  in  such  style 
as  the  State  demands.  From  the  testimony  before  the  committee  on 
finance,  I  do  not  believe  the  new  capitol  can  be  constructed  for  the  sum 
named  in  the  bill.  I  am  opposed  to  the  raising  of  any  additional  taxes 
upon  the  people  for  new  public  works,  until  our  present  assessment  laws 
are  changed,  so  that  personal  and  corporate  property  shall  pay  its  share 
of  taxes,  to  the  relief  of  the  real  estate  owners  of  the  State.

A  message  from  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  through  his  private  Sec-         j 
rotary,  was  received  and  read,  in  the  words  following:  ^ 
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State  of  New  York— Executiys  DupiimBNT,  \ 
Albany,  April  28,  1868.         ) 

To  the  Senate:  I  respectfully  retarn  herewith,  without  jn'y  approval, 
Senate  bill  No.  157,  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  construction  of  a 
railroad  in  One  Hundred  and  Twentj-fifth  street,  and  certain  other 
streeUi,  roads  and  avenues  in  the  city  of  New  York." 

It  is  proposed  by  this  bill  to  confer  upon  certain  persons  named 
therein^  and  their  assignees,  authority  to  construct  and  operate  a  rail- 
road with  double  or  single  track,  ''commencing  at  the  foot  of  One  Hun- 
dlred  and  Thirtieth  street.  North  river,  and  running  thence  though  and 
along  One  Hundred  and  Thirtieth  street,  Manhattan  street,  and  One 
Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  street  to  the  Harlem  river;  also,  from  One 
Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  street  through  and  along  Third  avenue  to  the 
Harlem  river;  thence  east  from  Third  «venue  along  One  Hundred  and 
Thirtieth  street  to  Harlem  river,  and  through  and  along  Eleventh  ave- 
nue, the  Bloomingdale  road,  Tenth  avenue  and  Eingsbridg^  road  to 
Kingsbridge,  together  with  the  necessary  crossings,  turnouts,  junctions, 
stands  and  switches.'' 

I  have  been  thus  particular  in  reciting  the  territory  which  the  grantees 
are  authorized  to  appropriate  to  the  uses  specified  in  the  bill,  in  order  to 
show  the  magnitude  of  the  proposed  franchise,  and  the  great  importance 
of  well  considered  safeguards  against  a  diversion  or  abuse  of  the  privi- 
leges conferred. 

Without  considering  the  important  interests  to  be  affected  by  the  pro- 
posed enactment,  I  should  feel  constrained  to  withhold  my  assent  from 
the  bill  upon  the  ground  that  the  extent  and  description  of  the  route  is 
nianifestly  vague  and  indefinite. '  It  will  be  conceded  that  an  irrepeala- 
blef  grant  of'  such  important  and  extensive  privileges  should  be  so  care- 
fully defined  and  restricted  as  to  leave  no  doubt  as  to  the  scope  and 
aathority  conferred.  It  may  be,  that  the  purpose  of  the  grantees 
extends  only  to  the  laying  of  a  single  or  double  track  across  the  city 
and  from  a  point  on  or  adjacent  to  the  Hiiriem  river  north  to  Kings- 
bridge,  a  distsnce  of  ten  or  twelve  miles.  From  a  careful  examination, 
however,  I  am  led  to  believe  that  authority  is  given  by  the  bill  to  con* 
struct  a  ■  railroad,  wit}i  single  or  double  tracks,  throughout  the  entire 
length  of  Tenth  avenue,  Eleventh  avenue,  the  Bloomingdale  road,  and 
the  Kingsbridge  road,  fully  thirty  miles,  as  will  appear  from  the  approxi- 
mate  estimate  of  distances,  which  I  respectfully  submit: 

125th  street,  Hudson  to  Harlem  river,  about , .  •     31  miles.

Bloomingdale  road  from  Manhattan  street,  to  144th  street, 

about I    mile. 

Manhattan  street  from  125th  to  130th  street,  about 1      mile 

Third  avenue  from  125th  street  to  Harlem  bridge,  about. ...       i    mile. 
130th  street  from  Third  avenue^ to  Harlem  river,  about.  ••• .  •       i    mile. 

The  extent  of  territory  covered  by  the  grant  will  at  once  arrest  *^®*^^^r^^T^ 
attention  as  among  ttio  most  remarkable  of  all  the  city  railroad  fran-'OOglC 
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chises,  even  if  it  has  a  parallel  in  the  history  of  any  past  legislation 
upon  the  subject. 

It  will  be  further  observed  that  the  bill  requires  the  road  to  be  com- 
pleted to  155th  street  within  two  years,  but  no  penalty  or  forfeiture  is 
prescribed  for  failure  in  this  particular,  neither  is  the  period  fixed  for 
the  completion  of  the  larger  part  of  the  road,  or  the  termination  of  the 
grant.  While  the  public  interest  may  not  require  that  the  Vhole  of  the 
proposed  roads  should  be  constructed  within  two  years,  it  will  be  admit- 
ted that  there  should  be  some  limit,  so  that  the  enterprise  and  capital 
of  other  parties  could  be  enlisted  in  the  event  of  the  failure  or  refusal 
of  the  grantees  to  avail  themselves  of  all  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
within  some  appropriate  period. 

It  may  not  be  an  objection  to  the  bill  that  the  proposed  road  occupies 
a  part  of  the  public  drive  known  as  the  Boulevard,  just  located  at  great 
expense,  and  about  to  be  laid  out  and  embellished  by  the  Commissioners 
of  the  Central  Park.  It  would  seem,  however,  that  such  an  avenue 
should  not  be  diverted  to  uses  never  contemplated *by  the  public  authori- 
ties or  owners  of  property  upon  it  and  adjacent  to  it,  without  the 
fullest  opportunity  for  consultation  with  the  city  authorities  and  a 
reasonable  concurrence  of  public  and  private  interests. 

Nor  is  it  too  much  to  say,  that  careful  provision  should  be  made  for 
payment  into  the  city  treasury  or  a  fair  equivalent  for  privileges  so 
extensive,  and  prospectively  so  valuable.  It  is  true,  that  the  bill  pro- 
vides that  after  tho  expiration  of  seven  years,  the  grantees  shall 
annually  pay  to  the  city  of  New  York  "  five  per  cent  of  the  net  profits 
for  the  year  ending  the  first  day  of  December  previous  thereto,"  but  it 
is  apparant  that  the  consideration  named  is  disporportionate  to  the 
value  of  the  grant,  if  indeed  it  is  not  wholly  delusive.  The  sum  men- 
tioned can  hardly  be  regarded  as  of  any  practical  moment  or  of  any 
certain  amount,  when  it  is  understood  that  there  is  no  limit  to  the 
expense  to  be  annpally  incurred,  save  the  discretion  of  the  grantees, 
and  the  net  profits  can  only  be  arrived  at  after  all  expenses  are  paid 
and  no  penalty  is  imposed  for  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  the  grantees  to 
execute  any  requirement  whatever. 

A  further  reason  why  I  cannot  give  my  assent  to  this  bill,  consists  in 
the  fact  the  proposed  grant  may  assume  the  character  of  an  irrevocable 
vested  right,  which  I  regard  as  in  violation  of  sound  public  policy. 
Especially,  in  the  great  and  rapidly  growing  city  of  New  York,  it  is  not 
easy  to  foresee  what  pubilc  necessity  may  in  the  future  arise  to  require 
some  modification  or  change  of  the  route  proposed,  or  of  some  of  the 
provisions  of  the  bill;  nor  what  policy  in  respect  to  the  streets  is  best 
adapted  to  subserve  the  convenience  of  the  public  a  few  generations 
hence.  Instead  of  this,  as  it  seems  to  me,  the  most  vital  reservation  of 
authority,  the  Legislature  confers  upon  the  parties  named  &nd  their 
assigns,  a  perpetual  franchise,  absolute  and  irrepealable.  I  cannot 
conceal  from  myself  the  danger  of  such  an  unlimited  and  exclosivc 
grant,  conferring  such  extensive 'privileges  in  a  city  where  business 
expansion,  commercial  growth  and  almost  marvelous  enterprise  are  the 
daily  experience,  and,  under  the  changing  conditions  that  are  liable  to 
result  therefrom,  such  a  grant  may  become  highly  injurious  and  oppres- 
sive. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  provisions  of  the  bill  throughout  confer  upon 
the  grantees  very  large  powers  in  respect  to  entering  streets  and 
acquiring  property,  and  the  restrictions  are  very  few  and  feeble.    In 
the  second  section  a  supervisory  authority  only  is  conceded  to  the  «om*  ^QJip 
mon  council  as  regards  the  frequency  of  running  the  cars,  but  with  this    o 
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oxception  there  is  no  restrictioD  nor  supervision  whatever;  while  the 
fourth  section  perpetually  enjoins  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  New  York 
Trom  giving  any  assent  to  or  allowing  any  other  company  to  construct 
any  railroad  upon  the  streets,  avenues  and  roads  named  ''or  from  doing 
any  other  act  to  hinder  or  obstruct  the  construction  or  operation  of  the 
said  railroad  as  herein  authorized." 

I  have  thus  briefly  stated  the  reasons  which  control  me  in  refusing 
my  assent  to  this  bill.  I  regret  the  necessity  for  differing  with  the 
Liegislature,  yet  I  must  believe  that,  upon  further  consideration,  the 
objections  I  have  made  will  be  deemed  to  outweigh  the  advantages  to 
result  from  the  proposed  enactment.

The  bill  further  provides  that  the  sheriff  of  the  county  of  New  York 
shall  be  entitled  to  an  addition  of  ten  per  cent,  on  the  foregoing  amounts, 
and  confers  upon  him  the  sole  and  exclusive  authority  to  execute  all 
judgments  of  foreclosure  and  sale  made  in  the  city  and  county  of  New 
York. 

The  importance  of  the  office  of  sheriff  must  be  admitted,  and  it  is 
believed  to  be  true,  that  under  the  present  tariff  of  fees  and  charges,  its 
emolument  in  nearly  if  not  quite  all  the  counties  of  the  State,  is  com- 
mensurate with  its  importance  and  reaponsibility.     This  circumstance 
alone  is  sufficient  to  explain  the  fact,  that  in  a  majority  of  counties  the 
duties  of  this  office  arc  not  only  willingly  assumed,  but  the  office  is  ear- 
nestly sought  by  men  of  high  character  and  qualifications.     In  most    ^  ^ 
localities  it  is  believed  that  the  revenues  of  this  office  have  steadily  V^OOQlC 
increased  by  reason  of  augmented  population  and  the  consequent  enlarge-              ^ 
ment  of  H^usiAOSS  enterprisesi  and  perhaps  the  greater  accumulation  of 
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wealth.  It  is  possibly  true  that  the  reyennes  of  the  ofiSce  may  not  in  all 
cases  have  been  graduated  to  the  changing  values  of  commoditie*  and 
the  Cosi  of  living;  but  considering  the  general  advance  in  property  and 
the  extensioii  of  business  transactions,  it  aeems  altogether  probable  that 
the  refvenues  of  the  ofiSce  of  sheriff  have  been  correspondingly  increased. 
It  appears  to  me,  that  so  long  as  the  ofiSce  is  reasonably  remunerative 
under  the  present  tariff  of  fees,  this  is  no  time  to  propose  a  large  advante, 
and  that  the  public  interests  do  not  require  the  changes  proposed  in  the 
bill. 

If  it  shall  prove  true  as  predicted  by  many,  that  we  are  rapidly  ap- 
proaching a  period  of  financial  and  commercial  embarrassment  of  unu- 
sual severity  and  duration,  while  the  general  business  interests  m^ust'of 
necessity  greatly  suffer,  it  is  certain  that  a  calamity  of  this  character 
only  serves  to  increase  the  business  and  profits  of  the  sheriff;  and,  in  my 
judgment,  it  is  not  wise  at  this  time  to  augment  so  largely  the  alreac^ 
quite  aibple  reward  to  this  class  of  officers. 

Even  if  the  bill  could  be  justified  on  sound  principles  of  public  policy, 
authorizing  additional  compensation,  I  am  still  unable  to  discover  any 
good  reason  for  the  discrimination  in  respect  to  fees  and  official  duties 
whidh  the  bill  creates  in  favor  of  the  sheriff  of  the  city  and  county  of 
New  Y<^rk.  If  it  be  claimed  that  the  mc^itude  of  the  responsibilities 
that  attach  to  the  office  in  the'  Metropolis  entitle  the  sheriff  to  greater 
pay  then  in  other  counties,  the  operation  of  the  present  law  affords  the 
adequate  remedy.  It  cannot  be  admitted  that  the  ratio  of  increase 
should  be  so  marked  in  favor  of  that  city.  It  is  said  that  the  emolu- 
ments of  this  office  in  the  city  of  New  York  are  now  not  much  less  than 
$100,000  a  year;  but  if  those  figures  are  possibly  too  large,  it  may  still 
be  said  that  the  rapid  growth  of  this  great  commercial  mart  and  its 
almost  fabu^oua  increase  of  business,  wealth  and  population,  must 
attach  to  the  office  of  sheriff  a  very  great  annual  compensation..  It  is 
well  understood  that  this  office  in  New  York  city  has  always  been 
eagerly  sought  for,  and  it  may  be  presumed  noteless' because  of  the 
honor  and  power  conferred,  thdn  for  its  pecuniary  value;.  an4  I  canDot 
doubt  that  if  the  income  of  the  office  should  remain  wbeiie  it  is,  with  the 
natural' and  legitimate  increase  from  causes  referred  to, 'it. will  t)on- 
tinue  to  be  a  leading  object  of  personal  and  political  attainment.*    . 

The  propriety  of  enlarging  the  .scope  of  hii^  duties  )jy  orequiring  him  to 
execute  all  judgp[)ent8  of  foreclosure  and  sale  in  the  cil^  and^c^jqiiiy  of 
New  York,  may  well  be  questioned.  In  my  judgment  it  is  unwise^  It 
is  better  and  .safer  to  leave  it  to  the  court  pronouncing  the  judgment,  to 
say  whether  a  sale  shall  be  made  by  a  sheriff,  or  by  an  officer  Of  its  own 
selection,  and  the  exercise  of  this  discretion  might  depend  upon  a  great 
variety  of  circumstances  after  hearing  the  parties  concerned.  I  may 
also  be  permitted  to  suggest  that  by  existing  laws  the  fees  of  a  referee 
or  sheriff  in  such  sales,  are  limited  to  a  moderate  amount,  not  at  all 
depending  on  the  value  of  the  property  to  be  sold.  I  am  led  to  think, 
however,  that  the  bill  might  be  construed  to  allow  the  sheriff  poundage 
on  sales  in  foreclosure,  partition  and  the  like,  as  upon  ordinary  sales 
upon  execution.  In  such  case,  a  sale  of  very  valuable  property  in  the 
city  of  New  York,  would  give  the  sheriff  enormous  fees,  and  subject  par- 
ties to  onerous  exactions. 

In  view  of  these  suggestions,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  bill  would 
invest  the  sheriff  of  New  York  in  all  esses  with  powers  in  the  sale  of 
real  estate,  which  may  be  liable  to  great  abuse,  and  this  consideration 
alone  would  induce  me  to  withhold  my  assent  from  the  bill.  t  i

The  President  then  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate  would  agree 
to  so  much  of  said  amendment  as  relates  to  the  bill  entitled  "An  act 
relative  to  taxes  and  assessments  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  the  office 
of  commissioner  of  taxes  and  assessments  for  the  city  and  county  of  New 
York/'  and  it  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  Folger  moved  to  amend  by  including  in  the  same  committee  of 
the  whole,  the  Senate  bill  entitled  as  follows: 

"An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  simplify  and  abridge  the 
practice,  pleadings  and  proceedings  of  the  courts  of  this  State,'  passed

Your  committee,  appointed  pursuant  to  resolution  adopted  April  10th, 
1868,  to  inquire  as  to  the  use  of  money,  &c.  to  influence  the  action  of 
Senators  upon  measures  relating  to  railways,  respectfully  report: 

That  they  had  commenced  such  uivestigation  and  diligently  prQiB@OQlC 
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cuted  the  same,  bo  far  as  time  and  their  other  necessary  duties  would 
permit,  but  have  been  unable  to  complete  the  same. 

This  failure  to  accomplish  the  work  entrusted  to  your  committee, 
results  in  a  great  measure  from  inability  to  obtain  the  attendance  of 
some  witnesses  deemed  material  in  such  investigation.  Some  of  these 
witnesses,  your  committee  have  reason  to  believe,  have  left  the  State 
temporarily,  or  concealed  themselves  within  it,  for  the  purpose  of  avoid- 
ing the  service  of  process  to  compel  such  attendance,  thinking  that  the 
approaching  adjournment  will  terminate  the  powers  of  your  committee. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  report  of  the  testimony  now 
taken,  in  the  present  incomplete  stage  ot  the  investigation,  would  do 
injustice  to  some  parties  referred  to  by  witnesses,  and  would  perhaps 
defeat  the  object  of  the  investigation. 

They  are  therefore  compellea  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  accom- 
panying resolution.

the  United  States  heretofore  issued,  subject  to  taxation  for  State  and 
municipal  purposes,  as  soon  as  the  government  has  the  right  to  pay 
them,  if  the  holders  thereof  shall  choose  to  retain  them  instead  of  ex- 
changing them  for  new  six  per  cent  bonds  of  the  United  States,  payable 
in  gold  twenty  or  thirty  years  from  date,  subject  to  taxation  for  State 
and  municipal  purposes;  the  object  being  to  make  all  bonds  of  the  United 
States,  subject  to  State  and  municipal  taxation,  as  soon  as  it  can  be 
done  consistent  with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  to  the  same 
extent  that  bonds  of  the  several  States,  and  of  counties,  towns,  cities  and 
villages  are  now  subject  to  taxation  under  the  laws  of  the  different 
States.  And  our  Senators  and  Representatives  are  requested  to  favor 
the  passage  of  laws  for  carrying  the  foregoing  views  into  effect.

same,  passed  April  2, 1850,  and  any  acts  amendatory  thereof,  or  in  addi- 
tion thereto,'  and  such  modifications  may  be  made  in  the  formal  parts  of 
the  proceedings,  in  order  to  make  them  applicable  to  the  purpose,  as  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Supreme  Court. 

''The  said  commissioners  shall  review  the  plans  which  have  been 
adopted  for  the  new  capitol,  and  may  change  and  modify  the  same  or 
adopt  others  in  their  place,  as  they  may  deem  advisable  and  proper;

account  shall  be  for  services,  it  must  show  when,  where  and  under 
what  authority  they  were  rendered;  if  for  expenditures,  when,  where 
and  under  what  authority  they  were  made;  if  for  articles  furnished,  when 
and  where  they  were  furnished,  to  whom  they  were  delivered,  and  under 
what  authority;  and  if  the  demand  shall  be  for  traveling  expenses,  the 
account  must  also  specify  the  distance  traveled,  the  places  of  starting 
and  destination,  the  duty  or  business,  the  date  and  items  of  expenditure. 
All  accounts  must  be  verified  by  an  affidavit,  to  the  effect  that  the 
account  is  true,  just  and  correct,  and  that  no  part  of  it  has  been  paid, 
but  is  actually  and  justly  due,  and  owing.  On  all  accounts  for  trans- 
portation, furniture,  blank  and  other  books,  purchased  for  the  use  of 
office,  binding  blanks,  printing,  stationery,  postage,  cleaning,  and  other 
necessary  incidental  expenses,  a  bill  duly  receipted  must  also  be  fur- 
nished; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  report  annually  to 
the  Legislature  the  detail  of  these  several  expenditures. 

"  §  3.  All  institutions  and  societies  entitled  by  law  to  receive  money 
from  the  State,  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Legislature  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  January  in  each  year,  and  no  such  money 
shall  be  paid  in  any  such  case  until  such  report  is  made  therein."

The  said  com- 
missioners, hereinbefore  directed  to  be  appointed,  shall  hold  their  offices 
respectively  for  the  period  of  five  years,  and  shall  possess  all  the  powers 
of  the  present  members  of  said  Croton  Aqueduct  Board.  The  commis- 
sioners of  the  Croton  Aqueduct  Department,  after  such  first  appointment, 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  comptroller  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  five  years.  All  vacancies  among  said 
commissioners  shall  be  filled  by  the  comptroller,  and  persons  appointed 
to  fill  vacancies  shall  hold  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  persons  in  whoso 
places  respectively  they  are  appointed.    The  said  commissioners  shall 
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be  subject  to  removal  only  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the 
removal  of  sheriffs.  Each  of  the  said  commissioners  shall  receive  the 
same  annual  salary  as  is  now  paid  to  the  president  of  said  board.  The 
said  commissioners  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  as  president,  and 
shall  appoint  a  competent  engineer-in-chief,  who  shall  receive  such  com- 
pensation as  the  said  commissioners  shall  fix,  and  who  shall  hold  his 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  said  commissioners.  He  shall  have 
charge  of  the  Croton  Aqueduct  and  all  structures  and  property  con- 
nected with  the  supply  and  distribution  of  Croton  water  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  and  tiie  underground  drainage  of  the  same/ subject  to  the 
control  and  direction  of  the  said  commissioners. 

"  §  5.  At  the  end  of  ten  days  after  the  appointment  of  the  said  com-

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  deliver  said  bill  to  the  Assembly,  and  reqnest 
their  concurrence  therein. 

A  message  from  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  through  his  private  Sec- 
retary, was  received  and  read,  in  the  words  following: 

State  of  New  York — Executive  Department,  1 
Albany,  May  4,  1868.         ) 

To  the  Senate :  I  respectfully  return  without  my  approval.  Senate  bill 
No.  367,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  widening  of  West  street  in 
the  city  of  New  York,  on  the  westerly  side  thereof,  from  Battery  place 
to  Hammond  street." 

Under  existing  laws,  full  authority  is  conferred  on  the  common  coun- 
cil of  the  city  of  New  York  to  direct,  by  ordinance,  for  improvements  of 
the  class  named  in  this  bill,  with  all  the  safeguards  in  respect  to  public 
and  private  rights,  and  all  the  restrictions  deemed  essential  to  the  faith- 
ful execution  of  powers  so  largely  affecting  interests  of  very  great  im- 
portance. It  will  be  seen,  however,  that  the  bill  authorizes  the  street 
commissioner  to  fill  in,  widen  and  regulate — and  erect  the  necessary 
protecting  bulkheads — West  street  as  stated  in  the  title,  from  Battery 
Place  to  Hammond  street,  a  distance  as  nearly  as  I  can  ascertain, 
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about  three  miles,  and  iDyolving  an  expenditure  of  a  vast  sum  of  money, 
depending^entirely  on  the  discretion  of  the  street  commissioner.  There 
is  no  provision  in  the  bill  requiring  that  the  work  shall  be  given  out  by 
contract  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  subject  to  the  restrictions  and  limita- 
tions usual  in  such  cases,  but  the  street  commissioner  has  full  power  to 
do  the  work,  or  cause  it  to  be  done  "  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  find  to 
be  necessary  or  deem  proper." 

Inasmuch  as  the  common  council  are  invested  with  ample  powers  in 
the  opening,  extending,  altering  or  otherwise  improving  any  street,  it 
is  difficult  to  conceive  of  any  good  reason  founded  in  public  convenience 
or  necessity,  for  this  special,  and,  as  it  seems  to  me,  somewhat  extraor- 
dinary enactment.  The  bill  certainly  departs  widely  from  the  practice 
heretofore  regarded  as  essential  for  the  protection  of  public  and  private 
interests,  and  I  cannot  but  regard  a  precedent  of  this  character  a  dan- 
gerous innovation,  unless  based  upon  some  consideration  not  disclosed 
m  the  bill,  and  not  apparent  to  me  by  any  information  I  can  obtain. 

In  the  amended  charter  of  the  city,  section  38,  chapter  446,  Laws  of 
1857,  it  is  provided  that  whenever  any  work  is  to  be  done  which  shall 
involve  the  expenditure  of  more  than  $250,  the  same  shall  be  by  con- 
tract, under  such  regulations  concerning  it  as  shall  be  established  by 
ordinance  of  the  common  council,  and  all  such  contracts  shall  be  given 
to  the  lowest  bidder.  The  act  of  1813,  entitled  "An  aot  to  reduce  the 
several  laws  of  the  city  of  New  York  into  one  act,"  provides  that  *'  when- 
ever and  so  often  as  it  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  mayor,  aldermen 
and  commonalty,  in  common  council  convened,  be  necessary  or  desirable 
for  the  public  convenience  or  health,  to  lay  out,  form  and  open  any  street 
or  streets,  or  public  place  or  places,  in  any  part  of  the  said  city  not  laid 
out  into  streets,  avenues  or  squares,  and  public  places  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  streets  and  roads  in  the  city  of  New  York,  or  to  extend,  alter 
or  otlierwise  improve  any  street  or  streets,  or  part  of  a  street  already 
laid  out,  or  hereafter  to  be  laid  out,  *  *  ,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  to  order  and  direct  the  same 
to  be  done,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  done  accordingly.'^  With  such 
well  considered  provisions  upon  this  whole  subject,  it  seems  to  me  clear 
that  this  improvement  should  be  under  the  control  of  the  common  coun- 
cil, which  may  be  presumed  to  be  better  acquainted  with  the  character 
and  requirements  of  the  undertaking,  and  where  the  owners  of  property 
and  business  interests  directly  affected  can  have  the  fullest  opportunity 
for  a  fair  hearing  and  consultation. 

It  will  be  further  observed,  that  by  this  bill  no  assessment  for  damages 
is  directed  or  required,  and  the  whole  expense  is  to  be  levied  upon  pro- 
perty deemed  to  be  benefited  by  the  improvement  The  appointment  of 
three  (3)  commissioners  by  the  Supreme  Court  upon  application  of  the 
street  commissioner,  to  make  such  assessment,  seems  to  be  superfluous, 
for  the  reason  that  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  board  of  assessors  appointed 
under  section  15,  chapter  302,  Laws  of  1859,  to  make  all  such  estimates 
and  assessments.  The  board  of  assessors  are  salaried  officers,  and 
receive  no  fees  or  compensation  whatever  in  addition  to  such  salary  for 
their  services.  On  the  other  hand,  it  will  be  seen,  that  there  is  no  limit 
to  the  lees  and  charges  of  the  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  this 
bill,  and  it  would  appear  unjust  to  the  owners  of  property,  in  the  absence 
of  any  public  exigency,  to  compel  them  to  bear  unlimited  burdens  in  the 
discretion  of  a  single  officer,  in  addition  to  those  which  are  now  neces- 
sarilv  imposed.  It  may  be  also  remarked,  that  under  the  constitution 
and  laws,  in  all  cases  of  street  improvements,  when  an  assessment  ^^^f^f^r^]r> 
damages  as  well  as  benefit  is  to  be  made,  it  is  required  by  commission-*^ ^^"^^ 
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era,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Snpreme  Oonrt^  bnt  in  all  other  cases,  when 
the  assessment  is  for  benefit  alone,  the  same  is  required  to  be  made  by 
the  board  of  assessors. 

It  may,  therefore,  be  said  that  the  bill  is  not  only  an  abrupt  departure 
from  established  policy,  in  respect  of  the  matter  to  which  it  refers,  but 
that  its  various  provisions  confer  very  extensive  and  unusual  power 
upon  the  street  commissioner.  The  restrictions  in  the  bill  are  very 
inadequate;  and  so  far  as  the  cost  of  the  work  is  concerned,  which  may 
be  very  great,  even  with  the  exercise  of  the  best  judgment  and  the  most 
rigid  economy,  there  is  no  limitation  whatever  to  the  discretion  of  the 
street  commissioner.  I  cannot  perceive  why,  under  the  provisions  of 
this  bill,  the  street  commissioner  may  not,  in  his  absolute  and  uncon- 
trolled discretion,  expend  millions  of  dollars  without  any  notice  to,  or 
consultation  with  those  who  are  ultimately  to  pay  the  cost.  After  the 
expense  has  been  incurred,  special  commissioners  are  to  assess  the 
amount  upon  the  property  supposed  to  be  benefited,  but  I  find  no  pro- 
vision authorizing  those  who  are  to  pay  the  amount,  from  questioning 
the  action,  discretion  or  authority  of  the  street  commissioner  in  the 
premises.  I  do  not  think  any  such  bill  should  become  a  law,  as  it  may 
tend,  practically,  to  confiscate  private  property  without  due  legal  pro- 
cess. 

While  I  am  reluctant  to  interpose  objections  to  bills  passed  by  the 
Legislature  having  merely  a  local  bearing,  the  innovation  in  the  mode 
of  conducting  improvements  in  the  city  of  N^ew  York,  the  latitude  of 
the  powers  conferred,  and  the  magnitude  of  the  interests  involved,  lead 
me  to  return  this  bill  for  further  consideration.

The  Assembly  returned  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  supplementary  to 
chapter  489  of  the  Laws  of  1867,  and  to  provide  for  the  collection  and 
application  of  revenues  in  the  county  of  New  York  in  certain  cases," 
with  a  message  informing  that  they  had  pa9sed  the  same,  with  the  fol- 
lowing amendments: 

Section  3,  line  5,  engrossed  bill,  strike  out  the  word  "  one,"  and  insert 
in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "three." 

Section  4,  line  18,  after  the  word  "  thereof,"  insert  the  words  "  and

§  6.  Whenever  the  Governor  shall  have  filed  his  approval  in  the  Sec- 
retary of  State's  office,  of  the  experimental  section  of  the  railway  here- 
inbefore referred  to,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  East  Side  and  New  Rochelle 
Patent  railway,  a  corporation  duly  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the 
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laws  of  this  State,  to  commence  and  construct  an  extension  of  the  same 
to  and  along  the  easterly  side  of  the  said  city,  on  the  route  or  lii^es  here- 
inafter mentioned.  Before  proceeding*  with  the  construction  of  the  same, 
the  said  last  named  company  shall  tender  its  bond  to  the  Comptroller  of 
the  State  and  the  comptroller  of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  in 
amounts  similar  to  those  hereinbefore  mentioned,  as  security  for  the  pay-  ^  ^ 
ment  of  any  damages  to  private  property  as  mentioned,  and  also  for  pay- 
ment of  the  five  per  cent  revenue  to  the  city  or  county  treasurer,  and  there- 
upon it  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  powers,  privileges  and  rates  of  fare 
under  similar  corporate  agreements  as  provided  for  the  company  first 
named  in  this  act,  and  the  act  to  which  this  is  supplementary,  and  said 
last  named  company  may  also  amend  its  title  or  corporate  name,  in  like 
manner,  and  to  the  same  effect  as  provided  for  in  section  of  this  act; 
provided  that  it  shall  commence  and  complete  its  line  of  railway  within 
five  years  (legal  delays  excepted)  from  date  of  executive  approval  here- 
inbefore referred  to,  or  be  liable  to  a  forfeiture  of  the  amount  of  its  bond 
filed  with  the  city  comptroller  aforesaid,  and  its  right  to  occupy  the  por- 
tion of  the  route  within  said  city  then  unconstructed,  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Legislature. 

§  T.  The  said  last  named  company,  or  its  successors,  may  commence 
and  construct  its  elevated  railway  under  the  general  powers,  regulations 
and  restrictions  conferred  or  imposed  by  this  act,  or  the  act  to  which 
this  is  supplementary,  on  the  route  beginning  at  Battery  place,  in  the 
city  of  New  York,  at  the  southerly  end  of  the  experimental  section 
already  erected,  and  continuing  thence  by  tracks  on  both  sides  of  State 
street  in  like  manner  to  and  along  Pearl  street,  to  and  along  New 
Bowery  and  Bowery  streets  to  or  across  Houston  street,  and  thence  to 
or  along  both  sides  of  such  one  of  the  avenues  east  of  Lexington  avenue 
as  the  constructing  company  may  by  its  engineer  designate  for  continu- 
ing said  railway  to  and  across  the  Harlem  river  to  or  beyond  the  village

Ordered^  That  the  Clerk  return  said  bill  to  the  Assembly,  with  a  mes- 
sage informing  that  the  Senate  have  concurred  in  the  passage  of  the 
same,  without  amendment. 

Mr.  O'Donnell,  from  the  committee  of  conference  upon  the  bill  entitled 
''An  act  making  appropriations  for  support  of  government,"  reported 
back  the  said  bill,  with  the  item  relative  to  the  new,  capitol,  so  amended 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

**  For  the  new  capitol,  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars.  Ham- 
ilton Harris,  John  Y.  L.  Pruyn,  Obadiah  B.  Latham,  James  S.  Thayer, 
Alonzo  B.  Cornell,  William  A.  Rice,  James  Terwilliger  and  John  T. 
Hudson,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  erect- 
ing the  new  capitol,  in  place  of  the  present  board.  They  shall  proceed 
to  take  additional  land,  comprising  Hawk  street  and  one  half  of  the 
block  of  land  adjoining  such  street  on  the  west  thereof  between  Wash- 
ington avenue  and  Stale  street,  in  the  name  of  the  State,  and  lay  out  a 
street  running  through  from  Washington  avenue  to  State  street,  of  such 
width  as  they  may  deem  proper,  on  the  west  end  of  the  land  so  taken, 
which  land  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  such  new  capitol 
and  street,  and  declared  to  be  taken  for  public  use.  The  commissioners 
are  hereby  authorized  to  take  possession  of  the  said  lands  and  tenements, 
and  if  they  cannot  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  for  the  purchase  thereof 
they  shall  cause  application  to  be  made  to  the  Supreme  Court  fora  writ  of 
inquiry  of  damages,  and  such  proceedings  shall  thereupon  be  had  as  is 
provided  in  the  4th  article  of  title  2  of  chapter  9  of  the  3d  part  of  the 
Revised  Statutes.  The  said  commissioners  shall  review  the  plans  which 
have  been  adopted  for  the  new  capitol,  and  may  change  and  modify  the 
same  or  adopt  others  in  their  place,  as  thej  may  deem  advisable  and 
proper;  provided,  however,  that  they  shall  not  proceed  to  the  construc- 
tion of  the  said  new  capitol  unless  they  shall  be  satisfied  that  the 
expense  thereof  shall  not  exceed,  when  completed,  the  sum  of  four  mil- 
lions of  dollars.  The  buildings  known  as  Congress  Hall  building,  and 
the  present  Capitol,  and  State  Library  buildings,  shall  not  be  removed 
or  disturbed  until  further  directions  by  the  Legislature." 

The  President  put  the  question  whether*  the  Senate  would  agree  to 
the  report  of  the  committee,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative,  a 
majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  Senate  voting  in  favor  thereof, 
and  three-fifths  of  said  members  being  present,  as  follows:

except  also  that  said  board  may,  in  its  discretion,  reject  any  bid  which 
it  may  not  deem  for  the  interest  of  the  State  to  accept. 

"For  said  board  of  commissioners,  the  further  sum  of  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars,  to  enable  them  to  acquire  a  site  on  Coney  Island,  and 
erect  thereon  residences  for  the  officers  and  men  engaged  in  the  admin- 
istration of  quarantine  in  the  port  of  New  York,  said  sum  to  be  in  lieu 
of  the  sum  appropriated  to  the  commissioners  of  quarantine  by  chapter 
481  of  the  Laws  of  1867,  for  the  construction  of  the  necessary  docks 
and  buildings  for  a  landing  and  boarding  station  on  said  island,  and 
paying  for  the  site  thereof.  The  site  so  to  be  acquired  by  said  board  of 
commissioners  shall  be  on  the  westerly  end  of  said  island,  west  of  a 
line  drawn  due  north  and  souUi  across  the  same,  ten  rods  east  of  the 
easterly  side  of  the  building  known  as  the  Pavilion,  and  in  case  said 
board  shall  be  unable  to  acquire  title  to  the  same  by  purchase,  they,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  shall  make  and  record,  in  the  office  of  the  register 
of  the  county  of  Kings,  a  certificate  describing  the  site  selected  by 
them,  and  thev  may  then  acquire  title  thereto  in  behalf  of  the  people  of 
the  State,  under  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  third  section  of 
chapter  548  of  the  Laws  of  1867,  which  provisions  are  hereby  extended 
and  made  applicable  to  acquiring  title  to  the  site  herein  authorized  to 
be  selected.  So  much  of  existing  laws  as  authorize  the  selection  ^octIp 
any  other  site  upon  said  island,  or  the  use  of  any  part  thereof,  for  afiy^     O 
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purpose  connected  with  qnarantine  other  than  as  a  place  for  the  residence 
of  the  oflScers  and  men  connected  with  the  administration  thereof,  is 
hereby  repealed."

The  President  announced  the  question  "  Shall  this  bill  pass  notwith- 
standing the  objections  of  the  Governor  7" 

Mr.  O'Donnell  raised  the  point  of  order  that  the  vote  upon  said  bill 
having  been  once  reconsidered,  it  is  not  in  order  to  take  this  question 
again. 

The  Chair  in  deciding  the  point  raised  by  the  Senator  from  the 
Eighteenth  district,  begs  leave  to  state,  that  when  a  like  point  was 
raised  in  this  body  a  few  weeks  since,  during  the  discussion  of  the  veto 
message,  upon  the  bill  granting  State  aid  to  the  Whitehall  and  Platts- 
burgh  railroad,  the  Chair  had  not  sufficiently  examined  the  important 
question  to  determine  and  decide  the  same.  But  one  precedent  was 
cited,  and  that  was  adverse  to  the  point  raised.  The  Chair  accordingly 
submitted  the  subject  to  the  decision  of  the  Senate,  who  overruled  the 
point 

When  the  present  veto  message  was  before  jhe  Senate  a  few  days 
since,  a  like  point  was  raised  by  the  Senator  from  the  Eighteenth  dis- 
trict, on  the  motion  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  such  veto  was  sus- 
tained. The  Chair  had  not  then  had  an  opportunity  to  examine  the 
question,  and  again  submitted  the  subject  to  the  decision  of  the  Senate, 
who  again  overruled  the  point. 

Since  the  Chair  has  carefully  considered  the  question  involved,  and 
has  examined  the  journals  of  both  the  Senate  and  Assembly  for  the  past 
tenvears  for  precedents. 

The  point  now  raised  is  not  new,  but  has  been  many  times  presented 
and  decided  in  each  branch  of  the  State  legislature.  A  careful  exami- 
nation shows  that  each  decision,  with  one  single  exception,  which  was 
the  precedent  cited  during  the  debate  on  the  Whitehall  and  Plattsburgh 
veto,  has  been  in  favor  of  sustaining  the  point  of  order  as  now  raised  by 
the  Senator  from  the  Eighteenth.  This  exception,  with  the  two  votes  at 
this  session  already  referred  to,  are  the  only  three  decisions  which  the 
Chair  has  been  able  to  find,  in  opposition  to  the  pending  point  of  order. 

In  addition  to  the  weight  of  precedents,  were  the  question  a  new 
one,  the  Chair  after  deliberation,  is  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the  ip^^ihocjlp 
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of  order  is  sastained  alike  by  the  language  and  spirit  of  the  ninth  sec- 
tion of  the  fourth  article  of  the  Constitation  of  the  State. 

Accordingly,  the  Chair  feels  compelled  to  sustain  the  point  of  order 
raised  by  the  Senator  from  the  Eighteenth. 

Mr.  Mattoon  appealed  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair.

and  for  services  rendered  and  expenses  incurred  by  him  in  connection 
with  criminal  prosecutions  since  be  ceased  to  hold  said  office,  wfai<^ 
amount,  upon  the  confirmation  of  such  report  by  the  board  of  supervis- 
ors, the  comptroller  of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York  is  hereby- 
authorized  and  directed  to  pay."

''  §  2.  Whenever  the  comptroller  £hall  ^ave  reason  to  believe  that  any 
judgments  now  of  record,  or  which  may  be  hereafter  obtained  against  the 
coimty  of  New  York,  shidl  have  been  obtained  by  collusion  or  founded  in 
fraud,  he  is  hereby  aaUiorisBed  and  require  to  take  all  proper  and  neces-

said  claims,  to  adjust  the  same,  and  when  adjusted  to  duly  provide  for  its 
payment,  and  on  payment  to  obtain  and  file  full  releases  andacqnittaaoes 
from  claimants. 

**  §  3.  No  iudgment  against  the  county  of  N.ew  York  shall  be  valid 
unless  it  shall  be  proved  that  the  claim  on  which  the  action  is  brought 
has  been  presented  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county,  and  passed 
on  by  them,  or  that  they  have  unreasonably  refused  or  omitted  to  take 
action  on  the  same.

"  The  mayor  and  comptroller  of  the  city  of  New  York  are  hereby 
directed  to  select  four  daily  and  three  weekly  newspapers  published  in 
the  city  of  New  York,  as  papers  wherein  the  proceedings  of  the  common 
council  or  of  either  branch  thereof,  and  the  notices  of  its  committees  shall 
be  published,  and  shall  communicate  to  the  common  council  and  to  the 
clork  of  each  board  thereof,  the  names  of  titles  of  the  papers  which  he 
has  selected  as  official  papers.  And  no  proceedings  of  the  common  coun- 
cil or  of  either  branch  thereof,  or  notices  of  its  committees  shall  be  offi- 
cially published  in  any  other  paper  or  papers.  And  hereafter  the  said 
corporation  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  debt  incnrred  for  advertising  in 
contravention  of  this  provision,  and  no  person  or  corporation  other  than 
the  proprietors  of  such  selected  papers  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  ^^XoOqIp 
money  from  or  recover  any  judgment  against  the  mayor;  alderman  and         o 
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commonalty  of  the  city  of  New  York  for  pnblishing  or  advertising  the 
proceedings  of  the  common  council  or  of  either  branch  thereof,  or  notices 
of  its  committees/' 

In  striking  out  the  words  '*  cleaning  markets,  thirty-five  thousand 
dollars,"  and  substituting  therefor  the  words  "  cleaning  markets,  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars,''  in  line  81,  page  1,  engrossed  bill. 

In  adding  on  line  22,  page  8,  engrossed  bill,  the  words,  "and  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Central  Park  are  hereby  authorized  to 
include  in  the  estimate  which  said  board  is  now  authorized  to  make  for 
moneys  required  for  the  maintenance  and  government  of  the  said  park, 
such  further  sums,  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars  annually,  as  said 
board  may  require  for  that  purpose."

And  hereafter  the  said 
corporation  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  debt  incurred  for  advertising  in 
contravention  of  this  provision:  and  no  person  or  corporation  other  than 
the  proprietors  of  such  selected  papers  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  any 
money  from  or  recover  any  judgment  against  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  t 

commonalty  of  the  city  of  New  York  for  publishing  or  advertising  thQOQlC 
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proceedings  of  the  common  conncil,  or  of  either  board  thereof^  or  notices 
of  its  committees."  And  add  to  the  end  thereof  the  following  words: 
"  Bat  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  impair  or  affect 
any  claim  for  advertising  heretofore  acquired  under  the  provisions  and 
authority  of  existing  laws,  when  such  claim  has  been  duly  certified  and 
audited."

The  Senate  also  recede  in  altering  the  paragraph  on  lines  IT,  18,  19, 
20  and  21,  page  10,  engrossed  bill,  and  reinstate  the  words  as  follows: 
"  Streets,  repaving  and  repairing,  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  thousand 
dollars,  the  contract  or  agreement  therefor  to  be  made  under  such  stipu- 
lations and  with  such  person  or  persons  as  the  street  commissioner 
shall  decide  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city." 

Also  recede  from  the  following,  after  the  word  "  dollars:"  "The  work 
to  be  done  by  contract  or  agreement,  as  provided  by  law,  under  the 
direction  of  the  street  department,  and  no  contract  to*  be  made  in  excess 
of  the  sum  herein  authorized."

And  the  common  council,  or  any  head  of  depart^ 
ment  of  the  city  of  New  York,  are  hereby  prohibited  from  creating  any 
new  office  or  department^  or  increasing  the  salaries  of  those  now  in 
office  or  their  successors,  except  as  provided  by  acts  passed  by  the 
Legislature  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight."

The  committee  of  conference  appointed  on  the  matters  In  difference 
between  the  Senate  and  Assembly  on  the  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  make 
provision  for  the  government  of  the  county  of  New  York,"  respectfully 
report  as  follows: 

That  the  Assembly  concur  in  the  Senate  amendment  in  striking  out  in 
line  4,  page  2,  engrossed  bill,  the  following  words:  **  copying  public 
documents^  county  clerk's  office,  ten  thousand  dollars." 

That  the  Assembly  concur  in  the  Senate  amendment  to  *'  salaries,  judi- 
ciary," modified  to  read  as  follows:  "Salaries,  judiciary,  five  hundred 
and  forty  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty-eight  dollars,  which  sum 
includes  the  increase  of  salary  as  follows:  To  the  judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  the  superior  court,  and  the  court  of  common  Pleas,  each  three 
thousand  dollars;  to  the  judges  of  the  marine  court,  an  increase  of  salary 
of  two  thousand  dollars  each;  to  the  city  judge,  an  increase  of  salary  of 
three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and  to  the  recorder,  an  increase 
of  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars;,  and  the  salaries  of  the  said  judges 
above  named  are  hereby  increased  as  above  mentioned,  pursuant 
to  the  several  resdntions  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  city  and 
county  of  New  York,  making  such  increase  to  the  several  justices  and 
judges  of  the  civil  and  criminal  courts  above  named,  which  resolutions 
are  hereby  legalized;  and  the  salaries  of  the  clerk  of  the  superior  court 
and  derk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  are  respectively  increased  three 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  the  salary  of  the  naturalization  clerk 
in  the  superior  court  is  hereby  fixed  at  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 
The  said  several  increases  of  salaries  to  take  effect  from  January  first, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight." 

That  the  Senate  recede  in  striking  out,  beginning  at  line  24,  page  4, 
engrossed  bill,  and  ending  at  line  ten,  page  5,  engrossed  bill,  modified 
so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  To  A.  Oakey  Hall,  in  full  for  his  bill  and  subsisting  claim  of  counsel 
fees  for  legal  services  rendered  the  boards  of  coroners  and  police  jus- 
tices of  the  city  of  New  York,  for  the  six  years  ending  December  31st, 

1867,  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars,  being  at  the  rate  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars  per  year  for  each  branch  of  said  legal  services,  and  to  be 
paid  him  by  the  comptroller  of  the  c\tj  of  New  York;  and  to  Orlando 
L.  Stewart,  in  full  for  legal  services  as  as^stant  district  attorney, 
during  the  years  1S6I,  1862,  1863  and  18(4,  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars,  but  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  A.  D. 

1868,  the  district  attorney  of  the  co«nty  of  New  York  shall  receive  a

And  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1868, 
there  shall  be  but  three  assistant  district  attorneys  for  said  county,  who

Miller 
and  J.  M.  Raymond,  and  to  be  paid  by  the  comptroller  on  voudiers 
filed. 

"  The  counsel  fees,  costs  and  legal  disbursements  incurred  by  the 
board  of  county  canvassers  and  by  William  Joice,  and  the  late  supervi- 
sor, Joseph  B.  Taylor,  in  the  matter  of  the  litigation  between  those 
parties  touching  the  rights  to  seats  in  the  board  of  supervisors,  fifteen 
thousand  dollars,  which  sum,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary, 
the  comptroller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  adjust  and  pay  to 
Abraham  R.  Lawrence,  Jr.,  John  McKeou,  and  the  other  attorneys  and 
counsellors  interested  therein." 

And  also  insert  the  following: 

*'  The  counsel  fees,  costs  and  legal  expenses  incurred  by  the  board  of 
county  canvassers  and  Smith  Ely,  Jr.,  in  the  matter  of  the  litigation 
between  those  parties  touching  the  right  of  the  said  Smith  Ely,  Jr.,  to  a 
seat  in  the  board  of  supervisors,  six  thousand  dollars,  which  sum,  or  bo  . 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  the  comptroller  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  pay  to  Nelson  J.  Waterbury  and  Rufus  F.  Andrews,  and 
other  attorneys  and  counsellors  interested  therein. 

*'  For  such  amount  as  shall  be  reported  by  Charles  O'CJonor,  Henry  B, 
Davies  and  Samuel  J.  Tilden,  to  the  board  of  supervisors,  to  be  due  to

ticular, he  is  further  authorized  to  modify  or  withhold  entirely  the  portion 
to  which  such  institution  or  school  would  have  been  entitled,  and  to 
divide  the  same  among  the  remaining  institutions."
